THERE SHOULD be at least 100 more 
hydrants in the city to properly protect the 
property, will the city pay the Quincy 
Water Company $3500 more annually, 
which is the interest on $100,000, or will it 
use that $100,000 in the purchase of the 
works? Poor fire protection means high 
insurance. 


THE ACCEPTANCE of the Water Act of 
1891, repeals so much of Chap. 347 of the 
Acts of 1888, and acts in amendment 
thereto, as is inconsistent with it. Do the 
voters know what it would repeal, and if 
so, do they want todo it? Do they want 
the works placed under a board of three 
commissioners rather than the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works? The Act of 1891 
does this. If they desire a board, do they 
want to give the Mayor the option at his 
pleasure, when he might wish to remove 
the commissioners, to transfer the manage- 
ment to the Commissioner of Public 
Works? The Act of 1891 permits this. 
Do they want to give a board of commis- 
sioners the sole authority to make con- 
tracts? Do they want to give the City 
Council authority, after the purchase uf 
the present works, to expend $400,000 in 
establishing a new plant or extending the 
present one to include the Blue Hill supply ? 
Do they want to become liable for damages 
by the taking of the waters of Blue Hill 
river? Do they want to further compli- 
cate the water question ? 

If the Act of 1891 is forever cast aside 
the matter could not be more simple. 

Vote to purchase the present works, 
which you must if you desire municipal 
ownership of water works, and then obtain 
such additional rights and privileges as 
may benecessary. The limit of debt which 
is permitted must of course be increased, 
and the city should after purchase have the 
privilege of raising further sums from time 
to time for improvement and extension, as 
the Committee on Finance contemplated. 
If a commission rather than the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works is thought advis- 
able it can be accomplished by striking out 
of the City Charter, section fifty-one, 
which amended the charter of the Water 
Company, which originally contemplated a 
board of three commissioners.

He was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the 4th Artillery June 13, 
1873, and was made First Lieutenant 
May 29, 1875. He is now enrolled with 
Battery I.

He is of taciturn dis- 
position, his mien is serious and his glance 
quick and perceptive. Withal he can enjoy 
a joke and laugh heartily. He is a great 
smoker, and his dearest friends are his 
pipe and a little leather satchel containing 
his calculations.

THE BUSINESS IN REBATES 


—_—_—— 


Has Long Proved a Prop for the Sup- 
port of the Concern, but Treasury Offi- 
cials Propose to Knock it Out—Alleged 


Crooked Yransactions of the Trust. 


CuIcaGo, March 1.—It is at last defi- 
nitely known that the federal grand jury 
at Boston on Feb. 11 indicted all of the 
officers and directors of the Cattle Feed- 
ing and Distilling company, better known 
as the whisky trust, for violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Yesterday 
United States Marshal Hitchcock’s dep- 
uties served warrants for the arrest of the 
indicted men. a 

The following named persons are the in- 
dicted: Joseph B. Greenhut of Peoria, pres- 
ident of the trust; Herbert C. Terrell of 
New York, vice-president; William N. Ho- 
bart of Cincinnati, treasurer; Warren H. 
Corning, Julius E. French of Cleveland, 
Lewis H. Green of Cinciunati, Nelson Mor- 
ris, George J. Gibson and Peter J. Hen- 
nessey of Chicago, directors. Hennessey is 
also secretary. He was arrested. The 
other warrants issued in this district are 
for Greenhut, Gibson and Norris. 

Word has been received from Peoria that 
Mr. Greenliut was arrested and gave bail 
there in the sum of $10,000 for his appear- 
ance before the United States court in 
Boston next Monday. Mr. Hennessey ap- 
peared before United States Commissioner 
Hayne and was released on $10,000 bail. 
Mr. Gibson was not at his place of busi- 
ness when the officer went there with the 
warrant and was not therefore arrested. It 
was decided to make the arrests at this 
time. Mr. Greenhut contemplated going 
on a visit to Europe within a day or two. 

The Indictment 
is of an ominous character, making 
charges against the officers and directors 
ina body. It is returned as of date of the 
second Tuesday in December last. The 
violations of the law are charged as_ hav- 
ing been continuous since February, 1890. 
The defendants, it is declared, purchased, 
rented, or Jeased the properties of com- 
peting distilling compantes, to the num- 
ber of seventy, from Aug. 1, 1890, up to 
the time of finding the indictment, con- 
trolled the output of these distilleries,and 
sold 66,000,000 gallons, at prices fixed by 
them. This they did unjustly, unlaw- 
fully and oppressively, to monopolize the 
manufacture and sale of high wines, alco- 
hol, spirits, gins and whiskies. The in- 
dictment sets out agreements between the 
trust and Dexter T. Mills, Erastus T. Gif- 
field and John Joyce, whereby in consid- 
eration of their purchase of trust goods, 
they were to receive rebates of 2 cents a 
gallon. 
Cincinnati Men Arrested. 

CINCINNATI, March 1.—William N. Ho- 
bart, treasurer of the Distillers and Cattle 
Feeder’ trust, and Lewis A. Green, a prom- 
inent distiller, were arrested here for viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. They 
were released in $5000 bonds for their ap- 
pearance in Boston to answer to the 
charge. ea Te 


HISTORY OF THE CONCERN. 


Its Crooked Methods Will Drive It Out 
of Business in Massachusetts. 

Boston, March 1.—Says the Transcript: 
The Distilling and Cattle Feeding com- 
pany, or whisky trust, is a combination 
which has probably done more bribing of 
state officials in Illinois than the public 
has any idea of. It isthe concern which 
has so far spent over $2,000,000 in pur- 
chasing distilleries and in other ways to 
prevent the case of Secretary Gibson, 
charged with an attempt to blow up a dis- 
tillery not in the trust, coming to trial. 
His case has not yet been heard, and prob- 
ably never will be. The accomplices of 
Gibson in the trust will see to that. Itis 
stated on very good authority that $2,000,- 
000 has actualiy been spent so far to 
smother that case. 

The blow that will be dealt the trust will 
be a most forcible one from the Massachu- 
setts arm of the federal courts. The re- 
sult will be that the trust will be driven 
out of the state. Then the treasury de- 
partment proposes to follow up its advan- 
tage and indict the trust in every state in 
which it is operating. 

It will be found that the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding company, capitalized at 
$35,000,000, has a plant that can be repro- 
duced for between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, 
and that consequently shows a watering 
of its capital stock of $30,000,000. Just as 
s00n as the district court here knocks the 
prop out from under the trust the Distil- 
ling and Cattle Feeding company will 
come down to a minimum of profits. 

That prop is the rebate business. There 
are certain firms in this state which act as 
the agents of the trust in selling its 
goods. These firms have books containing 

Printed Vouchers. 

Whenever a purchaser desires a number of 
gallons of whisky he secures the quantity 
through the dealing firms, pays 7 cents 
more a proof gallon than the trust's price, 
and is given a voucher for the amount in 
excess of the real cost of the article. This 
isthe rebate voucher. At the end of six 
months he sends his voucher to Peoria and 
gets his rebate money. If he has mean- 
while bought whisky of any other firms 
than those which are agents of the trust 
he loses his entire rebate. The trust 
makes it its business to ascertain just ex- 
actly from whom whisky is purchased by 
firms which have bought of the trust’s 
dealers, and thereby hangs a tale. 

This rebate business is just where the 
treasury will try to get its 

Clutches on the Trust's Throat. 
Itis apparent that the effect of sucha 
transaction must be to throttle the smaller 
dealers. If they go outside of the trust 
for their whisky, after once buying, of it 
and subscribing to its conditions,they lose 
their rebates, which amount to consider- 
able. 

They are held by a vise so longas they 
remain in the trust, paying three or four 
profits on each gallon, besides having 7 
cents on each gallon locked up in the 
trust’s strong box. On this the trust 
makes a pretty penny in interest. The 
amount of its rebate money will run up 
into the millions when the total amount 
of sales per year in this country is taken 
into consideration.

WORK FOR THE UNEMPLOYED, 


The Kaiser Has Evidently Given Ber 
lin’s Burgomaster a Tointer. 


BERLIN, March 1.—The riots have had 
the effect of bringing the municipal au- 
thorities to a sense of the necessity of giv- 
ing work to the unemployed, When ap- 
préached by a committee of unemployed 
masons, before the riots, Burgomaster 
Forckenbeck refused to see them, and Un- 
der Burgomaster Zelle declared that the 
municipality could not provide them with 
employment. On Sunday Burgomaster 
Forckenbeck received a message from the 
kaiser. Yesterday, when the burgomaster 
was again visited by a body of unemployed 
workingmen,he had manifestly undergone 
a change of heart. 

The workingmen, all of them honest- 
looking tradesmen, assembled in an or- 
derly manner and in considerable num- 
bers, with the resolution to lay their con- 
dition before Burgomaster Forckenbeck. 
They marched quietly to the burgomas- 
ter’s office. That official received them 
graciously and asked them to state their 
case. Thisa spokesman didin their be- 
half. They and their families were desti- 
tute, he said, owing to the cessation of 
public and private enterprises which had 
given them work. They now respectfully 
asked that public works be undertaken 
and proceeded with that would give them 
wages to live on. 

Burgomaster Forckenbeck replied that 
he would see they were provided with em- 
ployment. The workingmen then retired 
in as quiet and orderly a manner as they 
had come. There has been no further dis- 
turbance of the peace of the city.

Lonpon, March 1.—As a customer handed 
a box of securities across the counter of 
the London and Westminster bank yester- 
day a dudishly dressed stranger snatched 
the box and made a dash for the door. The 
bank porter caught the stranger, however, 
and after a hard fight turned him over to 
the police, who took him to the police sta- 
tion. It is thought that the stranger is 
thee same man who perpetrated several 
other robberies of a like nature and for 
whom the police have been searching for 
the past year. It is said that the robber is 
an American. 

The stranger gave the name of John 
Hart. He refused to give an address. The 
London police remain confident that he is 
an American, as he speaks English much 
better than English thieves of a similar 
calibre.

A SHORTAGE OF $15,000. 


Supreme Court Asks Geuveral Butler to 
Explain a Deficiency. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Benjamin F. 
Butler appeared before the United States 
Supreme Court in his own behalf in a case 
involving $15,000, which, it is alleged, was 
not accounted for by General Butler in his 
capacity of acting treasurer of the Nation- 
al Home for Disabled Soldiers General 
Butler adyanced to General William S. 
Tilton, acting treasurer of the eastern 
branch of the National home, $15,000 for 
boots and shoes. The money was subse- 
quently returned by General Tilton, but it 
was not accounted for in General Butler's 
accounts. The home then sued General 
Butler for the full amount, and the United 
States circuit court for thedistrict of Mas- 
sachusetts decided against the latter. The 
case was brought to the federal supreme 
court on a writ of error, and it was argued 
on this writ yesterday. General Butler, 
among other things, claimed that he dis- 
bursed more than $10,000,000 while acting 
treasurer of the home and was, therefore, 
entitled to compensation. 


MADE BLANK NICKELS. 


Novel Business of Three Men 
with Counterfeiting. 


New HAVEN, March 2.—George Grum- 
mond, George Allen and James Brundager 
of Norwalk, were arrested yesterday by 
United States Deputy Marshal Strong, on 
warrants charging them with counterfeit- 
ing. The men were brought before United 
Stutes Commissioner Wright, in this city, 
who held them under $1200 bonds for ex- 
amination. The accused are alleged to 
be guilty of making blank coins, the size 
of a5-cent piece, and using them to de 
fraud the Edison Phonograph company of 
New York,by dropping them in the nickel- 
in-the-slot machines. The accused were 
all released from custody, as they secured 
the necessary bonds. 


AGAINST THE ST. STANDARD OIL. 


Trust Agreement Declared Illegal by the 
Ohio Supreme Court. 


CoLumbus, O., March 2.—In the quo 
warranto suit instituted by Aitorney Gen- 
eral Watson of this state, nearly two years 
ago, to test the legality of the charter of 
the monoply known as the Standard Oil 
company, the Ohio supreme court has ren- 
dered its decision. It is against the com- 
pany. The corporation of the origjnal 
company is not annulled, but the trust 
agreement between it and other oil con- 
cerns forming the trust, is declared to be 
illegal. It is regarded as one of the most 
important decisions ever rendered by this 
court.

Railroad Accident Caused by an Open 
Switch at Milwaukee.. 
MILWAUKEE, March 2.—An accommoda- 
tion train ran through an open switch in 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
yard here, striking a shop employes’ train 
moving inthe same direction on the third 
track. Seven employes in the shop train 
were killed. One other was badly injured. 
The switch had been left open by aswitch- 
ing crew. Emil Bartels, foreman of the 
crew, has given 1 himself up to the police.

Waterbury, John McCann and Samuel 
Sutherland, the three men held for kid- 
naping Ward Waterbury, were taken 
from jail and examined privately by State 
Attorney Fessenden.

Suggested to Mr. Blaine by His 
Daughter-in-Law. 


SHE WILL WAIT TEN DAYS. 


If an Answer is Not Then Forthcoming 


She Promises to Make Interesting Dis- 


closures—How the Case is Viewed in 


Washington—Judge Thomas Talks. 


Sioux Fauis, S. D., March 2.—Mrs. 
James G. Blaine, Jr., has addressed the 
following letter to her father-in-law, 
Secretary of State Blaine, in answer to his 
“‘personal statement” of a few days ago: 

My Dear Sir:—You have furnished the pub- 
lic with a remarkable production under the 
caption of a “personal statement.” I consider 
it my duty at the present time to address you 
with that degree of dignity which your posi- 
tion as a public man entitles you to. I 


| acknowlegde your well rendered, richly de- 


served fame as a diplomat, and appreciate 
fully the weight which your utterances possess 
as fully as dol appreciate my own weakness 
and my total inability to cope with you in a 
personal encounter. 

But I shall expect from you that considerate 
and honorable treatment which I am sure 
your keen sense of equity and fairness will 
dictate. The powerful man of a great nation 
will surely accord to a weak and defenseless 
woman her full meed of justice. You can ill 
afford to withhold it. I wish it distinctly un- 


| derstood by you that Iam not asking sympa- 
thy. I respectfully demand justice. Itis in 


your power togrant this simple request. It 
remains to be seen if you will doit. I will aid 
you by a suggestion. 

Have the kindness to publish in connection 
with your statement the full text of the letters 
you have quoted from. Do not, like a shrewd 
and unprincipled person, select only such 
pagesasmay be needed to make out a case, 
but give the entire contents to the public, that 
I may be judged righteously. 

You have documents surely, else you could 
not quote from them. I will give you asuf- 
ficient time to conform to my reasonable de- 
mand, sayten days. If, at the endof that 
time you fail to respond, I shall deem it my 
duty tu give in substance their contents and 
corroborate my statement by publishing let- 
ters from your son; both prior and subsequent 
to our marriage. 

You know full well that your charges 
against me regarding the marriage are un- 
founded. I give youample opportunity to re- 
tract. You have two alternatives—the one 
suggested, or silence. Your consideration 
for your grandson will surely induce you to 
decide in favor of the first. 

This is not a proposed diplomatic engage- 
ment on my part, for your success in dealing 
with powerful nations is too well known for 
me to meet you on any other grounds than as 
the mother of your grandson 

I take It that your statement was prompted 
chiefly by the remarks of Judge Thomas, in 
rendering his decision which gave me my frece- 
dom. I have no defense to offer in his behalf. 
lsimply declare now tuut yuu here arreigned 
me by the use of fragmentary quotations from 
my love letters to your son, that you be fair 
enough to publish the original in full. I will 
then prove that your son was far from a weak- 
ling, and that you, his proud father,well knew

JUDGE THOMAS’ STATEMENT. 


Thinks the Evidence Presented War- 
ranted Him in Saying What He Did. 


Deapwoop, S. D., March 2.—Judge 
Thomas was interviewed yesterday by a 
reporter of the United Press in regard to 
the letters of Hon. James G. Blaine, made 
public Jast Sunday. The judge was quite 
adverse to talking on the subject, but, 
after much persistence, consented to ex- 
plain his position. He said: “Under the 
circumstances I deem the matter some- 
what indelicate to discuss in the public 
prints after having passed upon the case 
in a judicial capacity.” 

In regard to Mr. Blaine’s opinion that he 
was too severe in his criticism of Mrs. 
Blaine, the elder, and her son, he said: “It 
seems that Mr. Blaine believes I was too 
severe. I regret it very much, as I cer- 
tainly did not wish or intend to be unduly 
harsh or severe in the remarks from the 
bench, thongh I thought at the time, and 
still think, they were couched in the most 
moderate and conservative language and 
upon the clear and undisputed testimony 
in the case which, in my judgment, would 
have warranted much stronger language 
than I used. 

“In regard to Mr. Blaine’s statement of 
the case Ido not care to express an opin- 
ion, as they were not before me for consid- 
eration, hence I would not consider them 
in arriving at my judgment, however 
thorough and weighty they may be. His 
defense of his son and wife were natural 
and filial. I admire him for his defense of 
his wife. Doubtless from his standpoint 
he believes she was right, and may be she 
was, but as I said before my remarks con- 
cerning her were justified by the undis- 
puted testimony in the case. 

I have nothing to say in regard to 
Father Ducey’s statement, except that I 
have for Mr. Blaine the deepest sympathy 
in the sad affliction bronght about by the 
ill-advised marriage and unpleasant noto- 
riety. Iam heartily sick of the notoriety, 
and believe the matter should now be 
dropped in the interest of all concerned.” 


WASHINGTON COMMENT 


On Blaine’s Endeavor to Vindicate His 
Family in the Case. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The statement 
made by Secretary Blaine in regard to his 
son’s unfortunate marriage, and in de 
fense of his wife against the allegations of 
the judge in tye recent divorce suit, is the 
subject of gentral comment in political 
and social circles. The effect of the state 


| ment has greatly modified the opinions 


which prevailed here in regard to this case. 
The publication of thefacts is considered 
adefense against the aspersions of the 
judge. The politicians,looking at some fea- 
tures of the controversy, particularly the 
very sharp and frank letter of Blaine to 
Father Ducey, when the affair first came 
to his knowledge, are inclined to think it 
will abate some of the ardor of the Catho- 
lic clergy in their friendship for him. But 
the general feeling among them is that 
Blaine, having cast aside presidential as- 
pirations, felt that the time had come 
when, as a private citizen, he could vin- 
dicate his household.

THE WHISKY TRUST. 


Charges of a Grave Character 
Must Be Answered. 


“The Most Extensive|yorr arrrsts EXPECTED 


In Connection with an Alleged Attempt 


to Bribe a Juror in Behalf of the 


Monopoly — How District Attorney 


Allen Sprung His Little Trap. 


| 

Boston, March 1.—More surprises are in 
| store for the people most interested in the 

whisky trust cases. Before another twen | 

ty-four hours have elapsed, it is not im- 

probable, say those whoare in a position to 

know, that arrests will be made on indict- 
; ments found by the federal grand jury now 
in session in this city, which will create a 
| profound sensation. 
| Theindictments have resulted from the 
, prosecution of the whisky trust officials, 
jand the charge contained in them is far 
|more serious than that contained in 
the indictments on which certain of the 
Officials of the trust were arrested Mon- 
day. It is no less than acharge of tamper- 
ing with members of the grand jury, and 
of attempting to prevent the finding of an 
indictment. 

The matter has been kept exceedingly 
} guiet. District Attorney Allen does not 
| deny that 
Indictments Have Been Found. 
| He merely says he can give no informa- 
} tion. 

The matter of indicting the officials of 
| the whisky trust has been before the 
' grand jury eversince the first of February, 
_and a great deal of evidence has been sub- 
| mitted, the jurors being instructed to ob- 
; Serve the greatest secrecy as to what 
| occurred in the jury room. 

Great efforts were made by the officials 

of the trust to present their side of the 
| case to the jurors and Lawyer C. A. Prince 
| Succeeded on Feb. 15 in having Judge Nel- 
| Son give to the foreman of the jury a letter 
| in which a request was made that the fore- 
man summon certain persons whose 
names were mentioned in the letter. The 
| grand jury did not send for the witnesses, 
however, and the next thing the ofticials 
knew they were arrested on warrants, 
which, itis now known, the grand jury 
had voted to find, before Mr. Prince made 
| his application to Judge Nelson. 

It is now stated that while Lawyer 
Prince was exerting himself to get what 
he declared was simple justice for his 
clients 

Another Force Was at Work 

of which he knew nothing, but which 
| doubtless did much to nullify the efforts 
| he was making in behalf of the officials. 
It was, therefore, while efferts were being 
made tu exert an honest influence over the 
grand jury that certain persons who are 
named in the indictment which is soon to 
be returned, and placed, probably on the 
“secret files,” went to a member of the 
grand jury and made the offers which have 
resulted in the finding of an indictment. 

The juror, it is said, did not reject the 
proposal, but listened with apparent ap- 
proval to the plan suggested, and after the 
whole matter had been explained, and the 
proposal apparently taken under consider- 
ation, he went at once to District Attorney 
Allen, and related what had taken place a 
Tew moments vVefure. Acting under tho 
advice of Mr. Allen, the juror went ahead, 
it is understood, and secured sufficient 
evidence, on which the grand jury con- 
cluded 


To Present an Indictment. 

Whatever may be the facts in the case, 
there is no room for doubt as to the truth 
of the statement that indictments have 
been voted, and significance is attached to 
the statement made by District Attorney 
Allen, when speaking of the indictments 
on which President Greenhut and _ his as- 
sociates were arrested. to the effect that 
no case had in recent years, if ever, 
been brought before the office of the dis- 
trict attorney where such influence had 
been exerted to prevent the finding of an 
indictment. 

Mr. Prince's Denial. 

Charles A. Prince was much surprised 
last night when informed that a certain 
man was indicted, charged with attempt- 
ing to bribe a member of the United States 
grand jury which had the cases under con- 
sideration. The statement made insin- 
uating that the alleged attempted bribery 
was instigated by the plaintiffs and their 
counsel was resented by Mr. Prince in 
very emphatic language. 

Vice President Terrell Arrested. 

New YorRK, March 2.—Herbert L. Terrell, 
vice president of the whisky trust, was ar- 
rested here and held in $5000 bail in Bos- 
ton for trial. His arrest was made 
under the indictment found by the 
federal grand jury for the eastern district 
of Massachusetts. 


Setback for the Kaiser, 

Beruty, March 2.—The reichstag re- 
jected the credit asked for building the 
new corvette. This is considered to be an- 
other sharp parliamentary rap over the 
knuckles for the emperor, whose plans for 
building up the German navy have recently 
been twice sat upon by the reichstag. In 
the present case the Right voted against 
the government.

& SIX ROOM COTTAGE. 


It Is Complete in Every Detail and Can 
Be Built for $1,800. 
(Copyright, 1882, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

Here is a very pretty design of a six 
room house, economical and convenient in 
arrangement and cozy in appearance. It 
fs in the old Colonial style of architecture. 
In arranging this plan it was necessary to 
obtain the required amount of room and 
convenience xt a stipulated cost. The ex- 
terior necessarily was designed very plain 
and simple in details. The front faces the 
south, and there is an eastern and northern 
view from the dining room, an eastern and 
southern view from the parlor and a north- 
ern and western view from the kitchen. 
The front veranda extends across the front | 
of the entire building, S feet in width 
—about the proper width to permit a, 


group of people to sit in comfort. 


PERSPECTIVE VIEW. 

The hall is S$ feet wide with an easy 
flight of stairs to the second story. The 
platform or landing forms the ceiling of | 
the vestibule The effect of this low ceil- 
ing gives the appearance of increased di- 
mensions to the vestibule, which may be 
used as asmall sitting roo. By draping 
the opening between this room and the ball 
a very pretty effect is obtained. 

This house has no cellar, and the space 
under the main stairs, which is usually 
occupied by the cellar stairs, is utilized as 
a coat closet 

This is whut is styled a one chimney 
house, with tle main rooms grouped about 
it in such a manner that each may easily 


be connected by a stovepipe with the 
chimney as may be desired. The parlor 


and dining room are connected by an open- 
ing prepared so that folding doors may be 
used if desirvt, or the opening may be 
closed by heavy portieres supported by 
rings upon a brass curtain pole. This 
method is to be preferred, as it is more 
decorative and convenient. 

The connection of the kitchen with din- 
ing room is through the large pantry, 
which is fitted up with shelves,refrigerator, 
tables and drawers for cutlery, and bins 
for flour and meal complete. In the rear 
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FIRST STORY. 


of the house (as well as the front) the main 
roof extends down so as to form the roof of 
the pantry and porches in the rear. In win- 
ter time these porches can be inclosed with 
sash to render the building warm and com- 
fortable if in an exposed situation. 

The second story contains two large 
chambers with suitable closets and a good 
servants’ room over the kitchen. There 
are also two large and cheerful rooms in 
the attic. If desired one of these could be 
used as a servants’ room, and the small 
room in the second story could be turned 
into a bathroom. There is also ample 
toom in the attic to secure a storeroom. 

The roofs and gables of the house are 
shingled and the lower story is clapboard- 
ed. The long slope of the front is prettily 
broken by a large dormer window, which 
lights the front chamber of the second 
story and gives a picturesque effect to the 
exterior. ‘The newels, rails and balusters 
of stairs are of white ash, and all the other 
inside wookwork is of yellow pine, filled 
with a coat of woodfiller and varnished, 
two coats, all rubbed smooth. The doors 
are of white pine, finished with two coats 
of white varnish. 


SECOND STORY. 


A great deal of the exterior effect of this 
house was obtained in the painting, the 
roof being Venetian red, the body color of 
the house a light drab, with darker shades 
for the trimmings. Sash moldings and 
blinds were pninted red. The foundation 
walls of the house are of rubble stonework 
laid up in red mortar. 

The cost of this hause is $1,800 and illus 
trates what can be done fora small amount 
ef money. It furnishes a most pleasing 
and satisfactory design for people of es 
thetic taste, as it affords opportunities for 
individual ideas in furnishing and fitting 
of the interior.

Bees Carry Toilet Cases. 

The tongue of the hive bee is a most 
elaborate structure, admirably fitted for 
helping to pump up nectar. Tho wax 
producing organs of the bee are certain 
glands on the underside of the abdomen, 
which are surmounted by thin plates, on 
which the wax is deposited in flakes, 
like miniature fish scales. It is taken 
from these plates: by a pair of shears or 
cutters, admirably adapted for the pur- 
pose and formed between two joints of 
the hind legs. 

It is passed to the mouth, whero it is 
chewed and rendered plastic by the 
jaws. The hind legs have many beau- 
tiful structures and modifications fitted 
for gathering pollen and cleansing the 
bee, while on the front legs there is a 
regular comb and brush. admirably 
adapted for cleaning the attenns or 
feelers, which are very delicate and im- 
portant sense organs.—Boston Tran- 
script.

He is in favor of the Bland bill, but 
he has promised to treat both sides fairly 
in the matter. 

The anti-silver men have not yet con- 
cluded what course they will pursue, but 
they are disposed to make the issue then 
on an effort to postpone the silver ques- 
tion until next December. They are mak- 
ingaclose canvass of the house, and if 
they can secure votes enough among the 
anti-silver Democrats and Republicans to 
carry a proposition to substitute Decem- 
ber for March 22, they will make the at 
tempt. 

Thereare some Democratswho are willing 
that the matter should be discussed, but 
who will vote against it on the passage. 
Among these are some from New Enyland, 
including Representative O'Neill from 
Boston, who iuformed his colleagues that 
he would vote for consideration, but would 
not vote for the bill. If there are enough 
of this class among the anti-silver men 
they will probably be able to adopt the 
bill as repoited from the committee. The 
friends of the Bland bill, including Bland 
himself, are disposed to find fault with the 
committee on rules in not giving them 
more than three days for discussion and a 
vote on the bill. 

The anti-silver men are very confident 
that if the bill should be taken up for dis- 
cussion they will be able to prevent its 
passage. If itshould failin its passage 
during the period assigned to it, it will 
have to take its course thereafter as unfin- 
ished business and may not be reached for 
many weeks, if at all. 

Views of Anti-Silverites. 

The New England and New York anti- 
silver Democrats and some opponents of 
free silver from other states were in fre- 
quent conference yesterday endeavoring to 
concert measures by which additional 
strength might be secured for their sidein 
the coming fight in the house over the silver 
question. It was asserted by several anti- 
silver Democrats that they had sufficient 
Democratic votes to defeat the adoption of 
the report of the rules committee giving 
time for consideration of the Bland bill, 
provided the Republicans stood by them 

Mr. Williams of Massachusetts stated 
that he did not know what the Republi- 
cans would do. “Every Democrat,’ said 
he, “‘who goes before the people asa Demo- 
erat to ask their suffrage to oppose frea 
silverin any coming time, will have an 
unanswerable argumont if the Repabll- 
cans now take the responsibility of allow- 
ing a free silver bill to be considered when 
it might be defeated by their aid. Wecan 
simply ask the people whether they will 
trust a Democrat, who has stood on tha 
floor at all times and opposed free coinage, 
or a Republican who failed when the time 
came to beat free silver.” Mr. Williams 
declined to give the number of Deiocrats 
whom he expected to vote against consid- 
eration of the silver bill. 

Mr. Harter of Ohio said: “We hope 
that we can defeat the resolution to fixa 
day for consideration of the silver bill. If 
we are defeated in the fight on Monday 
next we shall use every honorable means 
to prevent the bill from going through the 
house and we believe such means are 
within our reach.” 

The silver Democrats estimate that 
twenty to thirty Democrats are opposed to 
consideration of the silver bill at this time 
in addition to those who would yote 
against a free coinage bill if it were up for 
passage. 

The Republican members have had no 
conference looking to concerted action on 
the silver question. Several of them who 
oppose free coinage are yet in favor of hay-

INDIGNANT CITIZENS 


Making Things Rather Warm for Mr. 
Penny and His Aged Wife. 

BELFAST, Me., March 2. —Excitement has 
run riot in this city since it was learned of 
the marriage of H. C. Penny of Amhetst, 
aged 35, and Mrs. Ann French of Belfast, 
aged S4. 

It was ascertained that Mrs. French had 
drawn $900 from the savings bank and 
placed it in Penny’s hands. It was 
rumored about town, too, that she gave 


| $500 in gold to Penny, who displayed the 


coin in several saloons. 

Threats against Penny were freely made 
Monday by wrathful citizens. The elder 
heads were in favor of the lawyers taking 
the matter in hand. The young blood was 
more belligerentand wantedjimmediate sat 
isfaction. Monday evening about twenty 
young men went to the house with the 
purpose of tarring and feathering the man. 
As no lights appeared in the house, they 
contented themselves with breaking all 
the windows with stones. 

Later the mob again went to the house 
with the determination to find Penny at 
all hazards. Doors were broken down and 
the house ransacked. In the parlor was 
the aged bride. trembling from fear. 
Finally Penny was found in the loft of the 
barn, with a drawn revolver. He flourished 
it at the crowd, and escaped, bareheaded 
and in his shirt-sleeves, to the street, but 
the mob followed and captured him. 

Wild threats were madeagainst him,but 
he was not seriously injured. He was car- 
ried about the city with a hooting mob as 
escort, while stones were thrown at him. He 
was then returned to his home. For a time 
he was left alone, but soon another crowd 
went to the house and clamored for ad- 
mission. Finally a treaty was made with 
the understanding that Penny would get 
out of the city. 


THE BROCKTON DEFALCATION. 


Decision in a Case Arising Out of Broker 
Robinson's Big Steal. 
Brockton, Mass., March 2.—The first 
law suit, as a result of the defalcation of 
Charles W. Robinson, has been decided by 
the superior court in this city. Robinson 
was a stock broker here for several years 
and left the city Oct. 24, 1890, after squan- 
dering, it is supposed, nearly $200,000. The 
suit in question was an action brought by 
Edwin H. Lothrop against the Home Na- 
tional bank of this city to recover fifty 
shares of stock in the Jersey Central, or 
their equivalent, $5000, the stock being 
represented by two certificates, each of 
twenty-five shares. I‘his stock was en- 
trusted to the firm of S. P. Howard & Co., 
of which Robinson was a member. Judge 
Dunbar ordered the jury to report a ver- 
dict for the defendant, which was done. 


BEHRING SEA ONCE MORE. 


Premier Abbott Thinks That Canada 
Will Eventually Come Out a Winner. 


OTTAWA, March 2.—In closing the de- 
bate on the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne yesterday, Premier Ab- 
bott said that Canada still contended that 
the United States did not possess exclu- 
sive sovereignty overthe Behring sea and 
the straits, and now Mr. Blaine had aban- 
doned his contention on this point. Every- 
thing had now been settled, except an 
agreement as to the best methods of pro- 
tecting seal life, and it would be dealt 
with by international arbitrators. He felt 
certain that the Canadian contention re- 
garding the Alaska boundary would 
eventually prevail.

The 157 
inmates of the seform department, and 
fifty-seven in the prison department were 
got out safely, and none attempted to es- 
cape. Itis suid the building was set on 
fire by three girls, Imogene Thompson, 
Mary Stevens and Lydia Kingsley, who 
hoped to escape during the confusion. 
The loss will exceed $300,000, with an in- 
surance of but $51,000.

England’s Yearly Quota of Candles. 

Upward of 730,000,000 candles are 
burned in this country every year. 
The production in the United Kingdom 
of the various kinds of candles, includ- 
ing paraffin, stearine and composite, is 
estimated to average 36,000 tons per 
annum. This country exports 5,600 
tons and imports 2,300 tons of candles, 
leaving an excess of exports over im- 
ports of 3,300 tons, which deducted from 
the country’s production leaves the 
quantity of candles consumed every 
year in this country at 32,700 tons, or 
73,248,000 pounds. -If these are avyer- 
aged at ten to the pound, it gives 782,-

MANY FAMILIES HOMELESS. 


Fire at Brockton Destroys Two Shoe 
Pactories and Three Dwellings 

BrockTox, Mass., March 3.—One of the 
largest fires Brockton has kuown broke 
out last night in that portion of this city 
known as Campello, totally destroying 
two large shoe factories and three dwell- 
ings. Two other dwelling were badly 
scorched and damaged by water. 

The Barrows factory was a 4-story wood- 
en building, 1 with two additions, 
and gave employment to about 275 hands, 
who made 75 cases of shoes a day. 

The factory owned by the Howard W. 
Reynolds estate was 4 stories high, 75x35 
an addition 40x35 feet. It was 
occupied by the Scandia Shoe company, & 
mew concern, and gave employment to

a day. 

The houses totally destroyed were those 
of Daniel Lynch, Charles C. Peterson, and 
the dwelling belonging to the Howard W.

AuGuSTA, Me., March 3.—The Augusta 
House last night furnished a scene of un: | 
usual activity, which was occasioned by a | 
meeting of the Democratic state commit 
tee. Some 400 invitations had been ex- 
tended by the committee to leading men 
of the party be present, and some seventy: 
five were in attedance while others sent 
letters of regret. 

The opinion was strongly expressed that 
tariff reform should be the leading issue 
of the campaign, and that the policy of the 
Cleveland administration should be sup- 
ported. Some urged that an explicit dec- 
laration should be made in the platform 
on the silver question.

Amendment Offered to the Methuen 
Water Bill in House. 


IT WILL BE A PRECEDENT. 


No Compensation for Franchise to be 
Included Should the Compasy Sell to 
the Town—Consideration of the Amend- 
ment in Order Today. 


The action of the Legislature on the 
sranting of franchises to private water 
companies is of deep interest to Quincy 
wopie, Yesterday, reconsideration of 
he vote whereby the bill to incorporate 
the Methuen Water Company was passed 
to be engrossed, was ordered on motion of 
Mr. Burke of Quincy, and Speaker Barrett, 
leaving his chair, offered an amendment 
intended to guard against the company de- 
mauding anything for the franchises and 
other rights granted it by the public, if the 
town should choose to take advantage of 
the clause giving it the right to purchase 
the water works at any future time. 

The amendment provides that when the 
town of Methuen shall decide to purchase 
the property of the water company the 
compensation shall include the value of its 
property, together with such sum, if any, 
as may be necessary to make the net profit 
upon the stock equal to 6 per cent per 
annum from the time when such stock 
was actually issured and paid for, but shall 
not include any compensation for any 
franchise given by this act, or any privi- 
leges given without compensation to said 
corporation by the town of Methuen.

Tuts 18 bad weather for a fire, for it 
would be almost impossible to get the 
steamer at the scene, to say nothing about 
making time. 


PEOPLE WHO have been claiming that 
the climate of this country is gradually 
changing and growing milder, will now 
have to take a back seat. We are now 
having the severest snow storm which has 
taken place in these parts for years. For 
ten days the wind has been blowing 
heavily from the eastward and finally 
culminated in anorth-east snow storm 
Yesterday the storm abated somewhat, but 
during Wednesday night took a new lease 
of life, and this morning the streets and 
sidewalks were again blocked. The 
velocity of the wiud has kept up at a 
high rate of speed, blowing from thirty to 
forty miles an hour piling the snow up in 
high drifts. In some parts of Wollaston 
the drifts are from five to six feet high. 

Early this morning the train service on 
the Old Colony was completely knocked 
out no attempt being made to run on 
schedule time. The outward trains were 
but a few minutes late, but the inward 
trains were moved wholly by telegraphic 
orders from the Boston office. The 6.20 
A. M. train from Middleboro, due at Wol- 
laston at 7.37, was twenty-three minutes 
late. The6.18 a.m. train from Whitman 
due at Quincy at 6.55 was one hour and a 
quarter behind schedule time. This is a 
sample of the way in which whole train 
service on the Centre aud Cape division 
was disarranged. 


James G. Blaine Jr. 


The Secretary of State Comes to the 
Recue of his Son in an Open Letter 
to Father Doucy. 


Apparently there is no end to the Blaine 
family troubles, which are destined to fur- 
nish still more material for newspaper dis- 
cussion. The letter of Secretary Blaine, 
in which he defends his son, to Father 
Doucy, by whom the ill-mated young couple 
were married, is the latest news of the 
scandal. The young man who plays the 
part of hero in this melodrama, was born 
Oct. 12, 1868, and was exactiy 17 years and 
10 months of age at the time of his mar- 
riage in 1886 to Miss Nevins, the actress, 
who was then 21. His father declares in 
his letter that the Nevins family made all 


the arrangements in which his son was the | 


dupe. Notwithstanding the inferiority of 
the match both the Secretary himself and 
Mrs, Blaine sought to make the best of the 
bad match and offered the couple a home 
and an allowance of $2,500 a year. The 
young wife, however, refused to live in 
Augusta, and left for New York during 
the absence of her husband. Although 
the letter to Father Doucy was written in 
September, 1886, it is only now that 
Secretary Blaine has made the document 
public. 

Mrs. Blaine, Jr., has replied to Secretary 
Blaine, and has given him the alternative 
to publish all the letters or remain silent. 
In the latter case she will give out the 
letters.

WOODWARD SCHOOL. 


Many Suggestions Received from 
Mrs. Freeman Palmer, 


TEACHERS MAKE A SCHOOL. 


The Buildings Should Not be Expensive— 
Industrial Teaching, Physical Training, 
Literary Course and Other Branches 


Discussed. 


Mrs. Palmer of Cambridge, a member of 
the State Board of Education, met the 
Board of Education of the Woodward 
school at City Hall, Wednesday evening. 
Those present being Revs, Wilson, Norton, 
Paulson Young and Key; Mayor Fairbanks, 
Auditor Hall, City Treasurer Adams, City 
Clerk Spear and George L. Gill of the 
Board of Managers, and Mrs. D. M. Wilson. 

Mrs. Palmer’s remarks were mainly in 
apswer to questions by those present. She 
said she knew but little about the will and 
what it was desired todo. Everything in 
the line of teaching for the girls must be 
done well. Experience was necessary in 
erecting the buildings and they could not 
get too much from those who had taught 
girls; those who can tell you where they 
have made their mistakes, 

She advised putting as little money as 
need be in bricks and mortar, but as mucb 
money as possible into teachers. A great 
school can be made by great teachers. Wom- 
en who are ladies are needed as teachers to 
associate with the girls, We will have to 
pay more in the next fifty years for teachers 
than in the past. Have an ample teaching 
force of the best quality. 

Mrs. Palmer further said, if she was to 
have charge of the school, she should feel 
ita great hardship not to know that she 
was to have charge until the shell had been 
made. If you are to have a man or women 
in charge they can help you much to get 
the most for the least expense of money 
and for every dollar spent the most perfect 
details can be had and these mean much in 
the wear and tear of the building. You 
want some one to assist you and draw up- 
on for experience, that you may profit by 
the mistakes others have made. 

Industrial Teaching. 

In regard to this branch, Mrs. Palmer 
said she did not know what was now being 
done here for the girls, but there is a strong 
movoment. everywhere to have some in 
dustrial training for girls. Sewing, cook- 
ing and modelling are working well in 
Boston schools. All our girls should have 
an interest in our domestic life. They 
will accomplish much by having modelling 
and drawing, thus training their eyes as 
well as their brains. Training for life's 
work, such as learning trades, depends 
npon whether you hare muucy cuvugh. 

When asked what was the most im- 
portant branches of industrial training, 
Mrs. Palmer replied: modelling, drawing, 
sewing and cooking; add also the use of 
tools, so that Quincy girls can drive nails, 
A little of each of the above branches. 

In regard to instrumental music, Mrs. 
Palmer said, teaching music was expensive 
and was not desirable unless they had ad- 
ditional gifts. 

Speaking of a labratory and observatory, 
Mrs. Palmer said a labratory was essential, 
but they could not have the two combined. 
To study astronomy you would have to 
have a special foundation, so that there 
would be no jar. In reply to a question, 
Mrs. Palmer said they could havea small 
room in the upper story where a fair idva 
of astronomy could be given, but she would 
not advise mathematical astronomy. 

Physical Training. 

Physical training was necessary, but it 
was not necessary to have a special build- 
ing. ‘The Swedish system could be had at 
a little expense. If you could have a large 
assembly room you would have plenty of 
air. If youtake the girls when they are 
young you can do a great deal toward phy- 
sical training. 

Mr. Wilson asked how much they ought 
to put into the building, and in reply Mrs, 
Palmer said that depended on the number 
of scholars. If there were to be 500 scho!- 
ars, she would advise putting aside $200,- 
000 for a permanent fund to carry on the 
school; $25,000 for an emergency fund, 
$50,000 would go a long ways toward a good 
building, if you plan it with experts who 
know how to make everything tell. The 
furnishings will depend on what you do, 
but thought $10,000 would include a labra- 
tory and do all the furnishing needed. 

In regard to special rooms, Mrs. Palmer 
said: They should have special rooms, but 
they were not absolutely necessary. They 
should have a good room for cooking, as 
cooking classes should not be large. If 


desks you could use your school rooms for 
sewing, drawing, etc., but of course they 
could not have the best teaching and have 
every room used for every purpose. Rooms 
are not so much essential as health. Econ- 
omize every room except for ventilation, 


and always ventilate each room between 
classes. 

In regard to a literary course, Mrs, 
Palmer advised fitting for college. Have a 
fine preparatory college course. She hoped 
they would not duplicate the other schools 
but do better. You can do a great deal that 
the other schools ten years hence will bless 
you for. 

You can combine all the grammar schools 
with a good industrial and physical train- 
ing, and turn the girls out at 16 years of age 
as good as the other schools are now doing. 

Do not put your little girls here, and 
spend much time learning them the length 
of rivers in Central Africa and the bound- 


ries of Asiatic states, for it will be of no 
use to them. 

Learn them language When they are 
young, when their memories are so good 
and quick. Mrs. Palmer also urged them 
to try some of these experiments, and eve 
the girls the real things, not those which 


are a nuisance. i 
Mrs. Palmer’s remarks were very inter- 


esting and at the close of the meeting the 
members expressed their thanks for her 
advice.

MAKE UP OUR MINDS NOW. 


Adams Writes Again on the Water Ques- 
tion—Will Some Day Purchase. 


Publishers of the Ledger: 


Consistency in a public man is worth 
considerable to him andif valuable toa 
man, still more valuable is it to a public 
body. The good name of Quincy has suf- 
fered much from the discussion (if we may 
in courtesy so call them) of the City Coun- 
cil upon many public matters and its vacil- 
lating course upon questions of the highest 
importance has engendered anything but 
respect for it, both at home and abroad. 
A Boston daily characterized the talk of 
Thursday last as “‘the usual long-winded 
discussion” clearly showing that a perma- 
nent impression had been made upon the 
mind of its reporter, and that impression a 
contemptuous one, and as the people are 
held responsible for the acts of its agents 
so we are lowered in the estimate of those 
who read of us by the character of the 
actions of our City Council. 

I learn from the reports of the meeting 
in the papers and from the little I heard of 
the debate (?) last Thursday night, that 
Mr. Federhen and Mr. Bryant presumably 
Mr. Shaw (for he appeared, through his 
messenger Mr. Powers,to be directing them) 
wish to hear from the people before baving 
any opinions of their own. I think I 
heard Mr. Bryant say as much in reply to 
a question asked him by another Council- 
man. 

Mr. Federhen thought there was no way 
to get an expression of opinion as to 
whether the people wanted the water 
works except by finding out if they wanted 
the water of Blue Hill River after having 
purchased them, and that if the vote was 
adverse to the acceptance of that act, he 
ehould infer they did, or they did not, he 
could not tell which. At any rate if they 
did or did not, there would be time enough 
before May 2d, to find out if they did or 
did not, on the resolution introduced by 
him originally, ~The matter of expense he 
did not seem to care about; he, who is 
above all things, ecouomlcal. Is Mr. F. 
secretly working to continue the Water 
Company as one of the institutions? If so, 
he can take no surer way of doing it than 
he is now doing. Does he think the water- 
works would get into politics and make 
the city democratic? Does he simply wish 
to put the Mayor in a hole thinking he 
cannot get out and that the people,—the 
uneducated, the ignorant masses cannot 
see between the rounds of the ladder? Has 
he forgotten, that the question he is try- 
ing to handle is a public question,—one 
affecting the growth of the city to a great 
extent, and that it is to be fairly explained 
to the voters in all its bearings without | 
prejudice, no matter whom it may affect? 

The proper and systematic building of 
our system of water supply should be early 
begun and all3the money expended here- 
after should be on lay out of a permanent 
system, in which nothing should be done, 
so as to require undoing—for much more 
than the saving of a quarter of a million | 
of dollars is involved ina proper utiliza- 
tion of all the possibilities in the way of ac- 
quiring and storing water. 

Either we must allow the Company to go | 
on or We must acquire the property at the! 
earliest possible moment and then have the 
whole subject put under the supervision 
of some competent engineer who will tell 
us what to do. 

As regards income and expense account 
if the Company has managed to live and 
earn an income of $28,000 for last year 
(see Mr. Grahan’s statement) it is fair to 
infer that the city would not fall far be- 
hind in its receipts and that with the rapid. 
ly growing demands for water in all sec- 
tions the works would be self-supporting at 
once, 

Mr. Graham stated to the City Council 
that the stock asked for by the company 
would sell at par. Would it cost the city 
as a whole any more Lo pay 4 per cent. on | 
bonds than it will cost the citizen individu. | 


ally to pay 6 per cent. on the company’s | 
stock ? Could not the city’s engineer in- 
vest the money as well as the Water Com 
pany ? 

Of course we shall some day purchase 
the water-works, Will they be cheaper 
next year? Will the company be any 
Weaker whe. its stock pays 4—5—6 per 
cent. dividends, or dividends very oe 
larger every year? This is the public side 
of the matter. The easiest way is to let 
the company go on and make the most it 
can, only we should make up ou minds 
now deliberately, and express our opinion 
at the polls and keep our mouths shut,

Strike of English Coal Miners Beginning 
tu Be Seriously Felt. 

LONDON, March 8.—The excitement con- 
tinues at the coal exchange, due to the 
rapid advance in the price of coals and the 
uncertainty as to the point values will 
reach. Prices took another upward bound 
yesterday, the advance amounting to +4 
shillings per ton. In the towns in the 
northern part of England prices have risen | 
4 shillings per ton since Saturday. 

The mine owners at Lanarkshire have 
notified ths men in their employ that if 
they strike noneof them will be taken 
back to work exceptata reduction of their 
wages. A conference was held yesterday 
between the mine owners of Durham and 
the miners, but it failed to bring about 
an understanding between the employers

REED’S QUORUM DECISION. 


It is Nothing to Crisp and He Will Not 
Alter His Method of Ruling. 

WASHINGTON, March 3,—Speaker Crisp | 
Says that the decision of the supreme | 
court regarding the counting of the quo- 
rum will not affect his action in conduct- 
ing the business of the house. The speaker 
and the other Democratic leaders of the 
house hold that the court has not touched 
upon the question of the abuse of Reed in 
counting absent members as present. 
Reed counted members, they allege, who 
were in cloak rooms and in other parts of 
the Capitol building, and not actually in 
their seats to make up the quorum. The 
decision, therefore, will not in any way al- 
ter the action of the speaker or of the} 
Democratic party in the house, so far as it 
effects their parliamentary law. 


INAUGURATION DAY. 


Amendment to the Constitution Reported 
by the Elections Committee. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The house com- 
mittee on the election of president and 
vice-president yesterday authorized Rep- 
resentative Crain to prepare for submis- 
mission to the house a joint resolution 
proposing amendments to the consti- 
tution substituting Dec. 31 for March 4 as 
the commencement and termination of the 
official term of members of the house of 
representatives and of United States sena- 
tors, and providing that congress shall 
hold its annual meeting on the second 
Monday in January, and substituting 
April 30 for March 4 as the date for the 
commencement and limitation of the term 
of the president and vice-president. 


THE MISSING SEALHUNTERS. 


Friends Have Abandoned Hope of Ever 
Seeing Them Alive. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., March 3.—Nothing 
has yet been heard of the Trinity seal- 
hunters. The steamer Labrador, which 
was sent to search in Trinity bay, has re- 
turned, not being able to get further than 
Grates Point. The coast is completely 
barricaded with ice. The queen and sec- 
retary of state have wired a message of 
sympathy to the bereaved fisherfolk. 
Subscriptions toward a fund to assist the 
distressed and disabled are being raised. 
The frost-bitten men are likely to recover. 
There isno hope that the missing men 
will be recovered alive. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Idaho’s con- 
tested senatorship and the District of 
Columbia appiopriation bill were debated 
in the senate. The speaker laid before the | 
house communications from the acting 
secretary of the treasury, giving informa- 
tion relative to the importation of saltand 
in regard to immigration, and they were 
appropriately referred. The house went 
into committee of the wholeon the District 
of Columbia appropriation bill, and ad- 
journed without disposing of it. 


Stood No Show. 

LONDON, March 3.—In the house of com- 
mons James O’Kelly moved the second 
reading of the evicted tenants bill, which | 
gives a land court power to restore evicted 
tenants to their holdings and to arrange 
and enforce terms of settlement where 
landlords and tenants are unable to agree. 
The motion was rejected, 229 to 174. 


Public Building Appropriations. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—In the house, 
Mr. Sayers of the appropriations com- 
mittee said only $4,279,475 was expended 
on public buildings during the past fiscal 
year, and at the close of the calendar year 
there was $18,640,251 of public building ap- 
propriations in the treasury untouched.

MADE BIG FORTUNES 


Men in the Whisky Combina- 
tion are Well “Fixed.” 


[INDICTMENT MADE PUBLIC, 


Finding in the Case Placed on the Regu- 


jar Files by Order of Judge Nelson. 
Abstract of the Document Which Has 


Created Such a Great Sensation. 


PEORIA, Ills, March 4.—At whisky 
trust headquarters they have but little to 
say. Excepting Gibson, the former secre- 
tary, every Peoria man has made an inde- 


pendent fortune, and can afford to let the 
trust collapse. 


Boston, March 3.—The sensational in- 
dictment against the whisky trust offi- 
cials, which has been so carefully guarded 
on the secret files of the United States 
district court that eounsel in the case 
could hardly get a copy, and then only on 
conditions that he should keep it to him- 
self, is made public at last. Judge Nel- 
son gave orders yesterday that it be placed 
onthe regular files and entered on the 
docket, and the document about which 
there has been so much curiosity all over 
the United States is given below. 

It appears from the indorsement on the 
back of the indictment that it was re- 
ported on Feb. 23, and that the court or- 
dered a capias issued forthe arrest of each 
defendant. 

The document names the officials of the 
company and specifies the location of the 
principle office of the trust as at Peoria, 
Ills. It describes the business claimed to 
have been transacted by the alleged trust 
from Feb. 11, 1890, up to the time of the 
finding of the indictment, and names the 
distilleries which it has gathered in. It 
declares that since the gathering in of 
most of these distilleries, Aug. 1, 1890, the 
trust has manufactured 65,000,000 gallons 
of distilled, redistilled aud rectified high 
wines, alcohol, spirits, gins and whiskies, 
or 75-100 of the entire product manufact- 
ured and sold in the United States within 
the time from Aug. 1, 1890, to the finding 
of the indictment. The indictment con- 
tinues: 

The Purpose and Intent 
of said Greenhut, etc., (naming defendants) 
hav ing purchased, rented and leased said dis- 
tilleries and establishments as aforesaid, and 
in manufacturin controlling the manufac- 
ture and sale as aforesaid of 75-100ths of all the 
distilled, etc., high wines, etc., manufactured 
and sold within the said United States during 
the period of time hereinbefore last men- 
tioned, then and there being unjustly, unlaw- 
fully and oppressively to monopolize to the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding company the 
manufacture and sale of distilled, etc., high 
wines, etc., within said district, and among 
the several states of the United States, and 
unjustly ana unlawfully and oppressively to 
increase and augment the usual rates and 
prices at which distilled, etc., high wines, etc.,

It is a fact that he has friends who are 
interested in the whisky trust matter, and 
some days ago he approached Juror Grant 
and, after speaking of the case then before 
the grand jury, asked Mr. Grant why the 
jury did not give the whisky trast people 
a chance to be heard, intimating that he 
thought they would be able to show that 
they had not made themselves amenable 
to criminal prosecution. 

He made no offer of money to the juror, 
and did not intimate that any would be 
forthcoming. What he did was done as a 
labor of love, and he is prepared to meet 
his accuser at the proper time.

THE ENDOWMENT ORDERS. 


Massachusetts Statesmen Express Their 
Views Before Empire State Legislators. 

ALBANY, March 4.—At the joint hearing 
om the revision commission’s codification 
of insurance laws, Superintendent Morrill 
of the Massachusetts insurance depart- 
ment spoke of fraternal and beneficiary 
orders and endowment and assessment 
corporations. He approved of the former, 
but thought the latter were purely specu- 


lative affairs. He condemned the Iron 
Hall, the Golden Fleece and such con- 
zerns. Massachusetts, he said, had lost 


€1,000,000 through the twenty concerns 
which failed out of the fifty-six she had 
had. He recited the frauds and embezzle- 
ments growing out of these orders. 

Senator W. N. Davenport of Massachu- 
setts, representing the Fraternal Con- 
gress, said the present bill was satisfac- 
tory to the congress. 

Ex-Speaker Noyes of the Massachusetts 
legislature said the fraternal and endow- 
ment orders asked merely to be allowed 
to continue the kind of business they were 
now doing.

THE WATER BILLS. 


The House Recommits Them to Com- 
mittee for Hearing, 


THE OPPOSITION INCREASING. 


Six Per 
Amendment—Mr, 


Speaker Barrett Explains the 
Cent. in His 
Mellen of Worcester Comes to the Aid— 
Representative Burke Happy. 


Clause 


The bill to incorporate the Methuen 
Water Company was again before the 
House yesterday. The Herald says it re- 
ceived consideration far exceeding the 
hopes of Mr. Burke of Quincy, who several 
days ago, objected oa general principle, to 
engrossing the bill, and thus giving a valu- 
able franchise to a private corporation. 

The opposition to the measure has growa 
from day to day, and gained increased 
force by the espousal of Speaker Barrett, 
who on Wednesday offered an important 
amendment, which came up on the orders 
of yesterday. 

The speaker called Mr. Olmstead of 
Boston to the chair, and took the floor in 
support of his amendment. He said that 
he wanted the House to pass on the 
principle involved in the amendment, and 
when it had so passed he was willing that 
it should be reconsidered and recommitted 
to the committee on water supply, and the 
whole matter gone over again and sub- 
mitted to the House for its indorsement. 
He realized that a water company con- 
trolled by private parties was not an un- 
mixed evil. It might satisfy a want, and 
the people of the town should admit a 
reasonable guarantee for expenditure of 
brains and capital. To the speaker it was 
an important question, this matter of 
granting the franchise. 

Mr. Mellen of Worcester also came to the 
aid. When the people of Massachusetts 
see the full import of this matter of grant- 
ing valuable franchises to private corpora- 
tions, as they will shortly, then they will be 
practically in accord with the Speaker. He 
hoped the matter would be recommitted 
to the committee on water supply. 

Mr. Barrett said the amendment pro- 
posed to guarantee the water company six 
per cent. on its investment when the plant 


It was proba- 
ble that the company would not take up 


the matter unless there was an opportunity 
for profit. They were entitled to some 
recompense for their enterprise and invest- 
ment, and six per cent. was fair. This 
gave a guarantee to companies engaging in 
water supply that their property would not 
be taken without a fair return in profit for 
their outlay. To show how much value 
was placed on franchises Mr. Barrett men- 
tioned a company which, when it sells its 
water works to a city, proposes to charge 
$1,000,000 for its franchlse, although it ex- 
pects only $300,000 to $400,000 for its plant. 

Mr. McLaughlin of Milford didn’t like 
the plan of making the town guarantee six 
per cent. on the stock, if it purchased, and 
moved to amend by striking out that pro- 
vision. 

When it was explained, however, by Mr. 
Barrett that the town would only be com- 
pelled to pay the difference between an 
average stock dividend of less than six per 
cent. and six per cent. he withdrew his 
motion. 

Mr. Burke of Quincy said when he ob- 
jected to the engrossment of the Me- 
thuen bill he anticipated a breeze. He did 
not wish to antagonize the member from 
Methuen or the committee on water supply 
reporting it. It is time the commonwealth 
took a stand against granting these fran- 
chises, eliminating the bad features in the 
interests of the people. 

Mr. Ruggles of Franklin, a member of 
the committee on water, said that a fran- 
chise like this was of no value until capital 
and brains take hold of it. The water com- 
mittee wanted light, and all the criticism 
on the subject possible. 

Reconsideration on the engrossment of 
the bill was carried, the amendment placed 
on the calendar, and on motion of Mr. Par- 
ker of Methuen, the author of the bill, 
unanimous consent was granted to recom- 
mit the bill to the committee on water sup- 
ply, with instructions to give notice of a 
public hearing. 

On motion of Mr. Burke of Quincy, the 
bills incorporating the Onset Water Com- 
pany of Wareham and the Willimansett 
Water Company were discharged from the 
orders of the day, and recommitted to the 
committee on water supply.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Clergy vs. the Sunday Newspaper—The 
Endowment Question—Other Matters. 
Boston, March 4.—The insurance com- 

mittee resumed its hearing with regard to 
the fraternal endowment companies. A 
bill was submitted by the opponents of 
the orders. In effect it provides for the 
gradnal winding up of all the endowment 
orders. On the other hand the orders are 
desirous of three things, n»mely, to have 
the right to put 8> per cent. of the money 
reccived on assessments into the reserve 
fund, instead of 50 per cent., as at present; 
to have the power to assess ad lib. in the 
last quarter prior to maturity of certifi- 
fites: and to have all proceedings of in- 
function instituted by the insurance com- 
missioners. 

Among the other business was one 
wherein certain clergymen appeared to 
ask for the suppression of the Sunday 
newspapers, which were denounced as 
|“cesspools of corruption.”” One Cyrus A, 
| Stone was before the committee on consti- 
itutional amendments with the somewhat 
startling proposition that the educational 
Itterate be should be annulled and the 


illiterate be placed on a par with their 
more gifted fellow citizens. Further pro- 
posed amendments to the election laws 
were ventilated before the committte on 
election laws; the committee on education 
considered the question of raising the 
compulsory school age; the committee on 
manufactures took up the subject of gas 
inspection, and the labor and liquor com- 
mittees considered matters within their 
respective domains. 

In the senate a reconsideration of the 
vote against allowing the order relating to 
railroad consolidation was refused. The 
house bill regarding docking horses’ tails 
was defeated. 

In the house bills granting franchises to 
three water companies were referred back 
to committee. The order regulating the 
admission of lobbyists and visitors was 
passed.

THE WOEFUL RAVAGES OF FAMINE 
IN GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 


The Turmoil at the Kaiser's Capital. 
America’s Generous Response to Rus- 
sian Appeals—What Count Tolstoi and 
His Daughters Are Doing. 


The news of the recent bread riots in 
Berlin came to the people of the western 
hemisphere like a thunderstorm out of a 
clear sky, for it was not suspected that 
destitution was so widespread in Europe. 
The fact that Herr Forckenbeck, the 
mayor of Berlin, refused to receive a com- 
mittee representing more than 3,000 unem- 
ployed heads of families who had called 
merely toask him to intercede with the 
emperor to aid them, and that this refusal 
so incensed the throng that it marched up 
to the emperor's official residence and 
there sang the French national hymn, the 
“Marseillaise,” and made other noisy dem- 
onstrations until dispersed by the police, 
reveals a condition of affairs in Germany

which was not generally known. Austria, 
Portugal, Spain and Italy have all had 
their little labor riots recently, but this up- 
rising in Berlin is fraught with the great- 
est significance, especially when _ inter- 
preted, as it has been, as being in direct re-

the greatest republic in the world, to the 
famine stricken subjects of the czar. The

place by the venerable philanthropist. 
This undertaking onthe part of the Tol- 
stois, which was originally sneered at, is 
now aided by many ladies of the highest 
families of Russia, and as a result thou- 
sands of persons have been saved from 
actual starvation. ‘The horrors of this 
gaunt monster are no strangers to Russia, 
but so long as the country shall continue 
to produce Tolstois there is little danger of 
another general famine accompanied with 
very great loss of life. The fact that the 
zar is said to look with great favor upon 
the work of the count and all other kindred 
enterprises for the present amelioration of 
the condition of his suffering subjects, is 
probably responsible in a great measure 
for the remarkable interest taken in the 
relief committee’s efforts by those of pa- 
trician blood who have hitherto held aloof.

On the 
island of Cape Verde, in 1775, more than 
16,000 persons perished for want of food; in 
1837-8, in northwest India 800,000 starved 
to death, aud in the same province, in 
1860-1, many thousands died from the same 
cause. In Bengal and Orissa famine al- 
most depopulated the country, in 1865-6, 
when 1,000,000 were carried off, but worse 
still was the scourge iu Rajpootana three 
years later, when no less than 1,500,000 per- 
ished. The greatest famine of modern 
times, however, occurred in north China, 
in 1877-8, when the mortality was 9,500,000,

to laugh at and despise it. 

2. “In the eleventh year of Zedekiah, in 
the fourth month, the ninth day of the 
month, the city was broken up.” During 
a part of three years, or an actual period of 


terval of last week’s lesson, did the siege 
continue and then the city fell, as God had 
said. He may lovingly and patiently show 
His long suffering, but His Spirit will not 
always strive. 

8. “And all the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in and sat in the middle 
gate.”’ The enemy sits in the gate of the 
holy city—what a contrast to the blessing 
of Judah, “Thy hand shall be in the neck 
of thine enemies,’ and the promise to 
Abraham, ‘Thy seed shall possess the gate 
of his enemies’’ (Gen. xlix, 8; xxii, 17). 
It was promised to Israel that one should 
chase a thousand, and two put ten thou- 
sand to flight, and that no man should 
stand before them (Deut. xxxii, 30; Josh. 
{, 15), but unbelief and turning away from 
God brings all this trouble upon them. 

4. “When Zedekiah, the king of Judah, 
saw them and ali the men of war, then 
they fled, and went forth out of the city by 
night.’’ <All this was seen in vision by the 
prophet Ezekiel at Babylon, and was 
shown to the people of Israel, who were 
therein an object lesson by the prophet. 
(Ezek. xii, 1-15.) 

5. “But the Chaldeans’ army pursued 
after them, and overtook Zedekiah in the 
plains of Jericho and brought him to Neb- 
uchadnezzar.”’ It being the purpose of 
God that Zedekiah should be taken, it was 
therefore impossible for him to escape. 
Perfectly safe even amidst the greatest 
dangers are aN whom God promises to pro- 
tect, but there is no hiding place and no 
safety for any who rebel against Him. 
They may be sure that their sin will find 
them out. (Num. xxxii, 23.) 

6. “Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes; 
also the king of Babylon slew all the nobles 
of Judah.” If the children follow the sins 
of their father and walk in his ways they 
will suffer punishment with their father; 
but who can describe the feelings of a fa- 
ther compelled to witness the sufferings of 
his children because of sins into which he 
led them? Let ungodly parents consider 
this ere 16 ve Luv late, 


7. “Moreover, he put out Zedekiah’s eyes 
and bound him with chains, to carry him 
to Babylon.” Thus was Jer. xxxii, 4, and 
Ezek. xii, 13, literally fulfilled, although 
at first sight it might seem difficult for 
them to havea literal fulfillment. Zede- 
kiah went to Babylon, he saw the king of 
Babylon, but he never saw Babylon. It is 
always perfectly safe to take God at His 
word, and take Him to mean just what He 
says. As soon as we begin to give His 
word some other meaning than that con- 
veyed by the plain grammatical sense of 
the words, we are in danger of perverting 
it (xxiii, 36). 

& “And theChaldeans burned the king’s 
house, and the houses of the people, with 
fire, and brake down the walls of Jerusa- 
lem.” Thus the Lord swallowed up the 
habitations of Jacob, and cast down the 
beauty of Israel; thus He did what He had 
devised, and fulfilled His word commanded 
in the days of old (Lam. ii, 1,2,17). Al- 
though it was apparently the hand of the 
king of Babylon, it was really the hand of 
the Lord upon His rebellious people. Nehe- 
miah, speaking of the testimony of the 
Spirit of God in the prophets against 
Israel, says that God gave them into the 
enemy’s hands because they would not 
hear (Neh. ix, 30). 

9. “Then Nebuzar-adan, the captain of 
the guard, carried away captive into Bab- 
ylon the remnant of the people.” Some 
had been taken to Babylon for their good, 
such as Daniel, Ezekiel and others, but 
these for their hurt, to be a reproach anda 
proverb, a taunt and acurse in all places 
(Jer. xxiv, 5-10). The same event may 
prove to some a blessing and to others a 
curse. “All things work together for good 
to them that love God” (Rom. viii, 28, 29). 

10. “But Nabuzar-adan, the captain of 
the guard, left of the poor of the people, 
which had nothing, in the land of Judah, 
and gave them vineyards and fields at the 
same time.’”’ Or, os in the margin, “in 
that day.” Itis evident, then, that there 
may be atime when itis blessed to “have 
nothing.” Weare reminded of Zeph. iil, 
12, “I will also |..ve in the midstof theeaan 
afflicted and poor people, and they shall 
trust in the name of the Lord.” Also, 
Luke vi, 20, ‘Blessed be ye poor, for yours 
is the kingdom of God.”” Though we may 
not have this world’s goods, if we have Je- 
sus we are rich for time and eternity, and 
are heirs with Him; and when the unbe- 
lievers are cast out we shall inherit all. 
Even the captain of the guard (“chief exe- 
cutioner’’—see margin), cruel to many, can 
only bring us blessing. May Jesus be 
all to us; then we will be well content 
to wait and suffer with Him this lit- 
tle while, proving ourselves pilgrioxs 
and strangers here. Like Abrahamn 
we will contentedly sojourn in the land of 
promise, owning not a foot of it except 
perhaps a burial place, while we look for 
the city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God. Or, like Moses, 
having respect unto the recompense of the 
reward, we will esteem the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt (Heb. xi, 9, 10, 26; Acts vii,5). There 
is such a thing as laying up treasurein 
heaven whether we have much or little 
here, and there is such a thing as being 
rich here and awfully poor in eternity 
(Math. vi, 19, 20; Luke xii, 20, 21). The 
writer earnestly desires for all who read 
these notes that the spirit and purpose of 
Jeremiah and of Paul may be in them; or, 
better still, the spirit of Christ himself, 
for that is the fullest measure, that God 
may be glorified.

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TAXING LAND. 


| Practice Varies in Different Towns and 


Cities—Fair Market Value. 


The following editorial of the Herald is 
published by request: 


Now that a new year is opened, it may 
be weil for the various town and city 
authorities to consider the question of 
whether it is equitable to maintain any 
longer the system that has been so long 
in force in this state of according excep- 
tional favor in the matter of taxes to 
the owners of unimproved real 
Practice varies greatly in our Massachu- 
| setts towns and cities in respect to this 
matter; and, indeed, even in the same 
municipality, there are decided differences 
of judgment and action. An unoccupied 
building lot in the centre of business will 
frequently be assessed at as high a valua- 
tion as the lots on either side of it, while 
unoccupied lands in the suburban wards 
will have valuations put upon then far 
below those placed upon occupied lands 
in the vicinity. 

In some towns a leniency is adopted in 
this respect which is certainly reprehen- 
sible. Our Massachusetts theory of taxa- 
tion is that land shall be assessed to its 
full market value, and, although, as it is 
unjust to make a man pay on an overvalua- 
tion, some leniency may be shown in fixing 
the amount, it is intended that the value 
for purposes of taxation shall in some 
degree correspond to the value established 
for the purpose of making a sale. But we 
have in mind certain land in a neighboring 
town which is valued by the assessors at 
$400 or $500 an acre, but it is held by the 
owner to be worth four or five times that 
amount. Indeed, if he were willing to 
take twice or even three times the assessed 
value, be would in twenty-four hours’ time 
have hardly any land left which he could 
call his own. 

It seems to us that this isa case where 
an objectionable species of land specula- 
tion is favored by the taxing authorities. 
Mr. Henry George has pointed out, in an 
exceedingly lucid manner, that a large part 
of the value given to real estate in and near 
great centres of population isdue wholly 
to the growth in population, and practically 
in no degree to the action of the owner of 
the real estate. He lies dormant, while 
his property grows in value in consequence 
of what may be termed public action. 
Whiie it may not be expedient to adopt 
radical means of collecting this unearned 
increment for public purposes, it does not 
seem nece:sary that the town and city 
governments should grant special favors to 
these speculative land owners.

the assessors for purposes of taxation at, 
say, $500 an acre. Thinking it desirable 
to secure settlers, he sells from his large 
estate a plot of 10,000 feet of land. The 
chances are thatif this is built upon, the 
the assessors will value this sma!l holding 
—the land, not the building—at, say, ten 
cents a foot, orat the rate of more than 
$4000 an acre, or eight times more than 
the other unimproved and unoccupied land 
is valued at. 

We instance this as an illustration of a 
method which has found numerous ap- 
plications, but which is, none the less, in 
our opinion, indefensible. There is clearly 
no reason why the occupier of land who 
enters itforthe purpose of improvement 
should be called upon to pay a greatly dis- 
proportioned share of public taxation. If 
there are to be favors granted for the 
purpose of encouraging wage earners and 
persons of humble means to build homes 
for themselves, the builder and improver, 
and not the land speculator, is the one 
who should be looked upon with consider- 
ation. As itis now, the establishment of 
homes is to quite a degree restricted by 
the absorption of land by speculative 
holders, and it is certainly no discourage- 
ment to them to have their land valued 
and assessed at but a small fraction of its 
worth. It is true that it may not bea 
revenue producing investment, but that is 
merely because the holders prefer to have 
it remain occupied. 


The Dedham Transcript, ‘tin the in- 
terest of economy,” wants all the sessions 
of the Probate Court held at Dedham. 
The financial statement of the County 
Treasurer shows that Norfolk County is 
out of debt, with only two other counties 
|similiarly situated, with a surplus of 
about $20,000. With this gratifying show- 
ing wouldn’t it be quite as well to let the 
people have some of the benefits of the 
county’s prosperity? It might save the 
taxpayers two or three hundred dollars,

GAINING GROUND. 


Gotham’'s Health Officers Worried Over 
the Spread of Typhus. 


New York, March 7—The health 
board is much agitated touching the ty- 


phus fever situation in this city. Charles 
Blumenthal, residing at §21 Third avenue, 
|ahitherto unsuspected locality, was re- 
moved to Bellevue hospital Saturday 
night, supposedly suffering from pulmon- 
| ary trouble. He was placed in a crowded 
ward, Yesterday the physicians de- 
| tected typhus symptoms in Blumenthal’s 
| case, and the patient was promptly iso- 
| lated and the ward fumigated. 
| Catherine Glennan, a helper in the 
Riverside hospital on North Brothers 
island, died there yesterday of typhus 
fever. This makes eleven deaths thus far. 
The unfortunate woman was one ofa little 
band of nurses who volunteered to care 
for the Hebsew immigrants who first 
brought the disease to these shures. 
Another typhus suspect was found yes- 
terday at the quarantined house, 42 East 
12th street, and removed to the island for 
observation. 
| Another case of typhus was found in 
Bellevue hospital last night. 


SMALLPOX IN PROVIDENCE. 


| Many Persons Have Been Exposed and 
the Disease May Spread. 


PROVIDENCE. March 7.—The health au- 
thorities have discovered a e1se of small- 
pox, and measures for isolation have been 
taken. The suffereris John B. McGrath, 
aged 39, living at 74 Preston street, and 
was taken sick a week ago. He had been 
treated for German measles until Satur- 
day, when a consultation was had, and the

John Cavanagh of Braintree Tells Why 
The City Should 


OWN QUINCY WATER WORKS,

“To buy or not to buy,’’ that was the ques- 
tion that called forth a flow of oratory at 
the hall of the Irish National League on 
Sunday evening. Before the dvbate opened 
resolutions on the death of Thomas J. 
Flaretty were passed, 

Mr. Johr Cavanagh was the first in the 
affirmative, and said:—To 
this question we will have to rehearse 
from the heginning. Nine years ago a 
certain pariy got a few influential citizens 
to get a charter and put this company into 
operation. Who wants to sell this plant ? 
The bondholders or the stockholders ? 
They claim an income of $28,000. Suppose 
they do; but you knew as well as I do that 
they spent 570,000 up in Braintree. Where 
is this income coming from? From the 
surplus? , 

“They never declared a dividend. Why? 
Because they put the money into the 
works. By and by, when they make some- 
thing, they will declare a dividend. It is 
the bloated bondholders that are reaping 
the harvest, while you are being duped. 

““Any contractor would build the works 
for $242,000. While they paid about $200, - 
000, they are bonded for $250,000 and you 
are charged double price. 

If you yote yes, a committee of three 
discreet and capable men will be appointed 
who will fix the price at just what it is 
worth and no more, 

You have 120 hydrants when you should 
have 400. Four bundred will cost no more 
than 100. Weymouth has 400 hydrants 
and pays $4500 while you pay $3700. 

If the works are worth $400,000 you are 
paying $24,000 tax on water. If you buy 
the works you can surely get 4 per cent. 
waving of $16,000. Is 
not that something saved ? 

When I hear men crying out not to buy 
the water works, I think they don’t know 
what they are talking about. When you 
vote for the city to buy the water works 
you are saving $16,000. What can you do 
with this? Can you not build hydrants 
with it? In less than 28 years you will 
not have a cent te pay on the cost.

Mr. George Cahill 
Took the negative. Hesaid: It seems to 
me that the question is not whether we 
shall own our water work, but whether we 
shall be obliged to pay the company’s price 
and then build works of our own. ‘The 
cost as given by the company is $562,000. 
They claim that the stock is $250,000. The 
bloated bond holders paid their money and 
all they get is 6 percent. According to the 


last gentleman’s argument they paid 
nothing for the stock, and should receive 
nothing. 


Take the works as they stand. Are they 
worth what you must pay forthem? I do 
not think so. The city would lose 
thousands of dollars. The citizens should 
not be compelled to pay more than the 
works are worth. The stockholders have 
the decision in this matter. If they were 
willing to sell they would fix a price, but 
they have not done so, and they will not. 
I don’t believe that anyone would object to 
the city owning the water works, but I 
don’t think we ought to pay more for them 
than they are worth. 

The gentleman has shown no reason 
why the water works should be bought by 
the city. If we can make a better bargain 
than by buying the works why shouldn’t 
we ? 

We are told that the wateris good, but 
three or four years ago the Board of 
Health said it was not fit for use. These 
same men now say that the water is very 
good because they want to help sell the 
plant. The first Board of Health that 
analyzed the water and found it wanting 
were renioved from office as soon as the 
influence of the Water Company could be 
brought to bear on them. 

We should have that act repealed which 
compels us to purchase the water works 
first. The m2n who got this act passed did 
amortal injury to Quincy. If Quincy is 
foolish to-day that is no reason she should 
always be so. 

Vote to purchase the water works and it 
will be binding on you forever. Reject 
it, and you will be at liberty to build 
your own at any time. 

If you vote to purchase the water works 
you are bound to submit to the proposition 
of the Water Company. 

Mr. Cornelius Moynihan 
advised the purchase of the water plant, 
first for the reason that the city ought to 
own the water power, and secondly, the 
city is paying so much for the use of water, 
I do not know the exact sum, but will sup- 
pose about $6,000 a year.

DAY OF DARK DEEDS. 


Fatal Row Between Actors at a 
Boston Hostelry. 


TRAGEDY AT LOWELL, MASS. 


Edward Drew, in a Vit of Jealousy, 
Kills His Beautiful Wife and At- 
tempts Suicide—Murder and Suicide 
at Washington—Other Misdeeds, 


Boston, Mareh 7.—Two comedians took 
the principle roles in a real tragedy which 
was enacted in the theatrical boarding 
house, 10 Dix place, about 20’clock yester- 
day morning. One of them, Patrick J. 
Welch, whose nom du theatre was Fayette 
Welch, now lies in the city hospital 
morgue, cold in Ceath, with a bullet in his 
heart. The other, William I. Flannery, 
whose nom du theatre is William F. 
Gould, occupies a cel! xt station 4,a con- 
fessed murderer. 

The weapon used to commit the deed 
wasan old pattern Colt’s 41-calhber re- 
volver, and but one pull of the trigger 
sufficed to instantly send Welch into 
another world. 

The murderer says the cause of the mur- 
der was in defense of his wife’s good name 
and honor and that he meant only to 
wound, and not to kill. Indeed, it seems 
possible that, if Flannery himself had not 
his wife 


hands that he took the revolver with 
which the murder was committed, and as 
she was advancing toward Welch’s room. 

If other witnesses are to be believed, the 
murder was committed in cold blood. At 
the time of the shooting, Flannery, clad 
only o his night dress, stoodin the hall- 
way, and Welch, with his shoes off, was 
sitting on a trunk in bis apartments in 
the front parlor on the second floor of the 
house. Two friends were in the room with 
him. 

Welch is said to have been under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time, while Flan- 
nery, it is asserted, was sober. The police 
were on the scene within a few minutes 
after the murder, and had the murderer, 
his wife and several important witnesses 
in custody ten minutes later. Then it 
was that Flannery confessed that he did 
the shooting. 


BULLET 


Lowell Man Kills His Wife and Then 
Attempts Suicide. 

LOWELL, Mass., March 7.—Edward G. 
Drew shot and killed his wife yesterday, 
and then shot himself, inflicting a Wound 
which the doctors say, however, will 
scarcely prove fatal. The tragedy oc- 
curred in the brick block, 24 Elliot street, 
where the couple resided. 

Tt was just about 4 o’clock when Police- 
man Walsh pried open the front window 
of the room occupied by the Drews and 
climbed in. Ona bed lay Drew, his head 
covered with blood which flowed from a 
wound in his forehead. He was undressed 
and half conscious. He is a strong, ath- 
letic looking man, weighs about 160 
Be- 
side him lay his wife, acomeiy woman of 
19, dead, 

A ghastly hole in her forehead told the 
fatal story of her end. Her arms were 
thrown above her head as ifin sleep and 
twined in the dark hair that streamed 
over the pillow upon which she lay. The 
position into which the body had stiffened 
had preserved as if in marble the graceful 
pose of the limbs. Upon one of the small, 
white fingers gleamed her marriage ring. 
Death must have come instantly and 
painlessly. 

Drew was conscious, although suffering 
from his own wound, but no explanation 
would he give. He was taken to the city 
prison hospital. 

Upon examination of the woman's body, 
it was found that she had been dead ten 
or twelve hours. She had come to her 
death by a 82-calibre bullet, that entered 
the brain between the eyes. The body 
was clothed in a night dress and calico 
wrapper, and half covered with the cloth- 
ing of the couch. 


Triec to Shoot Her Husband. 

BROOKLYN, March 7.—Mrs. Minnie Platt, 
whose husband, William H. Platt, brought 
suit against her for absolute divorce some 
time ago, was arrested last evening 
charged with attempting to shoot her hus- 
band who, with afriend, was following 
her on the street. Since the close of the 
case, which was decided in her favor, the 
couple have lived apurt. The wife claims 
to have been hounds 1 since then by her 
husband.

Postmaster Wilde has leased a part of 
the ground floor of the Wollaston Laundry 
Building.

RACE WAR IMMINENT. 


Conflict Between Whites and 
Blacks at Memphis. 


THE BATTLE WAS ONE-SIDED 


Yhe Attack Being Unexpectedly Made 
by the Negroes—Threats of Lynching. 
Soldiers Resting on Their Arms, Await- 
ing the Sheriffs Call, 


MEMPHIS, March 7.— Four deputy 
sheriffs went to “‘The Curve,” three miles 
from here, Saturday night, to arrest a ne- 
gro who had shot and wounded a white 
man. It was learned that the negro was 
in a grocery there. The deputies went 
into the store and while they were talk- 
ing tothe keeper the room seemed to fill 
with negroes. Suddenly there was a shot, 
and Deputy Sheriff Clarke Cole fell mor- 
tally wounded. 

In an instant the firing became general. 
Deputy Bob Harrell went down next with 
a load of buckshot in his back. He will 
probably die. The deputies, taken by 
surprise, were unable to return the fire. 
The remaining two deputies, E. A. Yerger 
and O. L. Webber, after making a feeble 
attempt to defend themselves, went to the 
floor, the former riddled with birdshot 
and the latter with a charge of buckshot 
in his legs. The negroes, after firing a 
large number of shots, dispersed. Not 
a negro was hurt. Noarrests have been 
made. The wounds of Yerger and Webber 
are not necessarily fatal. 

More Trouble Brewing. 

The excitement is increasing. The air is 
thick with rumors ofa race conflict and 
groups of excited white men gathered on 
the street to discuss the situation. 
Late yesterday afternoon a meeting of 
citizens was held at the court house to 
decide upon a plan of action. After a pro- 
longed disenssion it was decided to call 
upon all good citizens to tender their ser- 
vices to the sheriff toaid him in keeping 
the peace. That official accepted the offer 
and several hundred men were sworn in as 
deputy sheriffs. Every white man in town 
is a walking arsenal and should the 
negroes renew the trouble the uprising 
would soon be put down. 

The seene of the tragedy is in a locality 
notorious foritstoughness. Itis a hang- 
out for roustabouts and thieves, and the 
authorities have always experienced great 
difficult in maintaining law and order. 
The negroes in that section of the city 
are all armed, and they are making open 
threats of applying the torch. The police 
and deputy sheriffs are arresting every 
suspicious character to be found, over 
forty having been lodged in jail. 

The Chickasaw Guards, Hibernia Rifles, 
Rouseier Zouaves and the Bluff City 
artillery, numbering 1100 soldiers, are rest- 
ing on their arms, ready to respond to the 
call of the sheriff. The negroes are filling 
up with whiskey, and 

An Outbreak is Feared. 

Four shotguns and a lot of pistols and 
knives which were taken from the negro 
prisoners are in the hands of the police. 
Tom Moss and Will Digg, two of the in- 
citers, are letter carriers. If Deputy 
Sheriff Cole had died, the entire party 
would have been taken fram the jail and 
mobbed, as preparations were made and 
not changed until it was found that Cole 
was alive. It was reported last night that 
the negroes were holding amass meeting 
and that a preacher was advising them to 
deliver their brothers from the jail, but 
officers falled to find any foundation for 
the rumor. 


TROUBLE OVERESTIMATED. 


Sensational Reports of Garza's Doings 
Hurt the United States. 


San ANTONIO, Tex., March 7.—Hon 
Thomas Ryan, United States minister to 
Mexico, was here yesterday en route to 
Washington. He said his mission was to 
have aconference with Secretary Blaine 
with regard to reciprocity between the two 
republics. Speaking of the Garza affair 
he said: ‘The sensational stories in the 
northern papers have incalculably dam- 
aged United States trade with Mexico and 
atthe same time have been untrue. All 
is peaceful in Mexico. The Mexican an 
thorities attach less importance to the 
matter than do Americans to a band of 
train robbers.” 

A Settlement in Prospect. 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 7.—The grievance 
committee of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors an Railway Trainmen has secured 
the signatures of the Atchison, To 
peka and Santa Fe, to an agreement to 
adopt a new schedule, which advances 
wages of conductors and trainmen in most 
districts,and remedy inequalities. 


Depositors are Worried. 

Mount PLEASANT, Pa., March 7.—Hugo 
Kail, president and owner of the Slav- 
insky bank, and a general steamship 
agent, is missing. The Slavs and Huns of 
this section have been depositing their 
savings with him. His disappearance has 
created great excitement among the for- 
eigners. 

Shock Has Led to Insanity. 

RocnEsTer, N. Y., March 6.—MclIner- 
ney, the express messenger who was shot 
by Oliver Perry, the train robber, 1s re 
ported to be insane. His mother is also in 
a dangerous condition from the effects of 
the shock, and has not been told of her 
son's condition. 


The Latest. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 7.—Articles of 
incorporation of a company for the manu- 
facture of fancy articles from tanned 
tripe were filed with the county clerk 
today.

Saturday's Elections Give the Tor 
Something to Think About. 

LoNDoN, March 7.—The county enereoll 
elections Saturday were disastrous to the 
Tories, who had been building on the hope 
of recovering from their defeat of sree 
years ago. Although the results are me 
yet known in detail, it is certain, that t 4 
Progressists will have a majority 0 
two to one in the council. In the old 
council the Progressists had seventy 
election members against the Indepen- 
dents’ forty-eight, while they now claim to 
have elected seventy-eight or eighty. 

The Tories are dumbfounded by the com- 
pleteness of their defeat,as they have held 
that the election of three years ago went 
rather by default as they were misled _by 
their certainty of success into abstaining 
from strenuous efforts. Ever since the 
council showed its inclination toward 
municipalization of tramways, gas and 
water works, owned by private companies, 
and toward the favorite socialistic scheme 
of getting the most taxes out of the big- 
gest landlords, preparations have been 
making among the Tories to change its 
complexion at this election. They could 
hardly have suffered a more complete 
Waterloo than that of Saturday. 


AN UNGRATEFUL BEGGAR 


Attempts to Take the Life of a Clergy- 
man Who Was His Benefactor. 

New York, March 7.—Dr. Henry P. 
Mendes, pastor of the Shearith Israel 
synagogue, was shot Saturday evening at 
his residence here by a Hebrew beggar 
named Jose Mesrachki. The bullet lodged 
in the muscles of the abdomen. All dan- 
ger is considered past. Mesrachki has not 
yet been found. He has for the past seven 
years received a large amount of charity 
at the hands of Dr. Mendes and his 
brother, Rev. F. DeSola Mendes. He kept a 
shop in Alexandria, Egypt, at the time of 
the bombardment by the English in 1882, 
which was destroyed. Failing in securing 
indemnity he came to America, where he 
took the congenial occupation of begging. 
Mesrachki is a consnmptive and spent 
several weeks in the Montefiro Home for 
Incurables. He was arrested three years 
ago for forcing his way into the residence 
of Dr. Kohut, pastor of a church here, and 
has frequently threatened those whom he 
importuned. 


MAHER LOSES HIS COURAGE. 


He Attempts Suicide but is Prevented 
by His Late Antagonist. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 7.—Bob Fitz- 
simmons, the pugilist, frustrated Peter 
Maher in an attempt at suicide by leaping 
from a swiftly moving train on which 
they were both passengers Saturday even- 
ing. Fitzsimmons said Maher had been 
very despondent ever since his defeat. In 
a@ conversation with two gentlemen, a few 
hours previous to the attempt on his life, 
Maker stated that it was his intention te 
end his life as soon as possible. His lis- 
teners tried to cheer him up by stating 
that the fight he had made against Fitz- 
simmons was nothing to his discredit, but, 
onthe contrary, was a very game one. 
Their efforts, however, were unavailing, as 
Maher’s desperate attempt shortly after- 
ward indicated. The party will reach New 
York this afternoon. 


WAS IN GRANT'S CABINET. 


Death of Hon. Edward Pierrepont, a 
Well-Known Jurist and Diplomat. 
New York, March 7.—Hon. Edward 
Pierrepont died here yesterday morning. 
During the last two years and a half he 
had been an invalid and had suffered con- 
siderably from nervous prostration. On 
Wednesday last he was prostrated by a 
severe attack of cerebral hemorrhage, and 
grew gradually weaker until he died. 
Throughout this time he did not utter a 
word, as the attack left him speechless. 


Mr. Pierrepont was ~ born in North 
Haven, Conn., March 4, 1814. He wags 
graduated from Yale with the class 


of 1837. He wasan eminent lawyer. He 
was for a time attorney general of the 
United States in President Grant’s cabi- 
net, and was later appointed minister to 
England. 


Bountiful Harvests in View. 

San Francisco, March 7.—It is esti 
mated that a larger acreage has been sown 
to wheat in this state than ever before 
and the present outlook is for the largest 
crop in the history of the state. Apricot, 
peach, almond and prune trees are in ful!

An Unusual Railway Accident. 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 7.—At Meriden 
the heating apparatus in the smoker of a 
Santa Fe train exploded with terrible 
force. The passengers in the car were 
hurled from their seats. Almon Richards 
and Alexander Errickson were killed. 
Five others were painfully injured. The 
inside of the car was completely wrecked. 


Hoodlums Attack Salvationists. 

LoNDoN, March 7.—Eastbourne wat 
once more the scene of disorder yesterday, 
arising out of hostility toward the Salva- 
tion Army. A mob fiercely attacked the 
Salvationists in the street, and the police 
were overpowered. Many persons wert 
injured, including a number of Salvation 
“Jassies,”’ several of whom fainted. 


Minister Reid's Goodbye. 

PARIS, March 7.—The farewell banquel 
to Mr. Reid, the retiring United States 
minister, has been fixed for March 24. Mr, 
and Mrs. Reid are busy attending recep. 
tions, musical entertainments and din 
ners given in their honor. It is reported 
that Mr. Reid’s successor here will be 
Colonel John Hay.

5 arising from decaying vegetavle matter, 
cesspools and such like around 
were far more to be dreaded as causes of 
The alleged cases of premature 
burial which were brought forward, were 
said to be mostly imagination, they are 
mostly founded on the fact that sometimes 
when a coffin has been opened the corpse 
has been found partly turned from its 
original position. This can be accounted 
for in few ways. In the first place it may 
be due to muscular contractions which very 
often takes place many hours after cardiac 
action has ceased, or the body may have 
been turned in coming down a stair iu 
transit to the cemetery. 

Another point in favor of burial was that 
sometimes a body has to be exhumed for 
medical analysis to prove some legal point. 
Of course if it was cremated this could not 
be done and injustice would often be the 
result. On the other hand those who 
favored cremation, strongly asserted that 
noxious eflluvia did arise from grave yards 
and some rather tall stories were told in 
corroboration, One gentleman in particu- 
lar excited the visible feelings of his audi- 
ence by a story of a horse which was ex- 
ceedingly thirsty while in a cemetery not 
far from here. The animal saw the water- 
trough and proceeded towards it, but when 
he came within a yard or two of the water 
the smell was so strong that he turned 
abruptly round and galloped off about a 
mile without looking back. 

Apart from this, however, some strong 
points were made in favor of cremation, 
and authorities with sounding titles were 
freely quoted as approving of this method 
of disposing of the dead. The idea of the 
“rosy light and genial warmth” spoken of 
as being associated with cremation came 
very nearly captivating the writer, who is 
a believer in burial, and it may entirely 
captivate some, but whether cremation will 
ever become popular or not time alone will 
show.

BIG SUM CALLED FOR 


World’s Fair Appropriation Bill 
in the House. 


LIVELY WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Tariff, Reciprocity and Silver Will Oc- 
cupy the Attention of the Senate and 


the Silver Question Promises to Have 


Full Swing in the House. 


WASHINGTON. March 7.—The Dill pro- 
viding for additional appropriations for 
the World’s fair was introduced in the 
house today by Representative Duburow, 
chairman of the committee on the World’s 
Columbian commission. It has com- 
pleted, with the exception of a clause ap- 
propriating $500,000, the amount required 
tor the fiscal year 1893, for the purpose or 
collecting and preparing the government 
exhibit for the fair. 

The preamble to the bill states that it is 
necessary to construct larger buildings 
and provide more extended facilities than 
have been necessary in any previous expo- 
sition, involving a necessary expenditure 


of not less than $8,000,000 in excess of the | 


$10,000,000, available under the act of con- 
gress. 

Section 1 of the bill appropriates $5,000,- 
000 for defraying the expense and cost. ol 
completing the work of preparation for 
inaugurating and holding the fair at Chi- 
cago. 

Section 2 authorizes the President of the 
United States to detai! a disbursing officer 
of the United States to disburse the 
money appropriated in the bill. No part 
of the money is to be paid out except for 
work done and n furnished. Pay 
ment is to be made only upon official and 
certified estimates. 

Section 3 requires month.v reports 
to be made to the secretary of the treas- 
ury showing the amount of money ex- 
pended during the preceding month, At 
the close of the exposition there is to be 
paid tothe secretary of the treasury of 
the United States such proportion of the 
receipts of tHe exposition treasury as the 
amount appropriated by this act bears tc 
the amount paid by the stockholders and 
the city of Chicago for the preparation, 
completion and conduct of the exposition. 

In order to provide for the expenditures 
necessary tothe discharge of the duties 
imposed upon the World’s Columbian 
commission, section 4 appropriates $1,050,- 
000. Of this amount to be 
expended to pay judges and examiners 
and all the necessary incidental expenses 
of the committee on awards, $200,000 for 
defraying the expenses of the meetings of 
the World’s Columbian commission, the 
salaries of officers and all expenses con- 
nected with the admission of foreign goods 
to the exposition; $25,000 for the payment 
of the deficiency in the expenses of the 
World’s Columbian commission for the 
year ending June 30, 1892, and $125,000 for 
the expenses of the board of lady man 
agers for the year ending June 30, 180%. 

Section 5 appropriates $50,090 for the 
manufacture of dies and medals, and $43,- 
000 for the engraving of diplomas, both of 
which sums are to be paid out of the 
$700,009 mentioned in section 4 

The amount appropriated by section 4 is 
to be disbursed on vouchers by the ofii- 
cials of the national commission.

CONGRESSIONAL TORECAST. 


The Week Promises to Be a Lively One 
in Both Branches. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Tariff, reciproc 
ity and silver are each and alllikely to be 
brought into discussion in the senate dur- 
ing the coming week. Mr. Voorhees kas 
signified an intention of calling up Mr. 
Hale's reciprocity resolution for the pur 
pose of addressing the senate upon it. Mr. 
Aldrich is understood to be ready to report 
the result of the investigation that had 
been conducted by the sub committee of 
the committee on finance into the work 
ings of the tariff, and Mr. Dolph has given 
notice of an intention to speak upon Mr. 
Stanford’s bill to provide a sound circu. 
lating medium with special reference to 
its bearing upon the agricultural interest. 
The pure food bill is still the continuing 

order after the morning hour. 

The program in the house for this week 
will embrace the preliminary debate on 
the two vital economy questions of the 
day, silverand tariff. Today the resolu- 
tion from the committee on rules for a day 
to consider the silver bill is in order. Itis 
generally expected that the resolution 
will be passed, as the silver men are 
strong enough to. carry it. The 
anti-silver men estimate their maximum 
Democratic strength at eighty votes 
eral Republicans are with the anti-silver 
wing. It isnot expected that the whole 
day will be occupied in the diseussion,and 
it is probable that some general legisla- 
tion will be accomplished, this being sus- 
pension day. 

Tomorrow the opening skirmish on the 
tariff question will occur. The discussion 
will not be confined to the three bills re- 
ported from the ways and means commit- 
tee (wool, binding twine and cotton ties), 
but a wide latitude will be given the de- 
bate and members will be allowed to dis- 
cuss any phase of the tariff. It is under- 
stood that the debate will be opened by 
Mr. MeMillin (owing to Mr. Springer’s 
illness) and that the time will first be ac- 
corded to the ways and means committee 
in the order of their committee assign- 
ment. 

While no one can, with certainty predict 
the length of the discussion, itis gener- 
ally believed that the entire week will be 
consumed. Should this not occur, the 
sundry civil or the army appropriation 
bill will probably be considered.

| In my message to the Council January 4, 
| I expresse:! my views upon the important 
question of a city owning its own system of | 
water supply. A good water supply is one 
of the most important factors in furthering 
the prosperity of any city or town, furnish- 
ing, as it should, an abundance of good 
waier at reasonable rates, also affording 
adequate nieans for fire protection, and the 
best results, in my opinion, are obtained 
when such a system is directly controlled 
by the peoj le and not by a corporation. 

The Legislature of 1891 practically re- 
fused the petition of our City, to establish 
a new system of water supply and to sub- 
mit the act, which they granted, without 
first complying with one of its couditions, 
would, in my judgment be an idle cere- 
mony. 

A still further consideration of this ques- 
tion in all its bearings leads to the same 
conclusion as stated, and I cannot see any 
good reason why an expenditure of 3500 
should be incurred or time be wasted, in 
asking the citizens to express their opinion 
upon a Leg slative Act, which is only con- 
ditional in its terms, does not confer 
upon the City any direct rights, and does 
not permit the citizens to pass their opinion 
upon the main question 

The acceptance or rejection of the Act 
ta he the opinion 
of the voters either for or against the pur- 
chase of the present system. 

The principal issue before our citizens is 
this, “Is it for the best interests of the 
City to purchase the property of the Quincy 
Works Company?” and in my opinion 
this question should be first decided, 
and this issue be fairly and plainly sub- 
mitted to the citizens for their decision, 
before asking them to consider the question 
of acquiring more land rights. 

For these ;easons, I return to the Cx 
Order No. 17, without my approval.

In Regard to the Medus Vivendi 
turbs Neither Harrison Nor Blaine. 
WASHINGTON, March §&.—Neither the 

president nor Secretary Blaine are at all 

disturbed by the attitude of Lerd Salis- 
bury on the modus vivendi. It is expected 
that the treaty recently signed will go to 
the senate within a few days, but its con- 
sideration may be deferred pending fur- 
ther inteligence from Lord Salisbury. 

The British government has been informed 

in no uncertain language that our govern- 

ment cannot agree to any such modus vi- 

vendi as that proposed by his lordship at 

the instigation of Canada, Reasons have 
been given in plenty why such a proposi- 
tion should be withdrawn by the British 
premier. If he does not do so, the next 
question is, what will our government do? 
A prominent member of the senate for- 
eign relations committee remarked yes- 
day that thesenate was likely to ratify 
the treaty under the stipulation that it 
shall only go into effect witha renewal for 
another season of the modus _ vivendi 
agreed upon last year. That will throw 
upon Salisbury the responsibility of break- 
ing off negotiations simply because he will 
not agree this year to what he conceded 
last year to be a fair proposition. 
As the law stands now, three 
acted by congress, itis the 
president to prevent seals 
takenin the Behring sea. Unless con- 
gress repeals the law, it will be for the 
president to decide whether or not to nul- 
lify an act of congress by refusing to en-

the Tennessee coal mines is an instruc- 
tive testimony to the folly with which 
mankind conducts the business of gov- 
ernment. At school American boys are 
taught contempt for the intelligence of 
that minister who said that a pepper- 
corn in the treasury along with the right 
to tax America was better than mil- 
lions without it. Pursuit of this saga 
cious principle lost the crown its colonies 
end conferred a wo@king efficiency on 
principles which have guided the whole 
subsequent history of Christendom. 

The case of Tennessee is parallel. 
When, at the close of the civil war, the 
state lay beneath the heel of the scoun- 
drelism organized in the measures col- 
lectively known as reconstruction, the 
principle of farming out prison labor 
was adopted purely as a source of per- 
sonal plunder. There was then no no 
tion of subletting the convicts or of em- 
ploying them at mines which were not 
then opened. The later contracts drawn 
in pursuance of the system thus estab- 
lished were expressed with the looseness 
customary when the public is a party. 
In form, at least, they warranted the 
construction claimed by the masters 
who now hold the convicts as slaves for 
aterm of years. When the courts af- 
firmed that these contracts imposed on 
the state an obligation never contem- 
plated, no ono acquainted with judicial 
construction could feel surprised. | 

But the coal mines were opened among 
a population which had been in posses- 
sion of the land from the time their for- 
bears pushed west over the mountains of 
North Carolina to wrest it from the In- 
dian. At the outset they did not foresee 
all the consequences of planting a colo-, 
ny of criminals among them. Had they 
foreseen it the crime would not have 
been consummated.

Was Primus Mason’s Deat!, 
Hastened by Poison ? 


TOOK STRANGE MEDICINE 


Aud Never Saw a Well Day Afterward. 


Relatives Will Attempt to Break the 
Will of the Aged Negro, in Which a 
Big Sum Was Bequeathed to Charity. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 10,—The sn- 
preme court will soon decide whether or 
not Primus P. fason, the colored man, 
who bequeathed a large sum to establish a 
home foraged men inthis city, was the 
true and willing author of the last wifl 
and testament that bears his signature, 
affixed by atrembling hand. The case in- 
volves thousands of dollars, and all the 
lega] talent in this region is likely to be 
engaged in the case, which promises to be 
the most important of the kind in recent 
local annals. 

Among the heirs who will attempt to 
break the will are Mrs. Ella V. Smith of 
this city and Mrs. Harriet Macomber of 
Monson, whuui the attorneys will attempt 
to prove was a sister of the late 
Mason.

Mrs. Smith's Story. 

“There is no doubt in my 
Uncle Primus Mason was administered 
poisonous drugs by some unknown per- 
son several months before his death. 

“Two women, she said, had recently 
called, One broughta bottle of medicine 
with her, haif of which she said she had 
taken herself and found immediate relief, 
She advised him to take the medicine and 
he followed the advice, but told that since 
then he never saw a well day. He doseda 
good deal and wasinclined to think it was

That Made Him Sleepy. 

“Mrs. W. Chapin, next door neighbor, 
who often befriended Mr. Mason in his old 
age, told me that a domestic employed by 
my uncle, who was unknown and has 
since left, was the recipient of a strange 
letter that she carelessly Inid aside. Mr. 
Sparrow was the white servant employed 
by Mr. Maso». 

“T think he asked Mrs. Chapin to read 
the letter,but [am not sure of that, at 
any rate Mrs. Chapin says she read the 
letter and it said, among other things that 
the writer of it 3ronld soon be there, and 
eantianed her see that the coast was 
clear. 

“This letter is now said to be in posses- 
sion of Lawyer Barrows, the executor, 
whois also interested in keeping the will 
intact There are other strange things 
contained in the letter, which are said to 
be stranger than fiction, but I will not 
attempt to repeat them. 

The Estate of Primus Mason 

is variously estimated at from $30,000 to 
$50,000. He owned nineteen houses in this 
city. He was an eccentric negro, and 
made nearly every dollar of his money by 
hard work and shrewd speculation. Law- 
yer Barrows, the executor, said he met 
Primus Mason on the steps of the city 
hallin 1888. The latter suggested making 
the will, aud wished to make a provision 
for Mary Mason, widow of his brother. 

Another interview was held in August, 
1891, when Lawyer Barrows went to the 
testator’s house. He had been informed 
that Primus could live but ashort time, 
as he was in feeble health. At the house 
a white woman, whom the lawyer did not 
know, opened the door. Uncle Primus,as 
he was sometimes called, was seated at a 
table. 

The old man said that Charles Cornish, 
who claimed to be hisson, and went under 
the name of Charles Mason, was no rela- 
tion of his, but admitted that the young 
man’s mother had been his housekeeper. 
He bequeathed $500 to Mary Mason and 
left Charles Cornish and Charles Ackerly 
$leach. The testator wished to leave the 
restof the property in fund for twenty 
years for the purpose of establishing a 
home for aged men. 

The trial willdevelop some very sensa- 
tional testimony, and the case will be 
looked forward to with intense interest.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Financial “Days of Grace’’—Carney Hos- 
pital—Committee Reports. 


Bostox, March 10.—During the past 
week the question of abolishing days of 
grace on notes, drafts, acceptances, etc., 
has been discussed at the annual meeting 
of the National Bankers’ association, 
which resulted in the action being nearly 
unanimously favored. The association 
has drawn up a bill which will be brought 
to the attention of the different legisla- 
tures. The purpose of the bill is set forth 
in the first section: 

On all notes, drafts, checks, acceptances, 
bills of exchange, bonds or other evidences of 
indebted: wheret »y he, they or it shall 
promise to pay any person, corporation or or- 
der, or the bearer, any sum of money as 
therein mentioned,and in which there is no ex- 
pressed stipulation to the contrary, no grace, 

20 x to the customof merchants, shall 
d, but the same shall be due and pag- 
ein expressed, on the day and date 
named, without grace. 

The petition of the Carney hospital for 
state aid has caused a stir that has not 
been equalled since the parochial school 
question was discussed. Twice has the 
hearing been removed to a large room,and 
yesterday the green room was filled with 
an interested audience of nen and women. 
Other important hearings were those rela- 
tive to the World’s fair und tothe status 
of the pilot commissioners and the Marine 
society.

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition of the Chicopee Water company 
that it be authorized to increase its water 
supply, tike land and issue bonds secured 
by mortg we. 

For the better enforcement of the truant 
laws of the commonwealth the joint com- 
mittee on education hasagreed upon a bill 
providing for a state truant officer, and it 
was reported to the house. 

The following bills were reported favor- 
ably by conimittees: Towns -To author- 
ize the town of Arlington to incur indeht- 
edness to erect a high school building; to 
annex partof the town of Philipston to 
the town of Templeton. Taxation—To 
amend the insurance laws of 1899 so as ta 
include under its restrictions accident, 
fidelity and guarantee companies. 

Mr. Charles asked for a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the anti-cigaret bill 
was passedon Tuesday. Reconsideration 
was refused. 

The senate devoted forty-five minutes to 
routine business. In the house the bill in- 
creasing the overnor’s salary was 
amended from $10,000 to $8000 and passed 
toa third reading.

"TIS BOSTON'S PRIDE. 


THE FAMOUS ANCIENT AND HONOR- 
ABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY. 

An Organization That Has Survived the 
Vicissitudes of More Than 
dred and Fifty Years—How the Officers 
Are Elected.

The Ancient and 
Honorable 
lery company, of 
which people in 
Boston are so just- 
ly proud, has al- 
ready seen more 
than 230 years of 
continuous serv- 
ice. Its quarter 
millennial was in 
1SS8. It was char- 
tered in Boston in March, 1638, as “The Mili- 
tary Company of Boston,” and its long line 
of social successes added toits martial prow- 
ess well illustrates the saying that “Peace 
hath her victories no less 
those of war.” Indeed, it is mainly for its 
civic triumphs that we of today honor the 
grand old company 2s it parades on its 
annual “outing” “election day,’’ which 
comes on the first Monday in June and is 
“an event” in niany respects. 

The first captain of the company was 
Robert Keayne, who had also been one of 
the chief promoters of the organization. 
How he looked we cannot tell; whether he 
was handsome or not we do not know, as 
there is no picture of him in existence. 

Not until 1657 did it become an artillery 
company, when it was recognized as such 
by the general court, as the legislature of 
Massachusetts is termed 

The title “Aucient and Honorable” was 
assumed in 1700, first occurring in its ree- 
ordsin September of that year; the “‘an- 
cient” from what was, even at that early 
day, considered to be its great age, and the 
“honorable” from the fact that its first 
captain and some of its earlier members 
had belonged to the Honorable Artillery 
company, of London, Enuland, an organ- 
ization which, by the way, still exists ina 
flourishing condition, with over 350 years 
of interesting history behind it and many 
of the greatest names of England’s annals 
on its rolls pust and present 

The Boston company was dispersed by 
the Revolution, but was revived in 1789 (the 
same year that George Washington as- 
sumed the presidential chair), and its name 
and privileges were confirmed by the legis- 
lature. 

The annual election is even yet cele- 
brated by a parade, just as it was in an- 
cient times. 

From Judge Samuel Sewall’s famous 
diary we get an interesting glimpse of the 
way things were done when he was com- 
mander of the renowned company in 1701, 
for he gave the following account of a 
training day: “Very pleasant, fair wether; 
artillery trains in the afternoon (Sewall in 
command); march with the company to 
the Elm; go to prayer, march down and 
shoot at a mark; by far the most missed, 
as I did for the first; were much contented 
with the exercise; led them to the trees 
agen, performed some facings and doub- 
lings; drew them together; propounded 
the question about the colours; *twas voted 
wory fretly esd Cully 1 iurormed the Vom- 


pany I was told the Company’s halberds, 
etc., were borrowed. I understood the 
leading staff was so, and therefore ask’d 
their acceptance of a Half Pike, which 
they very kindly did. They would needs 
give me a volley, in token of their respect, 
on this occasion. The Pike will, I suppose, 
stand me in fourty shillings, being headed 
and shod with silver. Were treated by the 
Ensign in a fair chamber.” 

On this annual celebration, which takes 
place on the first Monday in June, a ser- 
mon is preached tothe company. A good 
dioner is eaten in Faneuil hall, and 
speeches are listened to; after which all 
form in line and march to the common, 
where the governor of the commonwealth 
delivers to the newly elected officers their 
commissions, which run for one year only, 
officers at the close of theirterm returning to 
the ranks, being ineligible to election to any 
office excepting from the ranks. This rule 
keeps alive in a peculiar way the spirit of 
pure democracy which pervades the com- 
pany, the commander of last year being the 
private this year, and on either side of him 
in the ranks may be found major generals, 
captains or lieutenants and all grades of 
commissioned officers. The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery company is composed 
of two branches—the infantry, to which 
none but past or present commissioned offi- 
cers of the army, the navy or the militia, 
and the “artillery” or “‘civilian’’ branch,

In the early days of the colony this com- 
pany was the chief school in which the 
military art was learned, and the names of 
many of its members may be found among 
those who took part in the early wars in 
which the colony was involved. “Then,” 
says Dr. Coleman, in a sermon preached to 


| the company in 1738, “the natives trembled 


when they saw them train, and old as well 
as young stood still and reverenced them 
as they passed along in martial order.” 
After two centuries and ahalf the anni- 
versary of the company is still celebrated 
and its parade is still looked upon by the 
natives with interest. 

In its ranks are men whose names were 
Known in the civil war. Indeed, men who 
have earned the rank of major general of 
volunteers in active service have marched 
in the ranks as privates in this famous old 
For many years the company 
was made up of officers of other military 
organizations who were privileged to wear 
the uniform of their respective corps, and 
thus the ranks presented rather a motley

This box was sealed with much ceremony 
at a public meeting held in Faneuil hall, at 
which speeches were made by representa- 
tive men. Perhaps the most interesting 
incident in connection with the boxes, how- 
ever, is the fact that the manuscript mat- 
ter was the original composition of gentle- 
men particularly well posted in regard to 
not only the general facts which they dis- 
cussed, but especially well qualified to tell 
of the “inside” and generally unknown his- 
tory of those things, and they wrote with 
the understanding that they should fully 
and fearlessly discuss things, not only as 
they were, but as they ought to be, and 
should preserve no copies of what they 
wrote. This makes the manuscript matter 
doubly interesting to future historians, 
and will nodoubt serve to illustrate anew 
the epigrammatic force of Wendell Phil- 
lips’ remark, “Tremble if your friend keeps 
adiary.” But who will they hit? 

The commander of the company for 1890- 
1891 was Captain William Hatch Jones, a 
prominent architect of Boston, he being 
succeeded by Lieutenant J. Henry Taylor, 
of the Fifth regiment, M. V. M.,a brilliant 
member of the Boston bar, elected at the 
“drumhead election.” At least it is one of 
the ancient fictions which the company de- 
lights to keep alive, that its officers are 
elected by the members upon the “field,” 
when the fact is, and everybody who is 
anybody knows it, that they are elected by 
the members at their armory in Faneuil 
hall at the regular meeting held usually 
two or three weeks before “election day.” 
And it speaks volumes for the members of 
the company and of the Boston press that 
in the long history of the company the 
“fiction” has not been destroyed by prema- 
ture publication of the names of the 
honored ones. May it always continue so, 

The Prince of Wales is an honorary 
member of the company, he being captain 
tf the honorable artillery company of Lon- 
lon, England W. F. Murray. 


The Last of Le Nord.

MERCURY TAKES A TUMBLE 


And Balmy Weather Changes to Freez- 
ing Cold—Iinilway Traffic Abandoned

and Snow—Much Damage Done Wind. 


Sr. PavL, March 10.—Tuesday the 
weather throughout the northwest was 
balmy and spring-like. Now there is rag- 
ing the worst blizzard for years. It 
was reported late Tuesday night in 
North Dakota, and extended from that 
state eastward yesterday morning. A 
howling gale, with heavy drifting snow, is 
reported from Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, and the blizzard continues 
with unabated fury, while the mercury is 
away down. Business has been practi- 
cally suspended throughout the north- 
west. Schools have been closed, street 
car service is stopped, and trains are de- 
layed or abandoned. Several trains were 
abandoned or held in unprotected localities, 
because the officials feared they would be 
thrown from the track if started out in the 
blizzard. Communication has been cut 
off toalarge extent by the weather. 

At Duluth the wind changed to north- 
west and is blowing at the rate of forty 
miles an hour. The snow is still falling. 
The streets are deserted. The street rail- 
way company has abandoned all attempts 
toget its line into operation. It is the 
worst storm known here for years. 

Devil’s Lake, Neb., reports a blinding 
blizzard. It is the worst ever known. 
There is a heavy gale froin the north, with 
alarge quantity of snow. No fatalities 
are yet reported, but some are appre- 
hended. From Sioux Falls comes the 
following information: A terrific gale has 
been blowing since 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Brick chimneys, billboards and 
sidewalks were tumbled around Jike rub- 
ber balls. From all reports the suffering 
in the country districts will be most in- 
tense.

Thermometer Drops Fifty Degrees.

CHICAGO, March 10.—A severe blizzard 
is raging from Lake Michigan to Montana, 
the worst in years,and unexampled at this 
season. Fifty degrees fall in the tempera- 
ture, a whirling cyclone of snow and sleet 
and reports from all sides of destruction 
to property and life are the features of the 
visitation. 

At Waterloo, Ia., many cars along the 
Illinois Central are reported blown from 
the tracks. The roof of the Ketcham 
wagon works in Marshalltown were lifted 
away by the gale. From nearly every place 
heard from come details of the wrecking 
of fencing, mill towers, factory smoke- 
stacks, plate glass windows, trees, chim- 
neys, signs and outbuildings. 

From oppressive warmth Tuesday night 
the change in Chicago last evening was re- 
markable, snow, ice and gale making 
havoc with street traffic. 

Kansas Gets It. 

KANsAs City, March 10.~A terrific 
wind storm has been raging here for the 
last twenty-four hours,and still continues. 
The weather has been clear. The storm 
prevails with equal force throughout 
Kansas, and telegraphic service is seri- 
ously interrupted. 


Omaha's Dose. 

OMAHA, March 10.—An extraordinary 
high wind prevailed in this section yester- 
day. Telephone and telegraph wires were 
bunched and considerable damage was 
done. 


Death of Waldo Adams,

| Itis perhaps doubtful whether modera 
civilization tends to produce women of 
such strength of character and such intel- 


lectual and social acquirements as those 
who were the wives and daughters ofthe 
lords and captaias of the feudal ages. The 
t and the literature of the Fifteenth 
entury have immortalized women who re- 
main models of virtue and refinement. In 
the Middle Ages, also, if we only took the 
trouble to study them, we should find that 
the women of the Latin nations were ex- 
tremely cultivated and most intimately 

i sctionately associated with the lives 
nnd cares of their lords. At least such ap- 
pears to have been the case in France, if 
we may judge from the romances, the 
chronicles and the poetry of the Twelfth, 
Thirteenth und Fourteenth centuries, and 
from the evidence of the splendid monu- 
ments of arc®itecture and the grand old 
tombs which have preserved the memories 
of so many ladies in sculptured effigies and 
eloquent epitaphs. 

Like the model of feminine good breed- 
ing depicted by Castiglione at the court of 
Urbino, the ladies of the Middle Ages had 
not only the charm of delicate education 
and varied accomplishments, but also man- 
ly sentiments, a love of justice, a marked 
hatred of hypocrites and cowards and fine 
independence of character. Their conver- 
sation must indeed have had grea@ charm, 
seeing that their feudal lords remembered 
itevenin the heat of battle and looked 
forward to its solace as one of the sweets 
of victory.—Theodore Child in Harper’s

Training of Girls in China. 

During her first ten years the Chinese 
girl enjoys as much freedom as a boy; like 
a boy, she wears her hair in a long “nig- 
tail,” and frequently goes about in boy’s 
attire, especially where there are no sons 
in the family—for in that case the Chinese 
wish to maintain the illusion that the 
house is not without male descendants. 
During this time, also, no matter what her 
station, she is trained in all household du- 
ties and woman’s handicrafts. A high 
value is put on becoming demeanor, decent 
bearing and clothing, and in many houses 
it is considered a point of honor for the 
daughter to be able to prepare a large part 
of her dowry with her own hand. 

While the little Chinese girl may be no 
less fortunate than a European child, dur- 
ing these years of impressionable child- 
hood the Chinese parents, with only few 
exceptions, commit the first wrong to their 
daughters by letting them grow up with- 
out any schooling. This applies especially 
to the north: in the south, particularly in 
the Quang-Tong province, in which Can- 
ton lies, a better report was obtained. Al- 
though there education among women did 
not begin to be so common as among men, 
there were a few schools for girls under 
women’s directions, while many received 
instruction from private teachers at the 
homes of their parents—Chautauquan. 

A Pretty Den. 

If you are repairing an old house and 
wish to have one or two striking and ef- 
fective features, choose a room for a den 
and have the whole of a windowless side 
finished with drawers, cupboards, nooks 
and pigeonholes. Shut in some of these 
with stained glass doors, drape others with 
real silk or blue and white porcelain tinted 
crapy goods.

WASHINGTON. March 11.—The Behring 
sea question is almost the sole topic of 
conversation in congressional and diplo- 
matic circles. The comment upon the cor- 
respondence is in a tone of entire ap- 
proval of the course of the administration 
upon the subject. ‘‘Wlearton’s letter to 
Pauncefote,” said Senator Frye, “is a 
masterly presentation of the American 
It not only maintains the right of 
our government to protect our own seal 
fisheries, pending arbitration ,but it leaves 
no loophole in which the British pre mier 
could logically refuse to renew the modus 
vivendi of last year’. Sanators Morgan 
and Blackburne, as well as other Demo- 
cratic senators, take the same view. 

The president remarked yesterday that 
he expected an early reply by cable to his 
letter of Tuesday. The prevailing opin- 
ion is that Salisbury will not accede to 


ourdemand. In that event, the general 
sentiment on both sides of the senate 
chamber is that a large fleet of vessels 


should be at once dispatched to patro! the 
waters of Behring sea, and the poachers 
and pirates seized at all hazards. 

General J. W. Foster, who is assisting 
the president in the Behring sea fisheries 
negotiations, had a long conference yester- 
day afternoon with Secretary Tracy and 
Commodore Ramsay, chief of the bureau 
of navigation. It is said the conference re- 
lated to the course to be pursued by the 
navy should Great Britain decline to re- 
new the modus vivendiin enforcing the 
contention of this government that pelagic 
s-aling in Behring sea should be wholly 
suspended pending the settlement by arbi- 
tration of the controversy between the 
United Statesand Great Britain. It is 
asserted in some quarters that the navy 
department is now well prepared to en- 
force such a policy, provided there is no re- 
sistance thereto on the part of the British 
government. A disposition by that gov- 


ernment to resist any interference with 
merchant vessels flying its flag, desiring 


to enter Behring sea, would, however, put 
an entirely different phase on the ques- 
tion. 

In the event that this government ad- 
heres to its policy of last year, it will send 
all the available vessels at its command 
to Bebring sea soon enough, if possible, to 
control all its approaches and prevent the 
entrance of all sealing vessels, American 
as wellas others. The naval vessels that 
can be used for this service are the Charles- 
ton, Baltimore and Ranger at San Fran- 
cisco; the Mohican, now on her way to 
Port Orchard, Washington, with the Nip- 


gic in tow, and the W au WUSLU 

now en route to San Francisco from Cal- 
lao.

MAINE’S PROSPERITY 


Shown by a Financial Statement Issued 
by the Census Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The census 
bureau has issued a bulletin on the valua- 
tion and taxation of the state of Maine for 
1890 by counties and minor civil divisions, 
Comparisons are made with the figures of 
1880 as far as pradticable. It is shown that 
within the census period there has been an 
increase in the value of real estate of $60,- 
089,840, or 34.56 per cent., while personal 
property has increased within the period 
613,060,545, or 21.02 percent. Of the total 
increase $43,200,237 has been in cities and 
towns having apopulation of 2500 or up- 
ward, and $29,050,148 in places having less 
than 2500. Of the real estate the value has 
increased in the former class $32,499,879, or 
36.63 per cent, andin the latter class $27,- 
589,961, or 32.4 per cent. 

While the valuation has increased dur- 
ing the decade, there has been at the same 
time a decrease in taxation in the total 
for all purposes, state, county and local, 
from $5,182,135 in 1880 to $4,922,858 in 1890, 
or $259,277, about 5 per cent.,or a per 
capita reduction from $7.99 to $7.45. This 
reduction has been brought about in 
places having less than 2500 population, in 
which places the reduction was $416,120, 
whilein places having 2500 or upward, 
there was an increese of $156,843.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Senator Wash- 
burn introduced a bill to further regulate 
immigration and prevent the importation 
of aliens under contract to perform labor, 
and an amendment of the various Imml- 
gration acts. The bill imposes « license 
tax upon steamship ecmpanies of $1 a 
head for each passenger brought; requires 
steamers before sailing to give bond for 
$50,000 to guarantee the return of any pas-

in violation of law; prescribes certain writ- 
ten declarations regarding previous condi- 
tion of immigrants to be made before per- 
missionis given to land, and also pre- 
scribes penalties for violation of the law.

Judge Levy Arrives at the Conclusion 


That Mrs. Terry is Insane, 

SAN FRANcISCO, March 11.—Mrs. Sarah 
Althea Sharon-lerry was yesterday ad- 
judged insane, and committed to the state 
insane hospital at Stockton. Mammy 
Pleasant, Mrs. Terry’s colored nurse, re- 
lated to the court various instances recently 
occurring to indicate Mrs. Terry was in- 
sane. Mrs. Terry put a long series of in- 
terrogations which covered the doings 
from the time when her mental trouble 
became apparent to the time she finally 
left Mammy Pleasant’s house. Mrs. 
Terry sometimes displayed considerable 
clearness and humor, and other times 
wandered in her questions or broke into 
hysterical laughter. Mrs. Terry was also 
placed upon the stand, but she talked in- 
coherently and after another witness tes- 
tified the court ostensibly adjourned un- 
til2 o’clock.

Mrs. Terry 
was taken away in a closed carriage. It 
is stated that her insanity is due to gen- 
eral debility, brought on by the nervous 
tension of the past few years.

The following advertisement lately 
appeared in an English newspaper: 


“Directors wanted of good social 
standing for a new company nowin

To this there were 141 re plies received: 
One earl, one viscount, four barons, 
seven baronet knight, thirteen 
honorables, six members of parliament, 
four generals, one admiral, nine colonels, 
four majors, fourteen army captains, 
three minor naval officers and seventy- 
three without rank or title. There were 
some very amusing letters accompany- 
ing the applications. The earl said: “I 
need not point out that, should you en- 
tertain my proposal, an important lever- 
age in procuring a good subscription of 
public capital will be gained by my title, 
which is an old one, and likely to prove 
an attraction to investors. Imay also 
state that if spent I should always 
make it a point of driving to the general 
meetings in my brougham and pair, with 
servants in full livery.

New Roundhouse at Braintree. 


The new roundhouse for the stalling of 
locomotives of the Old Colony railroad sit- 
uated near Union street crossing, and only 
a little way north of South Braintree sta- 
tion, is a handsome building of its kind. 
It is a most substantial structure, built of 
brick. The plan of the building contem- 
plates the making it at some future time, 
when the necessity arises, a circular build- 
ing, such as the name of ‘roundhouse’ 
implies.

The town water 
has been put into the building, and it is to 
be heated by steam as soon as an engine 
house is built, which is to be placed out- 
side at the back of the building. The situ- 
ation is such that the drainage cannot be 
surpassed anywhere.

ENTOMBED IN A PIT. 


Two Hundred Miners Believed 
to Have Been Killed. 


BUT FEW ESCAPED ALIVE 


And Their Injuries are Such That They 


Will Probably Die — Heartrending 


Scenes in a Belgian Mining Town. 
Rescuers at Work with Poor Hope of 


Success—Detailed Story of the Disaster. 


BrussEts, March 12.—An accident oc- 
curred yesterday in a colliery near Char- 
leroi. Nearly 300 miners were employed 
in the coal pit when there was a terrific 
| explosion of firedamp. The explosion was 
at the Anderluis colliery. The cage and 
the ventilatorat the mouth of the pit

were shattered. The destruction of the 
ventilator adds an element of great danger 
to the situation. 

A large number of the miners are mat- 
ried, and their families are at the pit 
mouth frantic with grief. 

The explosion occurred in a gallery 400 
feet below the surface. Here were work- 
ing 270men. Of this number forty es- 

;caped by means of the second shaft, and 
| sixteen others were rescued in a terribly 
and, it is believed, fatally injured condi- 
| tion. 

The explosion occurred at8o’clock in 
the morning. It was very heavy, and the

cited men, women and children, the faces 
of all blanched with horror, flocked to the

mine. 

The scene around the pit soon became 
one of great excitement and anguish 
Piteous shrieks and cries resounded on 
every side, as it was at first thought every

The searchers had 
to proceed with much caution, as huge 
piles of debris which continually barred 
their passage had to be removed before 
any advance could be made and their own 
lives were menaced by the possible fall of 
immense masses of coal from the roof and 
walls. 

There was a long interval of painful 
suspense before u signal was received from 
below by the watchers at the mouth of the 
pit that the rescuers had reached some 
miners and were ready to have them hoisted 
up. The cries, prayers and shrieks of the 
anguished erowd were redoubled as the 
limp and black forms of thirty to forty 
poor men were brought to the surface. All 
the victims were either dead or badly in- 
jured, and the face of each was fearfully 
disfigured. he countenaces were smeared 
with blood and were completely black 
from smoke and dust, 2nd were swollen 
out of all proportion. 

A Great Sheet of Flame 
must have swept through the mine, as the 
hair, beards and eyelashes of all the un- 
fortunate men had been burned off, and 
besides the cruel cuts and bruises they 
had received, their bodies were horribly 
burned. 

Kind hands bore the victims from the 
place, and the wounded men, groaning 
pitifully at every step, and followed by 
sorrowing friends, were conveyed to the 
infirmary, A large staff of doctors and 
nurses had already arrived at the infirm- 
arg, all necessary ‘medicine and instru- 
ments were at hand and everything possi- 
ble was done for the relief of the victims. 

The crowd at the mouth of the pit con- 
stantly increased as the day wore on. Peo- 
ple flocked from every direction and soon 
the place was packed with a mass of 
struggling, vociferating men and women, 
all endeavoring to get nearer the pit’s 
mouth and catch a glimpse of the mu- 
| tilated forms as they were slowly hauled 
up the shaft. All were desperately anxious 
to gain the slightest information in regard 
to the safety of relatives and friends. 

The large force of yend’armes which 
had been hurricd to the scene were almost 
eutirely unable to cope with the crowd, 
and it was only with the greatest difficulty 
that they were able to force a passage 
through the mass of men bearing a 
| stretcher containing the mangled forms.

ner, struggled with all the energy of de- 
| spair to force their way to the narrow hu- 
| man lane, and catch a glimpse of the men 
as each successive batch of blackened bod-

the air, and in many instances women 
fainted away. 
Of the men thus fur brought out of the 
mine alive, only a few are likely to re- 
cover. In every instance the men were 
dreadfully brulsed, torn and burned, and

New York, March 12.—R. G. Dun & 

Co.'s Weekly Review of Trale says: Dis- 
tribution of products is unquestionably 
improving. Transactions are on the 
whole larger than a year ago, in spite of 
depression at the south, being much larger 
atthe west. Nor is improvement con- 
fined to that section,thouzh general there. 
It is also more distinctly felt in eastern 
cities, and there are not wanting signs 
that trade at the south, though still 
much embarrassed by the low price of cot- 
ton, is steadily gaining. With all the

Proposed Policy for Bringing 
England to Terms. 


BRITISHERS MUST GO SLOW 


As 
Should an Open 


They Would Meet with Disaster 


Rupture Occur—No 
Reply Yet Received to the President's 


Note—Sample of Newspaper Bluster. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The Behring 
sea question continues to be the upper- 
most topic of conversation at the capital. 
The talk of retaliation on Canada is very 
generai here. Goldwin Smith of Toronto, 
who has been been here for some days, in 
speaking informally of the sftuation 
arising out of the Behring sea contro- 
versy and the proposed retaliation policy, 
said that the proposition or bill to exclude 
Canadian goods from free transit in bond 
across the territory of the United States,if 
vigorously enforced, would bring Canada 
totermsina very short time, and would 
dispose of all the sealing business in short 
order. The president is determined to 
prevent the extinction of the seal, and 
congress is said to be equally determined 
to support him in all his efforts regardless 
of party. 

A gentleman who is well advised con- 
cerning the English situation said yester- 
day that ‘‘Lord Salisbury would yield to 
the American contention. He cannot af- 
ford to have any difficulty with this gov- 
ernment, growing out of this question. 
England may, through her premier, blus- 
terin an excited manner und threaten 
war in order to strengthen the ministry at 
home, but when it comes to an overt act, 
the English people will be very cautious 
about bringing abouta rupture with this 
government 


“Should England go war with the 
United States on this question,” this 
gentleman continued, “Russia would 


seize Constantinople, France would take 
Egypt, Australia would declare her inde- 
pendence, and in the meantime the Ameri- 
ean flag would be placed on the Canadian 
capitol at Ottawa and in the citadel at 
Quebec. With such an outlook, England 
will not be likely to carry her position to 
such an extreme.” 
England Remaina Silent. 

Great Britain has not repited to the last 
note of the United States on the Behring 
sea controversy. State officials are not 
surprised at this delay, as the matter is 
one of the greatest importance and each 
word in such communications has to be 
weighed and carefully considered. Secre- 
tary of War Elkins, before he went to the 
Capitol, said that he had not heard thata 
reply had been received, and from his 
manner he did not seem to expect one for 
a day or two. 

At the cabinet meeting yesterday the 
Behring sea question was again consid- 
ered. Attheclosea member said there 
were nonew developments. 

British Bluster. 

LONDON, March 12.—The Saturday Re$ 
view, in an editorial entitled “Behring Sea 
as Before,” says: 

If it were not that the interests of some of 
her majesty's subjects are concerned there 
would be no small matter for amusement, or 
even for congratulation in the turn things 
have taken. There isa certain annoyance in 
having to listen to the impertinence of Ameri- 
cans; but that issuchan old fret,and soin- 
evitable, that it is hardly worth taking into ac- 
count. An ample set-off-for it might be found, 
but for said interests, inthe admirable dem- 
onstration the revival of the dispute affords 
futility of arbitration. 

The large handful of faddists who believe in 
them had scarcely recorded this supposed new 
triumph of their principles, when Mr. Harri- 
s0n was at work -ending papers to the senate 
wi_h solemnity, and Mr. Wharton was writing 
hectoring letters, directed by an Irish boss, 
through her majesty’s minister at Washirg- 
ton. It seems idle to hope for really friendly 
relations through such negotiations. The 
simplest course, and the one best calculated in 
the long run to endure tolerable relations, 
would be to throw the responsibility for break- 
ing the treaty upon the United States, and an- 
nounce ourintention of protecting Canadian 
sealers.

In consequence of hostile legislation in 
Ohio, it is announced that the Standard 
Oil Trust is to be dissolved. The chief of 
this far-reaching combination and richest 
of the oil kings is John D. Rockefeller, 
whose income is $20,000,000 a year. 

The president of the Standard Oil Trust, 
John D. Rockefeller, was educated in 
Cleveland, Ohio, where thirty years ago 
he was the proprietor of a small refinery. 
From the beginning he has achieved his 
enormous wealth and power. He spends 
a great part of his time in New York, 
where the offices of the company are situ- 
ated, and in other places besides Cleveland, 
but is still superintendent of the Sunday 
school of one of the Baptist churches of 
that city, attending its sessions whenever 
he can do so. He bas long been an earnest 
member of the Baptist denomination, to 
the interests of which he contributes 
liberally. Mr. Rockefeller has made a 
splendid contribution, said to be millions 
of dollars, to the Baptist University at 
Chicago, placing this institution far be- 
yond the possibility of its being pinched 
for funds. He is a quict, retiring man, 
domestic in his habits, and the head of a 
household which is said to be a model in 
its simplicity of life.

Adulterated Baking Powders. 
{Boston Herald.]

Then the ‘tests’? she makes are so un- 
scientific, not to say fraudulent, that they 
are likewise becoming a bore.

instance, is one of them: 
baking powder found in the kitchen visit- 
ed, and which it is intended to defame, is 
placed in a glass, mixed with a little water, 
and stirred. Being a pure powder it foams 
up like champagne, although the bubbles 
of carbonic acid gas will continue to rise 
foralongtime. The tester then takes a 
sample of the powder which she is trying to 
introduce and treats it in the same man- 
ner. The result is a glassful of yeast-like 
foam. This action, she claims, is evidence 
of the superiority and greater strength of 
her powder, whereas it is caused solely by 
the flour with which the powder is largely 
adulterated, and it is indisputable evidence 
of such adulteration. To prove this, add a 
little flour to the other powder, mix thor- 
oughly, add the water, stir it up, and the 
same result will be produced to a degree 
dependent upon the quantity of flour used. 

The object of these people is, of course, 
to deceive the consumers as to the qualities 
of their baking powder and the baking 
powder used in the kitchen visited. 

The attempt to injure honest goods and 
make a market for an adulterated article 
by such methods is dishonest and despica- 
ble. But to try to palm off upon any wo- 
man such a silly trick for a scientific test is

Councilman Moxon opposed suspension 
and Councilman Gray favored. The former 
afterwards withdrew objection, and the 
rnles were suspended. 

Councilman Federhen said the order 
provided for the direct purchase of the 
works bythe Mayor. If adopted by the 
people, and the Mayor and Water Compa- 
ny agree upon the price, no ratification is 
required by anyone. Such responsibility 
should not be left in the hands of any one 
man. Of course if no agreement is 
reached, all that the Mayor is required to 
do, isto petition the Supreme Court for 
the appointment of commissioners. But 
in event of an agreement the city is bound 
by the price fixed. 

Councilman Moxon thought the ordei 
outlined the plan to be pursued by the 
Mayor. In case of an agreement, it is not 
true that it would be operative unless the 
Council appropriated the money, which it 
could refuse to do if it thought the price 
out of the way. Then it would go to three 
commissioners and their agreement was 
the only one that was binding. The city 
would not be liable for any agreement by 
the Mayor. 

Councilman Federhen asked, do you say 
the courts would not compel the city to ap- 
propriate money to buy the works in event 
of an agreement. 

Councilman Moxon reiterated that the 
Supreme court award was the one binding 
one, 

Councilman Bryant asked if the first 
part of the order amounted to anything. 

Councilman Moxon said the Mayer be- 
ing the chief executive officer of the city, 
was the only proper official to negotiate 
Bryant argued that the 
Mayor could, under the order, close the 
sale. He didn’t believe the Mayor would 
sntagonize the Council, or lay himself open 
to the censure of the people, but thought

Councilman Newcomb offered an amend- 
ment providing that His Honor, the Mayor, 
by the ratification of the City Council 
is hereby authorized to purchase, etc. He 
was asked to put it into writing, bat while 
doing so he changed his mind and with- 
drew his motion. 

Councilman Duffield was in favor of sub- 
mitting the purchase to the people but not 
the order as drawn.

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CONDITION IN THE COT- 
TON DISTRICT.

of the service require’ it. The bill also 
provides that no person shall be ap- 


pointed, employed, suspended or noved 
as messenger, laborer or mechanic be- 
cause of any political opinion expressed or 
held by him; nor is any inquiry regarding 
the political opinions of an applicant for 
employment to be made by the ap- 
pointing or employing officer.

Sub Committee Roports. 

Rey. H. E. Cotton, for a majority of the 
sub committee appointed at‘vhe first meet- | 
ing to consider the whole subject of build- 
ing, school, studies, etc., made a partial re- 
port which was quite lengthy. It was 
signed by Rey. Preston Gurney, Rev. H. 
A. Philbrook and Rev. H. E. Cotton. 
Rey. D. M. Wilson dissents and Rey. Ed- 
ward Norton isin the South. The com- 
mittee had outlined the work in the fol- 
lowing letter, which had been sent to ten 
or twelve prominent educators, together 
with the will, with a request that they of- 
fer suggestions: 


The Letter Sent. 


Dear Sir: Some years ago Dr. E, 
Woodward left certain property to the 
town of Quincy, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a school for girls. At a meeting 
of the Ministers of the City of Quincy, who, 
by®a provision of the will are to be the 
managers of this educational institute, a 
committee was appointed to formulate 
some plan for the general censideration. 

This committee realizing the importance 
and responsibility of establishing such a 
school on wise progressive lines, have 
desired me to write and solicit your opinion, 
as one, who has had wider experience with 
educational needs and methods and is in 
closer touch with such a subject than they. 

In order that you may do so more intelli- 
gently, we enclose you the clauses of the 
will, and other information germain to the 
ubject, viz : 

The School must be established and in 
operation in 1894, At that time the fund 
at our disposal will amount to about 
$310,0000.00. 

Quincy contains children of all classes 
with a present preponderance of working 
people. In 1894 there will be about 800 
native boin girls between the ages of 10 
and 20, who would have a right to the 
advantages of the Woodward School. 
Probably not more than 500 would avail 
themselves of that right or could pass the 
examinations for admission. The Public 
Schools of Qnincy are doing efficient work 
in the Primary, Grammar and High School 
departments. We do not want to dupli- 
cate them to any material extent, but we 
are hampered by the rather extraordinary 
and obscure stipulations of the testator. _ 

There is also in Quincy a very good pri- 
vate school for girls from 7 to 14 years old; 
and in our immediate neighborhood, free 
to Quincy girls, is the Thayer Academy, 
completing the education of the High 
school and fitting for college. 

The above will give some idea of the 
problem we have to solve. In the so far 
informal discussions of the Board of Mana- 
gers, suggestions have been made and 
commented upon favorably, advocating an 
institution with three departments, viz: 

First. A preparatory department for 
girls from 10 to 14, giving instruction in 
the common branches, reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

Second. An advanced department for 
chose older, mucdelled somewhat after an 
English High school. 

Third. An industrial department supple- 
mentary to these two, where the useful 
as well as the ornamentz.! branches can be 
taught. 

Outside of certain necessary and fun- 
damental principles which every girl 
should know in each and all of these de- 
partments, the two last would naturally be 
more or less elective im their character. 
The English High schood department fur-

‘Baby Farming"' Considered—Reports of 
Committees. 


Bostox, March 16.—“Baby farming” 
was the subject considered by the com- 
mittee on public charitable institutions 
yesterday. H.S. Sburtleff of the board of 
lunacy and charities said the attention of 
the board had been called to the fact that 
a large number of infants were living 
apart from their parents on what isknown 
as “baby farms.” A great many of the 
infants put on these farms are boarded. 
Another system is what we call the adop- 
tion business, and it is agreat evil. In- 
fants can be got rid of at any time. They 
are taken to people who make a_ business 
of taking infants, and by payinga mod- 
erate sum of money they can leave the in- 
fant anil go away without bothering their 
heads about it again. Out of 100 cases 
there are not ten who are adopted accord- 
ing to law. 

‘The committee on education reported a 
bill constituting three members of the 
state board of education an examining 
commmittee to examine candidates for 
the office of school superintendents. 

The judiciary committee reported a bill 
to prevent the fraudulent conversion of 
money or securities deposited with anyone 
as broker, officer, manager or agent, by a 
fine of $500 or imprisonmentin jail not 
more than three or in the state prison not 
more than five years. 

The same committee reported against 
changing the law as to taking steno- 
graphic reports in superior court sessions 
of Essex and Middlesex counties; also 
against making it a punishable offense to 
falsely assume a college medical degree 
with intent to defraud. 

The joint speci 1 committee on adminis- 
trative boards and commissions sent to 
the house a report in part, reporting a 
bill directing the secretary of state to take 
such action as necessary to put the public 
records of the counties, cities, towns, 


| churches, etc., into such condition and 


custody as shall conform to the various 
laws, and shall perform the duties hereto- 
fore devolving upon the commissioner of 
public records. 

The house reversed its action of Monday 
and ordered the bill toannex a part of 
Phillipston to Templeton to a third read- 
ing. 

Municipal coal yards, the much dis- 
cussed measure to empower cities to es- 
tablish coal yards for supplying particu- 
larly the poor ata nominal price, was 
killed in committee. 

The bill requiring cities and towns to 
publish real estate lists was defeated in the 
senate. There was another discussion, but 
no action, relative to the pursuit of fowl 
in sailboats. 

Certain legislation concerning electric 
carsand the running of Sunday trains 
and excursions was reported as inexpedi 
ent in the house.

$400,000 THE STAKE. 


First Hearing on the Will of Mrs, 
Glover, Late of Braintree, 


CONTESTED BY THE RELATIVES. 


Will the Thayer Academy Get the Bequest 
of Half a Million Dollars for a Gymna- 
sium and Laboratory—The Evidence 
Yesterday. 


The first hearing over the contest of the 
will of Mrs. Sarah W. Glover, who died at 
East Braintree, Jan. 26, 1892, leaving by 
will the larger bulk of an estate valued at 
nearly $1,000,000 to the Thayer Academy, 
Braintree, for the purpose of founding a 
gymnasium and laboratory in connection 
with that institution was opened Tuesday 
in the office of G. W. White, judge of pro- 
bate for Norfolk County, Sears Building. 
The contestants are the heirs at law, some 
eight or nine cousins of the deceased. J. 
E. Sanford of Taunton is the special ad- 
ministrator of the instrument, and Asa 
weh of Braintree is its executor. E. C. 
Bumpns, ex-Gov. Longand A. P. French 
appeared in defence of the will and J. E. 
Cotter appeared for the contestants, 

The Globe reports the testimony 
follows: 


as 


Dr. John H. Gilbert 


Testified that he was an atiesting witoess 
to the codicil to the will, and that he had 
been the attending physician from April, 


1890, to the time of her death, January, 
1892. “I believe 
she died of old age,” said the doctor. 

“Mrs. Glover one day spoke with me 
about the disposition of her property. She 
said it was always her brother's wish that 
his property should be left to the cause of 
education in Braintree. 

“She said she feared she would not have 
enough, after remembering her relatives 
and friends, to establish a school in Brain- 
tree, and endow it soit would run. Conse- 
quently she believed it would be better to 
give to Thayer Academy, and establish an 
annex to it with her money.” 

George W. White Testified: 

“T witnessed Mrs. Glover's signature to 
the codicil, with Judge French, Dr. Gil- 
bert and Mr. Rogers. She seemed to be of 
sound mind at the time.”’ 

Frederick W. Rogers of Cambridge testi- 
fied that at the time he witnessed the 
codicil he considered Mrs, Glover of sound 
mind. 

Dr. John P. Lombard of Glover's 
Corner testified that he witnessed the will 
Mre 
disposing mind at the time. He never at- 
tended her professionally, but talked with 
her of some property he wished to pur- 
chase. 

Dr. Lombard, after the recess, testified 
that

he had of the making of a will by Mrs. 
Glover was the evening before he witnessed 
the signing of the will by her, when Judge 
French wrote to him concerning it, and 
asked him to get two other witnesses to 
witness the will with himself. 

“‘T had never seen Mrs. Glover previ- 
ously except with regard to the sale of the | 
real estate.”’ 


Nathan T. Robinson of Glover's Corner 
testified that he had witnessed the signa- 
ture of Mrs. Sarah W. Glover to the will, 
and believed her to be of sound mind. 


Cross-examined: ‘Could not say for cer- 
tain whether I was in Mrs. Glover's house 
within five years before the date of the 
signing of the will, though I lived within a 
mile of her house and did business close by 
her place. My aunt is one of the legatees 
under the will. Could not swear that I 
spoke to Mrs. Glover twice within five 
years.”” 

Ebenezer Bird testified: ‘‘I live near 
Glover's Corner. I witnessed the signing 
of Mrs. Glover's will, and believe she 

Was in Sound Mind 
when she signed it. 

Cross-examined: ‘ Did not say to any- 
body within a month that I was not aware 
what paper I signed that day. Neither 
Mrs. Glover nor Dr. Lombard told me 
what was in the document. I read some 
considerable part of the paper, enough to 
know it was Mrs. Glover's will. 

“I do not remember what the subject of 
my conversation with Mr. Crosby was, but 
will not deny that I told him that I had not 
read a line of Mrs. Glover's will, but was 
asked to sign the paper and did so. My 
memory was somewhat shaky when I 
signed the will as witness.”’ 

This closed the evidence for the will. 


The Respondents. 

Judge Asa French was the first witness 
for the respondents. He testified: ‘‘My first 
acquaintance with Mrs. Glover was about 
three weeks after the death of her brother, 
Naaman. About a week after that event I 
was sent for to go to her sister Deborah’s 
house, in Braintree, and was told that they 
wished me toadmiuaister their estate, in 
pursuance of the advice of their brother. 
I filed a petition, and administration was 
granted. 

‘** From that time down to the time of her 
decease I had charge of the estate of Debo- 
rab, Naaman and Mrs. Glover. 

‘““ Upon the death of Deborah, at Mrs. 
Glover’s request, I took out letters of ad-

ministration on Deborah's property, and’ 


am still the administrator.” a 
Witness detailed the various real ¢state 

transactions which Mrs. Glover had ¢arried 

on since he became acquainted with her. 
“During the first year after I knew her I 


probably visited her at her home in\Dor- 
chester once every two or three weeks, ~ 


“Mrs, Glover told me several times that 
she wished to make a will. One day in the 
early part of February of last year, Mrs. 
Cummings, her servant, came to my office 
and said Mrs. Glover wanted to make a 
went to see her, and asked what she 
wanted to do with her property. She said 
she wanted to give specific legacies to her 
friends around her, and also to provide for 
her relatives on her father’s side, as well 
as on her mother’s. 

“Then she said she

To do something for the cause of educa- 
tion in Braintree. She said she had 
thought of sestablishing and endowing an 
academy in Braintree, and asked me what 
I thought of it. 

“IT said she should understand it was 
her will and not mine that was being made, 
but said I was willing to give her my 
opinion. I told her of Thayer academy 
and explained the objects of it, and I 
thought it better to maintain properly one 
such institution than two poor ones. 

“T spoke of the need of a laboratory and 
a gymnasium, both of which were needed 
there. 

“She said she could not then give mea 
list of the persons to whom she wished to 
leave legacies, and it was only a week later 
when I went to see her again and she bad 
the list prepared. She gave it to me and 
the persons named are the persons named 
in the will, and she said she desired me, 
after having provided for the specific lega- 
cies and her relatives, to give the remain- 
der of the property to Thayer academy. 

“T went to my office the next day, and 
within a few days prepareda rough draft of 
a will, went to her home in Dorchestor and 

Read the Will to Her. 
When I had finished the reading of it she 
said it was exactly right, or words to that 
effect. 

**T took it to my office and had it copied. 
Mrs. Glover asked m+ to have it executed 
when it was ready.

A NEW GAME. 


Something New and Good for Checker 
Players—Try It. 


This game is played by two persons with 
seven checkers each, arranged in every 
square of the king row beginning at the 
left, which leaves the right corner vacante 
The object of the player is to get each of 
his checkers into any of the squares of the 
opposite king row before his opponent can 
do the same thing. 


Laws of the Game. 

1. A checker that has reached any 
square of the opposite king row cannot be 
moved. 

2. Should the game become so blocked 
that only one player can move, he must 
continue to play until his opponepnt can 
move. 

8. Should both players persist in making 
a set of moves that give neither any ad- 
vantage, and bring the game practically to 
a standstill, either may call for an account- 
ing, and the one who could then reach his 
goal in the fewest moves, if there was no 
obstruction, wins. 

Remarks on the Laws. 

Law 1 needs no explanation. 

Law 2 is a provision against blocking the 
game by surrounding a checker and keeping 
it from being moved, after all its fellows 
have reached the king row. 

Law 3 is to prevent the possibility of a 
drawn game. If, for instance, each player 
has placed all his checkers but one in the 
opposite king row, one player might persist 
in simply obstructing the other without 
any gain to either, unless he could be 
called to an accounting.—Harper's Young 
People. 

One important rule has been omitted, as 
to the moves, whether diagonally and for- 
ward as in checkers, jumping ‘only oppo- 
nents, or as in halma, moving one square 
in any direction or jumping in any direc- 
tion as many men, either your own or op- 
ponent’s that get in the path, leaving, of 
course, the men jumped. The latter rule, 
the LEDGER thinks, would make the most 
interesting game.

TYPHUS IN GERMANY. 


There are Many Cases and 
are Crippled in 
BERLIN, March 17.—Since the typhus 
fever in the United States has 
hindered the emigration of Russian Jews, 
great numbers of them have crowded the 
German frontier towns, living upon the 
funds of the relief committees. In 
Myslowitz and Konigsberg the treasuries 
are empty, and in a few days there will be 
little or no money in the hands of frontier 
committees forthe refugees.

JUSTIN S. MORRILL. 


Vermont’s Octogenarian Senator 


Pas:ing Away in Washington. 


Senator Justin S. Morrill, of Vermont, 
contracted a slight cold in Washington 
about ten days ago. Despite this, how- 
ever, went to the Senate Chamber 
levery day, the 10th inst., the day of the 
blizzard. This exposure changed his case 
jinto an atiack of acute pulmonary con- 
gestion from which he cannot recover, 
He is now the oldest member of the Sen-

Justin S. Morrill, who took his seat as 

United Sta‘es Senator March 4, 1867, and 
has four times been re-elected to the same 
position, was born at Strafford, Vermont, 
April 14, 1510. His present residence is 
at the same place. He received an acade- 
mie education, bu! preferring business to 
professional life, followed the occupation 
of merchant fora time. Subsequently he 
| gave his attention to agriculture. 
| In 1855 he was elecied to the House of 
| Representatives at Washington, of which 
}he continued a member until 1867. Dur- 
ling a great part of that long period he was 
|Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
He took a leading part in the 
|financial and economical of 
jthe period, and was the father of the 
|tariff bill in 1861. Senator Morrill con- 
tinues to be an earnest protectionist, He 
was elected to his present position in 
| 1866, and, as before stated, took his seat 
jin the Senate in March of the following 
lyear, Senator Morrill’s house in Wash- 
jington isan unpretentious and comforta- 
ble dwelling, in which he entertains in a 
| pleasant, old-fashioned way. 
Senator Morrill is in a position to write 
'a Forty Years’ View of the American 
| Congress, but unfortunately he will pass 
| away withoat producing sucha work as a 
| first hand portrait of a great era in Ameri- 
can history.

When I lost all my money and yet 
must live, I rented a room 14 by 16 feet, 
with heat, for $5 per month—not a very 
good room and not very well furnished, 
but comfortable and respectable, and 
there are plenty of them at that price. 
I bought an outfit as follows: An iron 

handy lamp, 75 cents; three seamless 
! 


pint tin cups, 15 cents; one do. quart, 
15 cents; one half gallon tin cup, with 
cover, 10 cents; three bowls, 15 
cents; cup and saucer, 10 cents; gallon 
glass oil can, 35 cents; oil, 15 cents; 
spoon, 10 cents; total outfit, $2. Then I 
bought one month’s provisions as fol- 
lows: Half bushel potatoes, 35 cents; 
ten pounds cornmeal, 20 cents; three 
pounds Graham flour, 15 cents; one 
pound ground coffee, 25 cents; eight 
pounds granulated sugar, 36 cents; one 
pound lard, 10 cents; ccarse salt, 5 cents; 
total for the month, $1.46. 

Iam a good, hearty eater, and am full 
fed and live well, and am thankful for 
it, but Icannot eat all of my month's 
provision. There is always a considera- 
ble amount over every month, and I live 
well too. In the morning I light my 
handy lamn. fill mv seamless pint tin 
cup with water, put a teaspoonful of 
ground coffee into it, put it over the 
lamp, and turn another tin cup, bottom 
upward, over it for a cover. In ten 
minutes there is a pint cup of good, hot 
coffee. While the coffee is boiling I put 
a little water into the half gallon cup, 
not more than one-eighth full, and then 
fill the quart tin cup about one-fourth 
full of cornmeal, add a little salt, then 
set this cup iato the half gallon cup, and 
fill up the quart cup full of water and 
stir up the meal well. Jam in the han- 
dle of the quart cup so that it will go 
into the larger cup. As soon as the cof- 
fee comes off set the mush on the lamp. 
Stir it occasionally, and when it thickens 
and fills up the cup take it off. 

I buy a loaf of bread for four cents | 
for Sunday, and melt a little lard and} 
salt for gravy. and I live well and have} 
plenty to eat. Many others in this city, | 
gaunt and half starved, can live well in | 
this way.—John Howard in Washington 
Post. 


Auction Parties. 

Auction parties are something of a} 
novelty. On entering the guest is pro- | 
vided with the means to purchase—little | 
bags filled with beans, every bean tak- } 
ing to itself a dollar value. The “‘lots” 
are carefully concealed from view, and 
are being put in boxes and tied up in 
yaricolored tissue paper. It is not safe 
to trust to bulky appearance, as often 
the most promising parcel reveals an in- 
significant result. Some of the pur- 
chases are dainty trifles, many absurdi- 
ties and jokes.

THE NEBRASKA MUDDLE 


Brought to an End Through the Action 
| of the Supreme Court. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 17.—The supreme 
court yesterday called up the case of the 
state ex rel Thayer vs James E. Boyd, and 
on motion of Governor Boyd’s counsel con- 
firmed judgment and dismissed the case 
at Thayer's costs. This practically ends 
the case. The court might allowit to be 
| reinstated, but no steps have been taken 
| in the matter of applying for such a_pro-

On 
her knees she begged for mercy, and noise 
at their front gate of the house caused 
Dillon to leave, she says. 

Dillon disappeared after the shooting. 
A large number of citizens scoured the 
country, but he could not be found. The 
search was given up late last night, but 
was resumed today. 

Dillon is of good reputation, and is well 
todo. It is doubtful if Mrs. Gallagher 
can recover.

GUEST OF HIBERNIANS. 


Senator Hill Speake at a St. Patrick's 
Day Banquet at Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, March 18.--Last evening Sen- 
ator Hill and his party were the guests of 
the Hibernian society at the St. Patrick’s 
day banquet at the Opera house. One hun- 
dred and fifty persons were seated at the 
tables and 500 people were admitted to the 
galleries at the beginning of the speaking.

If he cannot, it had 
better not be repeated before the commis- 
sioners, provided the city should vote to 
purchase the works. 

There has been too much of loose, ir- 
responsible talk on this subject. It was 
and is, only a business matter. Whether 
we like or do not like the individual men- 
bers of the company, is not of consequence, 
Whether we think they may dispose of 
their property to advantage or disadvan- 
tage, has no bearing uponit. The city as 
a whole, is concerned only with these 
simple propositions: First, is it advisable 
for the city to own its own water works ? 
Second, if the city should own them, will 
it be better to purchase when they must be 
comparatively cheap, or shall we wait until 
they will be comparatively dear ? 

No sane man supposes the Mayor would 
or could, under the order, make a bargain 
or fix a price to be paid. Th» completion 
of the transaction to which the vote of the 
Council is preliminary, will be at public 
hearings and not in some private office. 

The people of Quincy, the voters of 
Quincy, upon whom the responsibility rests, 
are to decide a very important public 
matter. If they vote to purchase, they will 
put our city into line with most all the 
cities of the country, and on the plane of 
public service upon which the most 
enlightened communities stand. 


Ee wey pee wtbhly, —-+ be deme we wlicaptly 
now, as it might have been ten years ago, 
but there are reasons for congratulation, 
in the fact that we can begin our municipal 
service with a plant proven last year to be 
well constructed, of good material; with 
water not bad—only not first rate—but with 
water that can be easily purified. There is 
reason to think that Braintree will exercise 
the power she has as a town, to prevent the 
pollution of the water of her neighbor. 
There is reason to congratulate ourselves 
that the mains now laid will not need to be 
taken up for many years, for those 
knowing the secret history of the action of 
the city for the last two years, know that 
the condition of the plant had nothing to 
do with it, 

We may be sure the men who buy our 
four per cent. bonds, will gladly pay a 
premium for them, because the works will 
not need renewal or repair as has been pre- 
dicted. I would not have the city pur- 
chase a plant in the last stages of decay. 
I want the city to get what it pays for and 
to make the best possible appeal before the 
commissioners. The condition of the 
works will be shown and described by men 
who know what they are examining and 
who will be the experts of the commission, 
which will be able to tell the true from the 
false, if false testimony is put in. 

We may expect to be fairly treated, more 
than that we have no right to ask; less 
than that would be beneath the dignity of 
a commission to accord us. ADAMS.

€1.590, yet it is pretty and of sufficient size 
toxatisfy people in moderate circumstances, 
It is adapted to a regular sized city lot or 
can be built upon a larger space if so de 
sired. The bay window and parlor in the 
first story and the pretty open balcony in 
the second story are the principal attrac 
tion of the front 

The house is two full stories in height, 
With an attic in the roof. The foundations 
are of hard brick laid in cement. The 
first story is 10 feet high and the second 
story 9 feet From the front porch a 
wide door opens into a good sized hall, 
which contains the staircase that leads to 
the rooms in the second story, and a ward 
robe or coal closet for the hall. In the op 
posite corner of the parlor isa fireplace, 
the breast of the chimney forming a splay 
across the corner. which completes the 
symmetrical octagonal appearance of the 
room.

TESTS IN PROSPECT 


As to the Constitutionality ot 
the Reciprocity Clause- 


THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE 


President Harrison Eager to Have It 
Settled—Contest Over Confirmation ot 
Circuit Judges Ended—Stringent Anti- 


Chinese Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—It is probable 
that the president’s proclamation reim- 
posing duties on certain imports from 
Venezuela, Hayti and Colombia will lead 
again to a test of the validity of the recip- 
rocity clause in the McKinley bill. The 
proclamation opeus the way for the direct 
question to be brought before the court, 
and it will be the policy of those -inter- 
ested in discrediting the McKinley act to 
avail themselves of the opportunity. Speak- 
ing of the proclamation Representative 
Turner, the lawyer member of the ways 
and means committee, said: 

“The restoration of duties on coffee and 
other commodities from Venezuela, Hayti 
and Colombia wil! greatly disturb our 
trade with those conntries, and will oper- 
ate as a hardship upon Americans en- 
gaged in that trade. The question of the 
constitutionality of the law under which 
the proclamation wes made may be tested 
in the courts. The question presented 
wonld be very different from that recently 
decided by the supreme court. 

“The claim set up in this recent case 
was that the whole bill was rendered in- 
valid by the presence of this clause in the 
bill, but the validity of the ciause itself 
was not tested. Now, any importer 1m- 
porting coffee from Veneznela, and being 
reqttired to psy duty on the import, may 
contest the validity of this levy of duty 
imposed merely by an executive proclama- 
tion, and not applicable to similarimports 
from other conntries. He may take the

THE PRESIDENT IMPATIENT. 


He Wants the Behring Sea Trouble Set- 
tled as Soon as Possible. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The president’s 
attitude on the Behring sea question will 
assume aggressive phases very 
shortly if the British government does not 
give him some satisfactory assurance in 
regard to the protection of the seal fisher- 
ies. Sir Julian Pauncefote has informed 
the department of state that he expects a 
reply to the president’s last letter within 
forty-eight hours. Should it be unfavorable 
the president wili probably send in a spe- 
cial message, which will call for decisive 
measures at once. 

The president’s desire for speedy action 
is due to the fact that itis essential that 
our government should know promptly 
whether Great Britain will co-operate in 
keeping the poachers out of Behring sea.

ABSOLUTE EXCLUSION 


Proposed in a New Bill Directed Against 
the Chinese, 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—An effort will 
be made to secure the passage in the house 
of another anti-Chinese bill, more restrict- 
ive in its provisions than any of the meas- 
ures now on the statute book. Th; 
Geary bill, reported by the house commit- 
tee on foreign affairs. This measure 
seeks to keep out,practically,all Chinese— 
merchants and professional men, as well 
as laborers. Diplomatic representatives 
and their retinue of servants, anda few 
others who may be permitted under license 
totravelin this country and to exhibit 
Chinese productions, are the only persons 
who, under the terms of the bill, are to be 
permitted to enter the United States. The 
bill proposes to exclude hereafter those 
Chinamen now resident in the United 
States who may leave and then ask to re- 
turn. There is a minority of the commit- 
tee opposed to the measure, as in contra- 
vention of existing treaty stipulations.

CLEVELAND'S CONSENT 


fo Stand for the Nomination Was ucwn 
Under Great Pressure. 


New York, March 18.—The Telegram 
states that ex-President Cleveland re- 
cently wrote a letter declaring that he 
would not allow hi:self to be put in nom- 
ination. This letter was writtenin vig- 
orous language. Mr. Cleveland penned 
\t without the knowled ge of his political 
friend. He intended to make the letter 
public through the Associated Press, but 
onthe very day it was to be published, 
Mr. Cleveland sent for one of the leader’s 
nost trusted friends. To this gentleman 
Mr. Cleveland confessed that he was sick 
of the littleness and bickerings and insults 
that daily infringe upon his private life; 
that he had not lifted so much as his little 
finger to secure a nomination; that noth- 
ing would induce him to enter the race. 

Mr. Cleveland’s friend induced him to 
promise that the letter would not be given 
tothe Associated Press for twenty-four 
Word was sent to several level- 
headed Cleveland men, and a council was 
hurriedly held. Mr. Cleveland spoke with 
great feeling at this council, but he was 
at last persuaded to withdraw the letter. 


TO ARGUE ON SILVER. 


Joint Debate Between Bartine and Har- 
ter Likely to Occur. 

WASHINGTON, March 18. —The suggestion 
that Mr. Harter of Ohio and Mr. Bland of 
Missouri, the leaders on the two extremes 
on the silver question, should be brought 
together and allowed to fight it out, has 
taken a practical form, organizations in 
both Philadelphia and New York having 
proposed a joint debate between the two 
gentlemen on the silver question. Mr. 


Bland’s health has been poor and, while 


agreeing with the suggestion fora joint 
debate, he asked to be personally excused, 
and suggested Representative Bartine of 
Nevada as a member well qualified to pre- 
sent free coinage views. 

Mr. Harter said he was willing to be one 
of the debaters. Mr. Bartine said it would 
not be convenient for him to leave Wash- 
ington until after the special silver bill 
order of the house for next week is dis- 
posed of.

Boston, March 18.—The finance com- 
mittee reported a bill which includes an 
appropriation of $18,750 for the represen- 
tatives and $3000 for the senators for tray- 
eling expenses under the anti-free pass 
bill, or $21,750 in all.

Mr. Grannis’ Peculiar Land Title. 
Some months since the title to the 
north side addition to the town of Ham- 


mond, in Lake county, Ind., one of Chi- | 


cago’s suburbs, came into question. The 
matter was carried into the courts, and 
there it was shown that the land in 
which the piece the title to which was 
in question, being the northwest quarter 
of the southeast quarter of section 
twenty-five,township thirty-seven, range 
ten, had in 1855 been by patent granted 
toS. 8S. Grannis. There was a record of 
the sale of the lands in 1857 by oneS. W. 
Grannis, but no record of any sale by 
S. S. Grannis, or purchase by S. W. 
Grannis. So the judge held the title to 
the land to be stillin S.S. Grannis. A 
search to find S. S. Grannis was then in- 
stituted, and resulted in the location of 
one bearing that name in Sidney S. 
Grannis, a leading and respected citizen 
of Red Wing, Minn. 

Now it happened that Mr. Grannis 
last summer had just completed a genea- 
logical record of his family, tracing it 
back to the time when the ancestors first 
came to this country, and as another 
curious coincidence the initials “S, §.” 
occur in no other name im the whole list 
than in that of his. “S. W.” is there. 
Mr. Grannis says he feels certain that 
the S. S. Grannis referred to is himself, 
and he accounts for the land being in 
his name in this way: Early in the fifties 
one Clark Tillinghast, for whom he had 
been working in New York state, wert 
to Chicago. He was a bankrupt, and 
being unable to hold land in his name 
Mr. Grannis believes he acquired it in 
his (Grannis’) name, knowing that, in 
case he should ever be in position to use 
it, Mr. Grannis would quitclaim it to 
him.—Cor.

CLEVELAND AND HILL 


How Their Chances are Viewed 
by Washington Men. 


MR, NETTLETON'S WARNING 


That inimieration Laws Must Be Faith- 
fully Carried Out—Consular and Dip- 
lomatic Appropriation Bill Cut Down. 


Bill of Interest to Seamen. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The journey 
of Hill through the south is being 
watched with critical attention by the 
Democratic leaders in both houses of con- 
gress. There are too many aspiring presi- 
dential possibilities to prevent a certain 
degree of rivalry and antagonism and this, 
from this time gnward to the convention, 
will increase among the champions of the 
other candidates, Senators Carlisle, Vilas 
and Vest continue to keep up a brisk op- 
position to the Hill movement and have 
lost no time in meeting it at every point. 

The bringing forward of Carlisle by the 
Kentuckians is tokeep that delegation 
from getting caught in the drag-net of 
the Hill managers,gvyhich is now being 
used to haul in the Lelezates in that sec- 
tion. Senator Vilas insists that he will 
be able to hold the northwestern dele- 
gates in line against Hill, and he claims 
them for Cleveland. Senator Vest is 
counting upon keeping the delegates from 
Missouri and the adjacent states on the 
south and west out of the Hill ranks. The 
supporters of ex-President Cleveland place 
their main reliance upon the delegates 
from New England and the northwest, 
and in the following of Carlisle, Boies, 
Palmer and Gray. 

The objective point of the Hill forces is 
to secure a majority of the delegates by 
direct support or combinations in order 
to secure control of the organization of 
the convention. For this purpose they 
will require 451 votes. This, they claim, 
they will be able to get. The contest 
which is now being carried on within the 
Democratic ranks is a desperate struggle 
for advantage of position between the Hill 
and the Cleveland forces. 


AIMED AT MUTINEERS. 


Bill Proposing Energetic Measures In- 
troduced by Senator Frye. 
WASHINGTON, March 19.—Senator Frye 
introduced a bill for the punishment of 
offerses on the high seas, It provides for 


the punishment by a fine not exceeding | 


$1000 or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year or both, of any person not a mem- 
ber of a crew of an American vessel, within 
the admiralty jurisdiction of the United 
States and out of the jurisdiction of any 
particular state, who shall create any riot 
or disorder or commit any breach of the 
peace, or resist the crew in the perform- 
ance of the demands of the officers of a 
vessel. 

Provision is alsa nade for the punish- 
ment by a fine not exceeding $1000 or by 
imprisonment at hard labor not exceeding 
two years of any person not a member of 
the crew whe shall strike, injure or com- 
mit an assault upon any other person on a 
vessel out of the jurisdiction of the sev- 
— | Adee bnew ete, out m@Ouittaley 
jurisdiction of the United States. The 
statutes in regard to mutiny on shipboard 
are so amended as to provide forthe pun- 
ishment of persons other than the crew 
who muy iucite or attempt to incite 
mutiny on any American vessel on the 
high seas. 


REDUCING EXPENSES. 


Items of Interest in the Bill Regarding 
Diplomats and Consuls. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The house 
committee on foreiggn affairs has com- 
pleted consideratian of the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill. and it will be 
reported to the house early next week. 
The bill appropriates $1,514,285, against 
more than $1,800,000 in the bill of the cur- 
rent year. A part of the saving is due to 
the fact that the committee did not pro- 
vide for the Burean of American Repub- 
lics and other outgrowths of the Pan- 
Americau conference, these being referred 
to the regular appropriations committee. 

The committee consolidated the mission 
to Peru with that of Bolivia and that to 
Colombia with that to Ecuador, $10,000 
being the salary fixed. Guatemala and 
Honduras, now one mission, have been 
divided, and Guatemala united to Ven- 
ezuela at $7500, aud Honduras joined to 
the mission to Nicaragua, Costa Rica and 
Salvador. The Danish mission was joined 
to that of Sweden and Norway and the 
salary left at $7500. The appropriations 
for many consulates were reduced. 


IMMIGRATION EVILS. 


Treasury Department Gives Pointers for 
Agents to Consider. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Acting Secre- 
tary Nettleton has written a letter to 
Colonel Webber, commissioner of immi- 
gration at New York, prohibiting the 
landing of destitute immigrants upon the 
simple assurance of certain charitable 
associations that such immigrants 
should not become a public charge, was in 
violation of the plain spirit and meaning 
of General Nettleton’s letter of Dec. 7, dis- 
continuing the landing of destitute immi- 
grants upon bonds; except when author- 
ized by the department. 

Colonel Webber claimed that he acted 
under authority of aletter from the su- 
perintendent of immigration, dated Dec. 
General Nettleton, however, de- 
clares the superintendent’s letter was un- 
authorized, and says: “Whenever an im- 
migrant is found upon inspection to be 
likely to become a public charge, you will 
not land him because of any written ot 
oral assurances of any person or society 
except upon distinct written authoriza- 
tion from the secretary of the treasury.”

HORSE THIEF RETURNED 


By Lawrence Officers, After Some Par- 
leying with New Bruaswick Toughs. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., March 21,—District 
Police Officer Batchelder arrived here 
qeteniar night with Osgood Sawyer, alias 

oney Sawyer, whom he secured at 
Calais, Me. Sawyer was indicted in 1890 
for the larceny of a horse and buggy from 
John F. Crouse of Methuen. After the 
robbery, Officer Batchelder placed Sawyer 
in St. Stephens, N. B., and it was ascer- 
tained that Sawyer’s home was just across 
the river in Calais, and that he frequently 
entered there. 

Deputy Sheriff Foster a week ago Satur- 
day bagged the thief in Calais. Officer 
Batchelder secured requisition papers to 
bring Sawyer here, and last Thursday de- 
parted for Calais. Friday evening, accom- 
panied by his prisoner, he started on his 
return on the railroad route which leads 
through New Brunswick, Sawyer having 
agreed to go by that route in preference to 
taking a forty-eight mile carriage ride 
over the Maine roads. 

At the depot in St. Stephen’s a crowd of 
Sawyer’s drunken friends gathered about 
the officer and his prisoner, disputing the 
former’s right to hold Sawyer in New 
Brunswick. Were it rot for the presence 
of Deputy Sheriff rower and th triun 
conductor serivus trouble would have 
occurred. 

As it was, the officer got his prisoner 
on the train and securely handcuffed him 
to himself. Part of the Sawyer gang also 
boarded the train and threatened to res- 
cue Sawyer before the Maine line was 
reached. No further attempts at rescue 
were made, however. 


THE FIRE AT NEW HAVEN. 


The Cause Still Unknown—Damages Not 
Yet Estimated. 


New HAVEN, March 20.—The cause of 


the firein the Union depot here Saturday 


night has not been ascertained. The railroad 
people could not up to last night, giveany 
idea as tothe extent of the damage.

Lost AN ARM, 


Timothy Sheehan, # Quarry man, Serlously 
Injured at Qui..cy Depot. 


Timothy Sheehan met with a serious, if 
not fatal, accident at the Quincy depot 
Saturday night He came from West 
Quincy to take the 9.16 inward train, and 
arriving a few moments before it was due 
he waited in the depot on the outward 
track side talking to a friend, -While thus 
engaged, be heard the train coming, rushed 
out and attempted to cross the track in 
front of the engine, 

The train was too near and before he 
could stop he was struck by the engine and 
thrown face downward between the out- 
ward and inward tracks, his left arm being 
over the rail. The engine passed over the 
arm just above the elbow, crushing it in 
such a mapner that it hung by a thread, 
He was also injured somewhat about the 
head. 

The ambulence was called and he was 
taken to the City Hospital. 

Mr. Sheehan is about 40 years old and 
unmarried and was employed as a quarry- 
man by C. H. Hardwick & Sons. 

A number of narrow escapes from seri- 
ous if not fatal accidents bave occurred at 
this depot within the past few weeks, being 
prevented only by the prompt action of 
Officer McKay and the other employes at 
the depot, and it seems strange that people 
will rush across the tracks in front of ap- 
proaching trains when a misstep might 
cost them their life. It is better to wait a 
moment and cross after the train has come 
to a stop. 

An inquiry at the Hospital this noon 


found the injured man comfortable and he 
will probavly rccovor,

PURCHASE OPPOSED. 


The Vote of the National League 
Twenty to Six 


ON THE WATER QUESTION. 


The Lengthy Arguments of Mr. Cahill 
Given in Full, and a Very Good Report 
of the Speeches that Followed—Favor 
Amending Act of 1891. 


The third and final act of the water 
debate was presented before a large gather- 
ing at the hall of the Irish National League 
on Sunday evening. Among the promin- 
ent citizens present were noticed: Coun- 
cilmen Powers and Fallon, ex-Councilmen 
Shea, Joun J. Byron, Mr. William HH. 
Sampson, Jr., Mr. George H. Field, Mr. 
John A. Me Donald, Mr. Warren Rideout, 
Mr. Henry Mc Grath and Officer Litchfield. 
During the absence of Vice-President Raf- 


ferty, Mr. James Collins occupied the 
chair, while Mr George Cahill was debat- 
ing. 

George Cahill 
said: 


The gentleman who opened this debate 
in the atti: malive made the statement that 


tree: the Water Company won't apply 
them, but the city of Quincy can. 

It doesn’t matter whether the owners of 
the Water Company live in Quincy or not, 
wherever they live the Legislature wiil 
guard their rights, If the city owns the 
water works it will extend the mains, en- 
large the pipes and purify the water. If 
the city does not vote to buy the company 
will go to the legislature to enlarge its 
eapital stock, and they will have foran ar- 
gument that the city does not want to buy. 

Councilman Powers 
Was next called upon and said: ‘‘I be- 
lieve that a price should be fixed before the 
people vote. In regard to the size of the 
pipes, I think that Mr. Cavanagh must 
have been mistaken. Engineer Jackson 
of Boston thought the mains too small, 
and thought it would cost over $300,000 to 
duplicate the works. Every time we have 
a large fire in West Quincy, we can get no 
water from our faucets if the hydrant is 
used. Mr, Cavanagh bas stated that noth- 
ing less than a two iuch pipe has been laid 
on our streets, but on Hall street there is 
}a one and one-half inch pipe leading from 
lasix toa six irch pipe. I believe that 
there is yet a chance to get a new charter. 
When we appeared before the Legislature 
the last time, the committee reported favor- 
ably the first time, and I believe if a 
change had not been made in the bill it 
would have gone through all right.”’

stock. I quoted this statement. as an argu- 
ment against the purchase. Some persons 
have tle impression that the language was 
mine, I mention this as [donot wish to 
be misunderstood. 

The vascillating action of the City Coun- 
cil on this question has been severely com- 
mented upon by many of our citizens 
The members were almost unanimous at 
one time «gainst the purchase; at present 
a large majority of that be dy are in favor 
of buying on the terms dictated by the cor- 
poration. ‘The reason given tor this ac- 
tion, that the city has no otber resource, is 
a mere subterfuge, and the taciics pursued 
in the Council prove the insincerity of the 
advocates of the parchase. 

It is said that the corporation was never 
properly approached regardirg the pur- 
chase. Two Committees waited on the 
Directors, the only answer was, ‘ When 
you vote to purchase the works, we will 
consult the steckholders.”  ** Will you 
walk into my parler?” said the spider to 
the fly, It bas been said that when our 
band was in the lion’s mouth we should 
get it out as best we could; we had much 
better keep our hand out of the mouth of 
tbis corpora'ion while we can. 


It was stated that the City would save 
$16,000 annually in interest, if we pur- 
chase the property. The absurdity of this 
proposition is so self evident, it hardly 
needs contradiction. When we buy the 
works, we must assume the bonds, which 
have been made for 20 or 30 years. Bond- 
holders are not generally willing to sur- 
render 6 per cent. bonds, which the gentle- 
man stated as the rate of interest paid, 
from a feeling of sentiment, in the present 
etere of the maney market The interest 
on the bonds must be paid, purchase or no 
purchase, 

Some members of the Counci] speak very 
positively of the action that will be taken 
by the company and by the commissioners, 
when the price is under consideration. 
Where do these gentlemen get their 
inspiration? An Irish judge, in a celebra- 
ted case, in charging the jury, alluded to 
the advocate for the prisioners, as “the 
counse! for the other side.’’ Some of our 
citizens imagine that the Council are of 
counsel for the other side on this question. 

It is significant that so few of the original 
corporators, hold any stock in the 
company. If it is to be of such infinite 
service to the city, why did they not invest 
in the plant and reap a share in the profits. 
They want the city to buy something they 
would not risk as individuals. 

The gentleman who opened the debate 
was earnest in his opinion that the award 
of Commissioners would be within $400,- 
000 but he can give no guarantee that it 
will not be $700,000. The company claim 
that it paid in $250,000 in stock, $312.000 
in debt, which makes their claims $562,000, 
then comes the value of the franchise, 
which must be taken into account. 


All those who favor the purchase, are 


1 think that Quincy water is fully as good 
as the Boston or Brockton water. There 
is only one way to own your water works, 
and that is to bdy them out. The longer 
you let this purchase go, the dearer you 
will have to pay for the works in the end.

Began the closing argument for the nega- 

tive. He said: ‘‘I am sure that the 

people will take notice of what has been 

said here tonight. It is not a question of 


positive that the Legislature will never] Party or politics, but a question of which 


repeal the condition inserted in the 
act of 1891. This is a regular parrot cry 
by the friends of the company. Who has 
given these people any such assurance? I 
cannot conceive that a Massachusetts Legis- 
lature will compel the City of Quincy to 
submit to injustice from a Corporotion. 

The silly argument advanced, that the 
legislature has not power to repeal, or 
amend the act of 1891, needs no refutation. 
I believe that the citizens of Quincy need 
only to have the question fairly and clearly 
set before them to canse the rejection of 
the proposition to purchase the works, by 
a large majority. 

Here is a property, the capital stock of 
which is claimed to be worth $250,000; a 
plant, which the corporation certifies cost 
$502,350.06 for sale. The gentleman who 
urges the citizens of Quiney to purchase, 
states that the shares cost nothing, and 
that any contractor would build the works 
for $242,000; a property that the owners 
are willing to sell, but will not fix a price 
notil the city plac es itself in the power of 
the corporation, ‘puts its hand in the lion's 
meuth.” 

I hope, and believe that the citizens of 
Quincy will not give the sanctiou of their 
votes to such an act of supreme folly. 


Cornelius Moynihan, 
In the affirmative, said:—‘‘I believe as 
heretofore that the city should purchase 
the works, as I do not believe in paying 
from seven to ten thousand dollars for 
water. When we pay for a hydrant we 
pay $35 for it, and $35 every year whether 
we use jt or not, and therefore I do not be- 
lieve in paying fabulous prices.” 
The question was then thrown open for 
general debate, and the president called on 
Mr. John J. Byron. 


Jobn J. Byron 
said he was still of the same opinion, 
namely, that the city should own its own 
water works. He believed that three com- 
missioners would do justice to both parties, 
The complaint of bad water, weak pipes, 
etc., will be duly examined by the com- 
missioners. If there was a probability, or 
a possibility of getting an independent sup- 
ply he would be in favor of it. There are 
remedies for the piggeries and other nuis- 
ances around the water supply in Brain- 


will be of the best interest to the City of 
Quincy. There has been great stress laid 
by some gentlemen, that the citizens 
want to buy these works for almost noth- 
ing, but everyone is in favor of paying the 
company every cent t@ey have laid out. 

It seems to me that the present City 
Council is in favor of buying out the works 
at any cost. Iam opposed to the circum- 
stances under which we are to purchase 
them. Every citizen should weigh the 
question well, and if he thinks that we 
have taken advantage of every resource to 
get an independent water supply, he should 
vote yes, but if he thinks that we have not 
used every resource he should vote no.” 

John Cavanagh 
said that if the city owned its works it 
could first, furnish to the citizens purer 
water than the company will furnish. 

Secondly, that the city will extend its 
pipes wherever the income will amount to 
4 per cent. of the outlay; whereas the com- 
pany will not extend the pipes beyond 
where the income will not amount to 12 
per cent. of the outlay.

BERLIN, March 21.—The monument 
which it is proposed to erect to mark the 
spot which General Blucher crossed the 
Rhine in his march to assist Wellington 
to overthrow Napoleon the Great, will be 
in the shape of a statute of Blucher. The 
work is being executed by Professor 
Schaefer of Berlin.

LOOKS MORE SERIOUS. 


Strike on Canadian Pacific Still Alarm- 
ming and Busfness is Threatened. 


WINNIPEG, Man., March 21.—The strike 
situation on the Canadian Pacific looked 
More serious last night. Trouble exists 
on the Pacific division to Vancouver as 
Well as on the western division from Fort 
William to Dorald. The conductors and 
trainmen of the Pacific division made 
practically the same demand for increased 
| Pay as those of the western division. The 
| company did not grant the demand, but 
ordered all the conductors on the Pacific 
division to give a pledge of loyalty to the 

tompany, on pain of dismissal, As a re 
sult of this order nearly all the trainmen 
on the Pacific division refused to go to 
work, and since Tuesday last all trains 
have been run by superintendents and 
other officials of the road as conductors 
and brakemen. 

The situation in Wi innipeg is more 
strained, owing to the arrival of Chief 
Clark of the Order of Conductors. It is 
reported that Clark comes with a capital 
of $150,000, which is to be expended, if 
necessary, in securing a victory for the 
trainmen. Saturday through passenger 
trains were from six to ten hours behind 
time, and all branch line trains were can- 
celled. The effect of the strike is already 
being felt in business circles, many cars 
of freight being side-tracked between here 
and Fort Williams and east of there. The 
flour mills at Rat Portage and Winnipeg 
will be compelled to shut down if the 
blockade is not raised, owing to a scarcity 
of cars for wheat and flour.

Nature of His Communication 
Withheld for the Present. 


BUSY WEEK FOR CONGLESS,

The Many Measures Calling for Consid- 
sideration—Congressman Andrew Out 


with His Bill for Submission to the 


House—General News [rom the Capitol. 


WaAstINGTON, March 21.—Lord Salisbury 
has sent a communication to this govern- 
ment in reply to the note of Acting Secre- 


questing a renewal of the modus vivendi 
for the protection of seal life in Behring 
sea during the coming season. The com- 
munic«tion was received yesterday by Mr. 
Wharton, through Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the British minister at Washington. The 
acting secretary took it over tothe White 
House and submitted it to the president. 
Mr. Wharton declined to indicate the 
nature of Lord Salisbury’s reply. 


MUCH TO DO. 


The Present Will Be a Busy Weck in 
the Senate and House. 


WASHINGTON, March 21. —-It is probable 
that the army appropriation bill will be 
called up today in the house, and that its 
consideration will consume the whole day. 

Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
are set apart for the consideration of the 
Bland silver bill. A great many members 
desire to speak on the silver question, and 
an effort has been made to reach an agree- 
ment between the friends and the oppon- 
ents of free coinage to provide that the de- 
bate and consideration of the bill by para- 
graph shall run the whole of the week. 
No understanding has yet been reached, 
however, as the slver men want the agree- 
ment to include «4 stipulation that a vote 
shall be taken atthe endof the week with- 
outindulgence in filibustering tactics, but 
the anti-free coinage Democrats are not,asa 
body, willing to bind themselves in this 
particular. Some of the opponents of the 
bill discourage filibustering,but others be- 
lieve they should use every proper means 
within their reach to defeat it. 

In the senate the Indian appropriation 
bill isto be taken uptoday. The West 
Virginia direct tax bill is the special order 
for Tuesday, and when this bill is dis- 
posed of the senate will consider the Mis- 
sissippi river and Columbia river improve- 
ment bills, involving an aggregate appro- 
priation of about $18,000,000. The most 
interesting proceedings of the senate, 
however, are expected to occur in execu: 
tive session. The Behring sea arbitration 
treaty is pending and action upon it will 
doubtless be taken as soon as possible. But 
the senate has been much agitated during 
the last few days over the Russian extra- 
dition treaty. This precedes the Behring 
sea treaty on the calendar of executive 
business, and promises to give rise to 
much more discussion. Strong opposition 
has deveioped to that clause of the treaty 
which relates to extradition of persons 
charged with capital offenses. 

It is understood to be substantially

THE REPORT COMPLETED 


And Congressman Andrew Will Submit 
His Bill to the House at Once. 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—Representa- 
tive Andrew of Boston has completed his 


report upon his bill “to exclude political | the fishery 


influence inthe employment of laborers 
under the authority of the United States,” 
and wil] submit it to the house today. The 
bill will affect some 21,000 employes in 
various departments, and will require that 
henceforth they shall be appointed or em- 
ployed without regard to political consid- 
erations. The report states that the only 
purpose of the billis to compel appoint- 
ment of properly qualified men in the 
order of their applications. The bill does 
not require competitive examination of 
laborers, nor subject them to any schol- 
astic test. Theframing of the rules by 
which they are to be appointed or 
employed is left to the discretion of the 
civil service commission, but it is intended 
that these rules shall simply provide for 
proper evidence of the physical fitness and 
the good character of applicants. All 
that is to be required beyond this is the 
registration of applicants in the order of 
their applications. ‘The labor imposed 
upon appointing officers under the new 
system ought to be even less than at pres- 
ent. The bill permits the civil service 
commission, with the approval of the 
president, to provide simple test for tech- 
nical skill where it is acquired. The com- 
mission is also authorized to permit em- 
ployment without any system of registra- 
tion and at the discretion of the employiug 
officers where the exigencies of the service 
seem to require it. 


WORK NEARLY FINISHED 


Sub-Committee of Senate Finance Com- 
mittee Soon to Report. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the senate finance committee, 
which have been for some months prose- 
cuting an inquiry into the effect of tariffs, 
past and present, upon wages and cost of 
living, ure nearing the end of their labors. 
The tangible result of the investigation 
will bean exhaustive compilation of fig- 
ures,comprising in all nearly 5,000,000 quo- 
tations, covering all parts of the country, 
and extending over a period co-incident 
with the existence of the tariff. 

The figures used in the report were ob- 
tained bypersonal inquiry by agents of 
the bureau of labor, operatingin seventy 
different cities scatvered all over the coun- 
try, and they represent in every instance 
actual cash transactions, not the state- 
ment of commercial or other reports. 

The sub-committee have practically con- 
clnded its inquiry, but before their report 
on this branch of the subject is concluded, 
they may visit several places of personal 
examination, but this is not certain. 


DID NOT SHOW ITS HEAD. 


Anarchism Absent, and a Peaceful Meet 
ing at Chicago. | 

CHICAGO, March 21.—Five hundred per 
sons, among thema large number of so- 
called anarchists and socialists, met at 
Battery D Saturday night to celebrate the 
anniversary of the Commune. Trouble 
was anticipated by the police and a force 
of 200 men was held in reserve at three 
different points within easy reach of the 
meeting. The speeches were of a mildly 
inflammatory character. 

The celebration was arranged by the 
Central Labor union and the Soctalists 
Publishing company, which is said to be 
another name for the Arbveiter Zcitung. 
Early in the proceedings the police stopped 
the sale of beer and the trouble which 
those had anticipated was probably 
averted by this move. Further than the 
distribution of a German paper called 
Freihite and a few uncompiiacuvary Te 
marks about the police, anarchy did not 
show its heal. Some ground existed for 
the belief that there would be an anar 
chist outbreak at the meeting. One day 
last week there was an announcement in 
The Arbeiter Zeitung that only three 
police officers would be allowed inside the 
hall. j 


NEW LATTER HOUSE OF ISRAEL 


Still Furnish Their Daily Quota of Sen: 
sutions at Detroit. 

Detroit, March 21.—The followers ot 
the new latter house of Israel, with Prince | 
Michael at their head,still continue to fur- 
nish their daily quota of sensations. There 
are windows in Prince Michael’s heaven, 
windows fvithout curtains and blinds, and 
it is not a difficult task to witness the pro | 
ceedings within the sacred dwelling from | 
the street or neighboring houses on ad 
street. 

Michael and his angels are chief offend 
ers. Residents on Smith avenue have the 
bathroom of the heaven in full view, pl 
they assert that the prince assumes the 
role of knignt of the bath when the angels 
are performing their ablutions.

Three Bills on Land Tenure Reported | 
in the Senate—Other Matters, |

The special committee appointedy last 
year to consider the different systenis of 
land tenure, including the Torrens sys- 
tem, reporied three bills. The first pro- | 
vides that the record of a deed, lease, 
power of attorney or other instrument, 
duly acknowle ‘ged or proved in the tman- | 
ner provided by law, and purporting to 
affect the title to lands, shall be concln- 
sive evidence of the delivery of such in- | 
strument in favor of such purchasers, for 
value without notice, claiming thereun- | 
der. Thesecond is for protecting pur- | 


ing out of proceedings at law orin equity, 
and judgments and decrees hereafter ren- 
dered, unless notice of the same shall have 
been filed for record in the registry o/ | 
deeds for the county or district where the 
land lies, and in relation to the recording 
of such notices. The third bill provides | 
for the recording of notices of municipal 


lands to be affected. 

The committee on public health reported 
a bill providing that every town in the 
state, of more than 200 inhabitants, shall 
elect a board of health by ballot at the an- | 
nual town meeting orat a special meeting | 
called for the purpose. The board is to | 
consist of three members, for one, two and 
three years respectively. Smaller towns 
“may” elect such a board, and if they do | 
not. the sclectmen shall act as such a 
board. 
The committee on judiciary reported a 
bill extending the provision of chapter 53 | 
of the public statntesto the selectmen of 
towns. The section amended relates to 
the regulation and control of street bancs 
and hand-organs.

The Views of Chief Engineer Ripley on 
This Subject. 

Quincy should unquestionably have more 
hydrants for fire service and the mains 
should be extended.

Ceneral Von Caprivi. 


Successor of Bismark Resigns 
on the Education Bill. 


Alarmed at the certainty that Reichstag 
would reject his pet scheme, the Educa- 
tion bill, Emperor William fails to sustain 
General Von Caprivi, and the Chancellor, 
who succeeded Bismark, has, therefore, 
resigned after two years’ possession of 
power. 

The fallen Chancellor, whose full name 
is George Leo von Caprivi de Capara de 
Montecuccolli, is a son of a judge of the 
Supreme Court, and was born in Berlin 
February 24th, 1831. In his eighteenth 
year he volunteered in the Kaiser Franz 
Grenadiers aud, during the campaign in 
Bohemia, in 1866, was made a Major and 
put on the General's staff of the First 
Army Corps. He won his fame during 
the Franco-Prussian war, serving bril- 
Jiantly as Chief of Staff of the Tenth Army 
Gorps at Metz and Orlenns, and the fol- 
lowing Loire campaigne, and in 1882 was 
appointed commander of the Thirteenth 
Infantry Corps. 

He\ was selected by Bismark to suc- 
ceed Admiral Stosch as Chief of the Min- 
istry of Marine in March, 1883. General 
von Caprivi paid much attention to the 
perfecting of torpedoes and torpedo boats 
during his Ministry, and also arranged a 
plan fora more rapid mobilization of the 
war vessels. He resigned about a year 
ago and was succeeded by Graf Ments. 
He wag made Commander of the Tenth 
Army Corps, stationed in Hanover, and 
received the order of the Black Eagle. He 
has made no name for himself in states- 
manship.

care is taken, and they are kept in stock 

for months, sometimes for years, to be 
{compared and recompared with instra- 
ments that are known to be trustworthy. 
But so much time cannot be spent over 
the comparatively cheap thermometers 
in common use, and these are made rap- 
idly, though always carefully. The 


method of manufacture has been so sys- | 


tematized within a few years that the 


vary m@ore than a fraction of a degree 
from the correct point. 

Whether the thermometer is 
| charged with mercury or alcohol; wheth- 
ler it is to be mounted ina 
wood, pressed tin or brass, the process 
is substantially the same. Mercury is 
generally used for scientific instruments, 
|} but most makers prefer alcohol, because 
it is cheaper. The alcohol is colored 
red with an aniline dye which does not 
fade. 

The thermometer maker buys his glass 
tubes in long strips from the glass fac- 
tories. The glassblower on the premises 
cuts these tubes to the proper lengths, 
and with his gas jet and blowpipe makes 
the bulb on the lower end. The bulbs 
are then filled with colored alcohol, and 
the tubes stand for twenty-four hours. 

On the following day another work- 
man holds each bulb in turn over a gas 
jet until the colored fluid, by its expan- 
sion, entirely fills the tube. It then 
goes back into the hands of the glass- 
blower. He closes the upper end and 
turns the tip backward to make the lit- 
tle glass hook which will help keep the 
tube in place in the frame. 

MARKING THE TUBES. 

The tubes now rest until some hun- 
dreds of them, perhaps thousands, are 
ready. Then the process of gauging be- 
gins. There are no marks whatever on 
the tube, and the first guide mark to be 
made is the freezing point, 32 degs. 
Fahrenheit. This is found by plunging 
the bulbs into melting snow. No other 
thermometer is needed fora guide, for 
melting snow gives invariably the exact 
freezing point. This is an unfailing test 
for any thermometer whose accuracy 
may be suspected. But melting snow is 
not always to be had, and a little ma- 
chine resembling a sausage grinder is 
brought into use. This machine shaves 
a block of ice into particles, which an- 
swer the purpose as well as snow. 

When the bulbs have been long enough 
in the melting snow a workman takes 
them one by one from their icy bath, 
seizing each so that his thumb nail 
marks the exact spot to which the fluid 
has fallen. Here he makes a scarcely 
perceptible mark upon the glass with a 
fine file, and goes on to the next. 

The tubes, with the freezing point 
marked on each, now gointo the hands 
| of another workman, who plunges them, 
| bulb down, into a filled with 

water kept constantly 64

temperature of the water is correct. 
Another tiny file scratch is put at 64. 
Then a third workman plunges the 
bulbs into another vessel of water kept 
lconstantly at 96. This is marked 
like the others, and the tube is now sup- 
plied with these guide marks, each 
82 degs. from the next. A small tab 
is then attached to each tube, on which 
its number is written—for, owing to un- 
| avoidable variations in the bore of the 
tube, each one varies slightly from the 
| others. 
MARKING THE CASES. 

With its individuality thus established 
the tube goes into the hands of a mark- 
er, who fits its bulb and hook into the 
frame it is to occupy, and makes slight 
scratches on the frame corresponding to 
the 32, 64 and 96 degree marks on the 
tube. The frame has a number corre- 
sponding with the number of the tube, 
and the tube is laid away ina rack amid 
thousands. 

The frame, whether it be wood, tin 
or brass, goes to the gauging room, 
where itis laid upon a steeply sloping 
table, exactly in the position marked for 
a thermometer of that size. The 32, 64 
and 96 degree marks must correspond 
with the marks upon the table. If they 
do not, the error in marking is detected 
and the frame is sent back for correc- 
tion. 

A long, straiy'1t bar of wood or metal 
extends diagor .tly across the table from 
the lower right hand corner to the upper 
left hand corner. On the right this 
works upon a pivot andon the left it 
rests in a ratchet, which lets it ascend 
or descend only one notch at a time. 
That notch marks the exact distance of 
2degs. With the three scratches already 
made for a basis the marker could hardly 
make a mistaké in the degrees if he tried. 

The marks made upon the frame or 
ease are all made by hand with a geo- 
metric pen and India ink if the frame is 
of wood, and with steel dies if it is of 
metal. The tube bearing the correspond- 
ing number is next attached to the frame, 
and the thermometer is ready for the 
market without further testing. Some 
makers use only two guide marks, but 
the best makers use three. 

In the process of manufacture the 
ordinary thermometer goes through the 
hands of nineteen workmen, half of 
whom are often girls and women. Some 
of the larger concerns in and near New 
York produce several hundred thousand 
instruments annually, and on every one 
of them the purchaser may see, if he 
looks closely, the tiny file scratch on the

Boston, March 22.—Mrs. Annie Powell 
aged 34, living at 18 Rockingham place 
Roxbury, is at the city hospital suffering 
from numerous wounds on the face ané 
head, alleged to have been inflicted by he. 
brother-in-law, John J. Brennan. She 
May not live. Her face was almost 
chopped to pieces, 1 keen-edged hatchet 
being the weapon used. 

According to Mrs. Powell’s version 
given to the police, Brennan, considerably 
the worse for liquor, entered tie house 
shortly bef»re 4 o’clock, went into the 
cellar and there met her as she was about 
to go up stairs with a hod of coal 

A hatchet used by one of the tenants 
lay on the floor, and Brennan, she says 
picked it up and approached her, demand 
ing a retraction of some statement she 
made, She was not cowed by his posses 
sion of the implement and the discussion 
waxed warmer. 

Brennan, she says, struck her over the 
head, felling ber to the floor, and he is al 
leged to have followed up the attack by 
striking her twice more the face 
while she was prostrate, each blow laying 
her cheek open to the bone. 

Mrs. Powell was not found until after 7 
o'clock, and ir the meantime she had lost 
a large amount of blood. She was taken 
to the hospita, and is in a precarious con 
aition. 

Brennan was found concealed in a house 
in Nawn court’ He was taken into cus 
tody and locked up, charged with assault 
and battery with a deadly weapon.

iTS QRIGIN A MYSTERY. 


Big Carriage Factory and Other Prop- 
erty Destroyed at Cambridge, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 22.—The peo 
ple of North Cambridge were awakened 
from their slambers early this morning by 
a fire, such as the city has not known for 
a great many years. The whole of Hen- 
derson Bros.’ immense carriage manufac- 
tory and repository, taking up nearly the 
entire block, bounded by North avenue, 
Hadley, Russell and Orchard streets,were 
burned to the ground, with the exception 
only of two small buildings, 

Besides this, several tenement houses on 
Hadley street, with their contents, were 
burned, and the police station and fire 
house of division 4 injured. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. 
Shortly after midnight Sargent iscock 
saw a lively blaze in a corner of Hender- 
son Bros.’ factory next to the station 
house, and immediately rang in an alarm. 

In a few minutes the whole side of the 
building was in flames, and a second,third 
and general alarm rapidly followed the 
first, and two alarms were sounded 
Somerville. The flames spread so rapidly 
that before the fire department could get 
to work the whole area of five acres of 
stureroom and twenty-two floors of car- 
riages was one bright flame, and adjacent 
dwelling houses were catching. 

At this bour (7 a. m.) sufficient contro) 
has heen gained of the fire to render a 
Bnreading of the flames improbable, but 
the original fire is still fiercely blazing. 

Henderson Bros. establishment con- 
sisted ofa brick block 150 by 70 feet, five 
stories high and crowded with carriages, 
two four-story frame buildings, each as 
large asthe brick block, four large two- 
story buildings used store house, a 
French roof stable and a_ small 
blacksmith shop. This last and one 
of the twy-story storehouses were 
the only buildings saved. Five dwellings 
were destroyed. 

There were over 1000 carriages in the 
whole plant, and several hundred sets of 
harnesses. Only about 100 of the vehicles 
were saved. 

Seventy-five to 100 hands were employed 
in the factory. 

The loss will reach over $300,000.

Whalen Murder Case May Go to the 
Jury by Tomorrow Afternoon. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., March 22. --The trial 
of William Coy, the murderer of Whalen, 
opened yesterday before Chief Justice 
Mason, and Justices Aldrich and Ham- 
mond.

The first witness was William F. Pal- 
mer of Otis, who bought grass on Wha- 
len’s farm Aug. 28, the day before the 
murder, giving in payment a_ silver 
watch. The watch found on Coy was 
shown witness and identified as the same 
one. 

Thomas Harrington of Otis gave Whalen 
a note for $100 the same day. Fred Web- 
ster of Weet Becket saw Whalen cash a 
note at the Lee National bank the next 
day. Charles S. Sargent, assistant teller 
of the Lee Savings bank,paid Whalen $111, 
the amount of his deposit, on Aug. 29. 

Milton T. Abbott, night watchman at 
Washington, testified regarding the move- 
ments of Coy and Whalen on the day of 
the murder. 

Counsel are of the opinion that the case 
will get to the jury Wednesday afternoon.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


County Commissioners Miss 
Passes—Committee Reports. 


Bostox, March 28.—The county com- 
missioners all over the state sent in a pe- 
tition for further compensation in view of 
the fact that they, by the recent law, had 
been deprived of their railroad passes. 
Mr. Tucker favored a suspension of the 
twelfth joint rule. Mr. Rosnosky and 
Mr. Mellen strongly opposed the suspen 
Sion. Onthe question of suspension (a 
four-fifths vote being necessary) the vote 
was 65 for suspension and 61 against. 

Mr. McNary moved to postpone un 
til Tuesday the against free 
wool,owing tothe absence of Mr. Bennett, 
who offered the order on which theadverse 
report was made. He read a letter from 
Mr. Bennett expressing surprise that the 
Matter was roported on in the senate in- 
stead ofin the house. His motion was 
unanimously carried. 

Adverse reports were made by the ju: 
diciary comrittee on the order relative te 
keeping open district and municipal 
courts for teting bail; leave to withdraw 
on petition that persons convicted of a 
crime shall be exempted from suffrage’ 
inexpedient to legislate on order relative 
to classification of teachers by state au- 
thority; same report on order requiring a 
triennial vote, instead of annual, on the 
license question; same report on order to 
formulate the question submitted to 
voters as to numberof licenses granted 
for the sale of liquor; reference to 
hext genera! court on bill relative to 
licensing the sale of spirituous liquors to 
be used as 4 beverage; leave to withdraw 
on petition for a single tax upon the site 
rental value of land. 

The judiciary committee reported 
against legislation on the liability of rail- 
road corporations in case of fire; the same, 
as to liens on materials used in buildings; 
the same, on the shortening of the limit of 
time for notice of injury from snow and 
ice on sidewalks; the same, on the bill for 
compensation of persons wrongfully ar- 
rested. The same committee reported 
reference to the joint special committee to 
sit during the recess on the placing ol 
Westminster and Dana in the district ot 
northern Worcester and on the appoint- 
ment of officers to attend on the district 
courts of eastern Middlesex. 

The committee on constitutional amend- 
ments reported against requiring six 
months’ residence as a voting qualifica- 
tion, and against annulling the educa 
tional requirement for voting. 

The committee on towns reported 
against a general form of charter for large 
towns; the sa:ne, as to legislation as to 
filling vacancies in boards of trustees in 
public libraries. 

The committee on prisous reported 
against legislation as to the employment 
of prisoners in making harnesses. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
authorizing Malden to issue $100,000 fifty- 
year 4 per cent. park bonds, 

The committee on probate reported a bill 
fixing every Thursday in August as the 
time for holding probate courts in Suffolk 
county. 

The joint committee on probate reported 
to the special committee on the order as 
to sessions of the probate court of Worces- 
ter county and inexpedient on the order 
as to taxation on legacies. 

The joint judiciary committee reported 
a bill increasing from thirteen to fifteen 
the number of associate justices of the 
superior court. 

In the senate a bill aimed at Pinkerton 
men was passed to a third reading. The 
annexation of a portion of Phillipston to 
Templeton reached the engrossment stage.

Making Considerable Trouble on North- 
ern Railroads—Acts of Violence. 

St. PAUL, March 23.—A dispatch from 
Winnipeg says: The Canadian Pacific 
strike hasnow extended to the eastern 
division from Fort William to Chalk 
river, 400 more miles being locked up. 
More violence is reported from Rat P ort- 
age, atrain being stopped by torpedoes 
on the track, and Superintendent Mc- 
Kenzie and Conductor McNabb very 
roughly handled. They were both badly 
hurt. 

OTraAwA, March 23.—All the conduc- 
tors and other trainhands and the switch- 
men on the Schrieber, Cartier and North 
Bay divisions of the Canadian Pacifie 
railway went out on strike at midnight 
and itis feared that the strike will extend 
to the Ontario, Quebec and Maritime 
provinces divisions. Very few trains ar- 
rived here yesterday. 

Nortu Bay, Ont., March 23.—Freight 
and passenger trains were mobbed by the 
strikers yesterday. One man hired to 
take charge of a baggage car going 
westward, was attacked by the strikers 
and thrown out of the car. Freight train 
hands were also mobbed and revolvers 
were drawn. 


CANADA’S EXPORT TRADE. 


John Bull Recommended as a Better 
Customer Than Uncle Sam. 


OTTAWA, March 23.—In the house of 
commons Charles Foster made his budget 
speech forthesession. The most interesting 
point of his whole address was when he 
touched on the trade relations between 
Canada and the United States. He said 
the market of Great Britain was always 
ready and willing to buy Canada’s fruit, 
cattle, cheese aud eggs and pay high 
prices for good articles. If Canada cannot | 
find a fare market in the United States,let 
herseek the more favored market.

QUEEN NATALIE. 

Queen Natalie spent most of her child- 
hood at Florence, where she attended one 
of the schools, a number of young Ameri- 
can girls being among her schoolmates. 
On completing her education she lived 
some time on her father’s estates in south- 
ern Russia and at St. Petersburg, where 
she, however, did not figure among what 
Thackeray describes as the “upper suc 
cles.”’ 

Finding that his advances were spurned 
at all the foreign courts and even by the 
great families of the nobility on the Conti- 
nent, Milan determined to fly for inferior 
game and to content himself with wealth 
instead of lineage. This he found com- 
bined with beauty of no ordinary nature 
in young Natalie Kechko, at that time 
only eighteen years of age. His request 
for her hand—and for her fortune of course 
—was not received with any great enthusi- 
asm by Colonel Kechko, who was warned 
by his friends that the princely throne of 
Servia would constitute a bad investment 
for his money. At length, however, yield- 
ing toa hint from the authorities at 5t. 
Petersburg, who realized the advantages 
of having a Russian girl as mistress of the 
palace at Belgrade, he gave his consent, 
and the marriage was celebrated on Oct. 
17, 1875, in the Servian metropolis 

A few years later, on Milan’s assumption 
of the title of king, the pretty little school 
girl of Florence became a full fledged 
queen.” From that moment her sorrows 
began. They are of too recent a character 
to need any description anew here. But it 
must be admitts that she has suffered 
more than most women, and the incredible 
indignities and cruelties to which she has 
been subjected, both as a wife and as a 
mother, are sufficient to win for her the

| Wasnincyoxs, March 23.—The house yes 
terday, after several days of unusual dul- 
ness, presented a decidedly interesting ap- 
pearance. The galleries were more than 
comfortably filled. 
| The opening of the fight on free silver 
lwas the magnet which attracted the 
crowd. Recalling that when the order 
from the committee on rules, setting 
| aside three days for the consideration of 
the bill, was adopted, it led to a very 
| lively fight, there were people who hoped 
| to witness a similar contest in the parlia- 
Mentary arena. 

They were somewhat disappointed; but, 
while there was no fight, the visitors were 
gratified by hearing several goo speeches. 

The debate was opened by Mr. Bland, 
the great champion of the silver men. 
| Searcely had Mr. Bland reached his seat 
than Mr. Tracey, who has assumed the 
| direction of the anti-free-silver forces, rose 
| to a point of order and tried to knock out 
| the bill with one blow. 
| It looked for about thirty seconds as if 
the visitors, who came to see a fight, 
might be gratified, but when the speaker 
|} overruled Mr. Tracey, that gentleman re- 
retired and left the field to his opponents. 

Mr. Bland spoke for an hour and twenty 
minutes, and was listened to with great 
attention by both sides of the house. 

Mr. Bland was followed by Mr. Will- 
| jams, who only used thirty minutes of the 
| hour to which he was entitled. 

In his opening remarks Mr. Williams 
said he trusted he would be found to rep- 
resent not only the minority of the com- 
mittee but ‘the majority of the minority 
of the committee” as well. “Iam acting,” 
he Said, ‘tin behalf of a cause which, so far 
as I know, knows no party, but is a mere 
question of patriotism on both sides. A 
man who new draws the party line upon 
the merits of this question does not repre- 
sent his cause. He represents himself or 
his party, but he does not represent the 
true interests of the great American com- 
monwealth. 

Mr. Williams said that many members 
of the house would feel oblige’ to vote for

ness.” If you give the information 
frankly you will in ninety-nine cases 
out of one hundred be accurately re- 
| ported and respectfully treated. If you 
refuse firmly and politely your reticence 
will be respected. If you try to outwit 
the reporter by an ¢ffort to mislead him 
or by direct misrepresentation, you are 
sure to make a mess of it and wish that 
you had been better advised. 

Disabuse your mind of any foolish im- 
pression that the newspaper reporters 
are malignant persons, trying to stir up 
trouble in the world. They are, asa 
rule, the opposite of this and have as 
high an idea as other men of the relative 
advantages of contentment and strife.— 
Portland Oregonian. 


The Mexican Frontier. 

The extent of the Mexican frontier is 
not ordinarily comprehended.

The Inventor of Stoves. 

While Benjamin Franklin was born 
in Boston he can be said to belong to 
Pennsylvania as truly as does William 
Penn, who was born in England, but 
came here, as did Franklin, from Bos- 
ton.

—know that we are indebted largely to 
Franklin for the stoves which less than 
a century ago began to replace the fire- 
places and more ciude arrangements for 
grates warming our houses? 

The Franklin stove, which in its days 
of early development was merely a por- 
table iron fireplace, with open front, in 
which wood was burned to heat an apart- 
ment, was given itsname because it was 
invented by Benjamin Frafiklin, and 
was really the connecting link between 
the rude fireplaces of the last century 
and the stoves of today.—Philadelphia 
Press. 


Water in the Australian Desert. 
When Mr. David Lindsay returned 
from his expedition across a part of the 
| Australian desert a while ago, he said 
| the whole of that almost waterless coun- 
| try was inhabited by natives who get 
their water supply by draining the roots 
of the malee tree, which yield quantities 
of pure water. This tree, absorbing 
moisture from the air, retains it in con- 
siderable quantities in its roots and thus 
makes it possible to live in an arid re- 
gion, which would otherwise be unin- 
habitable.—New York Sun.

Eapham Bill's Friends Will Carry the 
Contest to the End, Notwithstanding 
an Adverse Report—House and Senate 


May Disagree on Appropriation Bills. 


WASHINGTON, March 24—In the house 
the committee on pensions reported the 
bill to pension the survivors of the Black 
Hawk and Creek Indian wars. Mr. An- 
drews reported favorably the bill to ex- 
clude political influence in the employ- 
ment of laborers by the United States. 

The attendance of strangers in the gal- 
leries of the house yesterday was fully as 
large as that of Tuesday, but they had 
little to reward them for coming. The 
speeches were nearly all commonplace, 
with the exception of that delivered by 
Mr. Lodge, who spoke well and with much 
force. 

His theory that the heavy exports of 
gold of last fall, in the face of the largest 
crops the country has ever known, is due 
ina great measure to the fear of England 
that this country will go over toa silver 
basis, and that, therefore, England is not 
investing in our securities at the present 
time, is thought by a great many financial 
experts to be sound. 

Early in the day Mr. Bland made a 
propositian to his opponent on the Demo- 
cratic side. He was willing, he said, to 
have the debate run along for two orthree 
days more if the hard money men wanted 
more time. Heretofore when they have 
protested against the debate being con- 
fined to such narrow limits, Mr. Bland 
has insisted that all could possibly be said 
on the subject onght not to take more than 
three days, and he has refused to grant an 
hour’s extension of the time fixed by the 
order of the committee on rules. 

Mr. Bland’s proposition, therefore, was 
guspicious. It wasa caseof the Greeks

If theanti-silver men start in 
to filibuster and allow the house to ad- 
journ this evening without a vote having 
been reached,the bill goes back on the cal- 
endar, and can only be reached like any 
other measure, unless the committee on 
rules brings in another special order fixing 
the time when the vote shall be taken. 

When this proposition was rejected, va- 
rious offers were mnade to securea time 
for the taking of a vote, and concessions 
were offered to the anti-silver men if they 
would pledge themselves not to filibuster. 
All attempts at compromise, however, 
were futile. The anti-silver men refused 
to tiethemselves up by saying whether 
they would filibuster, or what course they 
would take. 

It is conceded that on a square vote the 
bill will pass. There is no chance of side- 
tracking the bill by adopting the substi- 
tute offered by Mr. Williams for the hold- 
ing of a monetary cohference. 

There is a bare chance that the bill may 
be defeated forthe time being by clever 
filibustering tactics, and while it is not 
yetabsolutely determined that this will be 
done, it is more than likely that filibuster- 
ing will be indulged in. Then may come 
a very pretty fight, and it would surprise 
no one if it was protracted 

At2o’clock this afternoon Mr. Bland 
will make an attempt to take the first 
vote, the demand for the previous ques 
tion and then the test of strength will 
come.

It is stated that the members of the 
house committee take the ground that the 
senate has no right to originate bills of 
this character, and should members of the 
house sustain them in this view, the 
chances are that none of these bills will 
become law.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The close vote 
in the house committes on fisheries on 
the Lapham menhaden bill means that 
the friends of the bill will carry the con- 
test tothe end.

She is of medium height and slight, grace- 
ful figure, with a sensitive face that grows 
wonderfully sweet and animated as she be- 
comes interested in conversation. Though 
an invalid for so many years, ill-health has 
not affected her bright and sunny tempera- 
ment and the domestic life of Governor 
McKinley and his estimable wife is one of 
unalloyed happiness.

FIRM AND EMPHATIC 


Is the President’s Rejoinder 
to Lord Salisbury. 


SPEEDY ANSWER DEMANDED 


Regarding the Renewal of the Modus 
Vivendi—United States Will Use Its 
Utmost Strength to Protect the Seals 
aud Dire Events May Be the Result. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.— President 
Harrison sent to the senate yesterday a 
copy of his reply to Lord Salisbury’s last 
note. Its concluding paragraph is very | 
warlike in tone, and Contains in substance 
an ultimatum tothe British government 
that unless Great Britain agrees to some 
arrangement, pending arbitration, by 
which the interests of the United States 
in Behring sea could be protected, the 
United States government would take 
measures to protect them, even if it were 
necessary to call the military force into 
requisition to do so. 

The correspondence on the matter did 
not comprise the full text of Lord Salis- 
bury’s reply te the note of the 8th inst., 
but a synopsis of it, containing the princi- 
pal points, ani the counter propositions 
respecting a modus vivendi, which his 
This text, it is 
understood, is coming by mail, and will 
doubtless confirm Lord Salisbury’s fond- 
ness for contreversialism, which it is said 
is really responsible toa great degree for 
the dilly-dallyiing with the subject which 
he hasshown. The response by the presi- 
dent, which was considered and 

Approved by the Cabinet, 
accompanied the synopsis of Salisbury’s 
reply. 

The letter puts forward several counter 
propositions on the subject of the modus 
vivendi which, when read to the senate, 
were heard with the same sense of indig- 
nation that move | the members of the 
cabinet Tuesday. President Harrison’s 
response, earnest and forceful it is said, 
elicited approval as its contents were made 
known to the senate. Although efforts 
were made to induce th ® senators, and es- 
pecially members of the committee on for- 
eign relations, to remove’ the seal of se- 
crecy from these commu vications, that 
they might be given to the ; eople for their 
information and considerati wm, the efforts 
were futile. The senate d termined to 
keep the letters from the pu.¥lic. Copies 
had been made at the state .tepartment 
for the press with the expectatic™ that the 


|} senate would order them to be made 


known, but they are still being sacredly 
guarded. 

President Harrison’s response {1! aid to 
be firm and emphatic. It reiterates the 
contentions made by this government in 
correspondence, and accuses Lord Salis- 
bury of not dealing directly and fr.wnkly 
with the questions involved. And at’ the 
close it is said he plainly informs his }ord- 
ship that if necessary all the resource. of 
the United States, naval and military,w'ill 
be called upon to maintain the rights 
the United States andin the Behring seu 
and to protect the seals resorting thereto. 
The concluding paragraph is described by 
one who has read it as 

“A Ringing Snapper.” 
The communications were referred to 


which the arbitration treaty is still pend- 
ing. As tothe probable action upon that 
document, a senator who has taken a 
prominent partin the discussion over it 
said that it would most likely be ratifted, 
although there is a wide diversity of 
opinion in the senate as to the expedience 
or necessity of ratifying the treaty under 
present conditions.

MR. LINEHAN’S STATEMENT 


In Regard to Fraternal Beneficial Asso- 
ciations in New Hampshire. 


Coxcorp, N. H., March 24.—Insurance 
Commissioner Linehan states that the 
dispatches to the Boston papers relating 
to fraternal beneficiary associations were 
incorrect. 

“The question,” said he, ‘twas raised by 
several of these orders, some of them do- 
mestic, others foreign—that is, from other 
states—as to their obligations to take out 
a license to transact business in New 
Hampshire on the ground that they were 
not incorporated. The matter was re- 
ferred tothe attorney general, who decided 
that they would have to procure a license. 

“Is it true,” was asked, “that this deci- 
sion will oblige them to comply with the 
law relating to straight life insurance 
companies paying 1 per cent. tax?” 

“Not atall. Fraternal associations are 
obliged to pay $5 for filing statement and 
$5 for a license, in all $10 per year. The 
agents’ license fee is $1, but this is not re- 
quired unless a person makes a regular 
business of it. Officers and members can 
solicit membership and collect money 
when and where they please without leave 
or license from the insurance commis- 
sioner. Associations paying only a fu- 
neral benefit are exempt altogether from 
the provisions of this law. 

“Whatever may be said to the contrary, 
thereis nothingin the law orin its en- 
forcement that is in the least prejusicial 
to the interests of fraternal beneficiary or- 
ganizations.”

He then dragged the body out doors, cut

ing home he destroyed the traces of his 
crime. The following Friday he buried the | 
body, cutting the head ne: arly off, so he 
could double it bac ‘ke and crowd it into the | 
grave.

AFTER MANY MONTHS. 


Evidence of the Terrible Sufferings of 
Imprisoned Miners. 


DUNBAR, Pa., March 25.—The dead have 
been wrested from their untimely tomb 
and all that remains now is to accorda 
Christian burial to the miners who met 
their fate in the Hill Farm mine at Dun- 
bar June 16, 1890. Wednesday the bodies 
of twenty-three of the miners were found 
and yesterday they were brought to the 
surface for burial. 

They were all huddled together in flat 
No. 1, showing that they had rushed 
deeper into the mire, and that a moment 
later a scorching breath of death filled 
the flat, choking their lungs, bursting 
their veins, and striking them to the 
earth to lingerin horrible torture a few 
minutes, and then todie. Six of the min- 
ers took refuge in one little room. When 
found they were piled on top of one an- 
other, contorted in ghastly shapes—heads 
thrown back, mouths where the lips had 
fallen away, open—fleshless hands, 
clenched, and nails scarring the bones of 
palms—all sickeaing evidence of a death 
which was preceded by torture unimag- 
inabte. 

A short distance away were three 
miners, two of whom, the brothers Mc- 
Courtney, afforded an affecting spectacle | 
of love strong even unto death. They 
alone were clasped in each other’s arms | 
and their faces were composed, even 
though time had ravaged their manly 
formi: and drilled great wells where their 
eyes comforted each other in that last 
dreacl hour when hope had fled. The third | 
man, David Davis, sat beside them, his! 
head between his knees. He had evi- 
dently kept his mouth close to the ground | 
until the last vital breath of air had been | | 
exhatsted, 

The fourteen other miners were en- 
tangled in a space thirteen feet square. | 
One had a knife in his hand as though he 
intended to kill himeet?, but was stricken | 
by a more sudd-n death of suffocation

QUARRY STREET. 


The Case of a Councilman for Violating a 


City Ordinance Heard, 


The continued case of John Fallon & 
Sons, for violating the city ordinances by 
blocking up Quarry street, came up this 
morning. 

W.G. A. Pattee appeared for the defen- 
dants, and J. W. McAnarney for the city. 

City Clerk Spear was the first witness 
and he testified to the ordinance, city roads, 
ete, 

Commissioner Ewell described 
dition of the street which was at times 
blocked on both sides, leaving a passage 
way of not over twelve feet between. He 
had had a number of conversations with 
Peter Fallon about the stone and had used 
every fair means to have him clear the 
street. Fallon admitted he had used the 
street and had promised to remove the 
stones, 

George H. Hitchcock testified to seeing 
the street blocked in front of their quarry 
on this street, between the first and ninth 
of March, so that the width of the street 
was reduced from 45 feet to 12 or 15 feet. 

Councilman Neweomb testified to the

So Says Ex-Minister Phelps on 
the Sealing Question. 


TIME TO STOP ‘RIFLING, 


Foreign Relations Committee

tecting Behring Sea by Police Boats. 


Report 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Thecorrespcn- 
lence on the Behring sea question contin- 
nestooccupy the attention of senators 

| and representatives as well as diplomats 

| and politicians. It is conceded on all sides 
that the president's attitude in the latest 

| phase of the controversy is impregnable. 
He occupies a thoroughly American posi- 
tion, and while it is not defiant in tone or 
expression, it is, nevertheless, a statement 
of the position of this government which 
every patriotic citizen wi!l sustain, and is 
indicative of the strong belief that the 
president would be justified in going to 
any length to protect’ the seal fisheries 
pending the discussion of territorial juris- 
diction by the arbitrators. 

Ex-Minister Phelps of Vermont, who 
will be one of the arbitrators for the 
United States in event of the ratification 
of the treaty, and who has been in fre- 
quent conference with the president on 
this subject, said yesterday that he re- 
garded the present situation as one 

Threatening Serious Complication 
should England insist upon her conten- 
tion. Much stress is laid upon the lan- 
guage employed in the closing paragraph 
of the president’s letter, in which he says 
that if the modus vivendi be not renewed 
he will not be responsible for any conse- 
quences that may follow. In the menn- 
time, however, the president will continue 
the vigorous preparations for the enforce- 
ment of the policy of the administration 
in protecting American rights and prop- 
erty in those waters 

The secretaries of the navy and treasury 
have been directed to take the necessary 
steps todispatch a sufficient naval force 


not only to police but to control those 


waters against all comers, The instrue- 
tions will be very explicit and will leave 


nothing to the discretion of the officers. 

Their orders will be to capture and con- 
fiscate all vessels engaged in these enter- 
prises, regardless of nationality. The 
members of the foreign affairs committee 
are of opinion that the decisive stand 
taken by the president will have the effect 
of letting the English government and 
British subjects understand that this 

Diplomatic Trifling Must Stop, 
anda final solution of the controversy 
must be had without further delay, It is 
also believed that the policy of the presi- 
dent, as firmly announced, will havea 
tendency to deter the invasion of the Behr- 
ing sea. 

The dispatching of a fleet to those 
waters will entail upon the government a 
heavy expense, as the United States will 
be compelled to bear it all. If th. modus 
Vivendi were extended for another year 
England would bear her share as last 
year. This, it is believed, is one of the 
reasons which are actuating the coutse of 
the Britich goverumenut in refusing to 
unite with this governmgnt in protecting 
the seals from extermination. England 
would like to have the United States bear 
all the expense and in addition reimburse 
British subjects for all their losses grow- 
ing out of this controversy. 

The Behring sea arbitration treaty came 
before the senate yesterday in the shape of 
a report from the committee on foreign re- 
lations 

Recommending Its Ratification. 
Senator Sherman, who made the report, 
pointed to the advantage that would ac- 
crue to the United States from a diplo- 
matic standpoint, through acquiescence 
in the submission of the questions at 
issue to arbitration, and showed how 
Great Britain, by a refusal to consent to a 
renewal of the modus vivendi, would be 
placed in an unenviable light before the 
world as guilty of double dealing and an 
improper purpose in sanctioning the de- 
struction of the very subject of arbitra- 
tion. 

; Other members of the foreign relations 
committee spoke in a similar strain. The 
main topic of discussion, however, was a 
resolution reported from the committee 
on foreign relations to accompany it. This 
| resolution assures the president of the 
support of the senate in his expressed pur- 
pose to defend American rights in Behr- 
ingseato the full extent of the national 
power. The discussion was free from 
“jingoism,” but receiveda quiet and set- 
tied determination on the part of the sen- 
jate to maintain the dignity of the nation 
| and protect its rights. 
| The opponents of the treaty, who are 
principally western men, voiced their ob- 
jections to the surrender of our acquired 
rights, and the indic ations are that after 
further discussion the treaty will be rat- 
Ified. 


To Patrol Behring Sea. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The U. 
Adams was put in commission at Mare 
Island, yesterday, and will be sent to Beh- 
ring sea to assist the revenue vessels in 
patrolling those waters. The U. S. S. 
Ranger, which will be employed in the 
Same service, will be put in commissi on in 
a few weeks.

BLAND'S BIG FIGHT. 


He is Forced to Give It Up for 
the Time Being. 


HIS BILL IS SIDE-TRACKED 


Ry an Adjournment Being Taken With- 
Vote, Thus Forcing Ie on the

WASHINGTON, March 25.—After nearly 
eight hours of desperately hard fighting, 
the hard money men succeeded in admin- 
istering a defeat to Bland, forcing him, to 
consent to an adjournment of the house 
without a vote being taken on his Dill. 
The session of the house was marked by 
superb generalship on the part of the op- 
ponents of the silver bill,and many scenes 
of great excitemrnt and turbulence. 

The anti-silver men are naturally jubi- 
lant at the signal victory they have won. 


session. Before the first vote was taken 
the house had to listen to four hours of 
eloquence on silver. The speeches were not 
notable, with the exception of that made 
by Bourke Cockran against the bill. 

It was 5 o’clock when Mr. Bland got up 
and wanted “the previous question,’’ the 
effect of which, if agreed to, was to cut 
off all further debate and bring the house 
to a vote. 

But before the speaker could put Mr. 
Bland’s motion to the house Mr. Bur- 
rows said he had a motion which took 
precedence of that offered by Mr. Bland. 
It was a motion to 

Lay the Bill on the Table. 

Mr. Borrowe demanded a roll-call on his 
motion, which was ordered. As this was 
the first test of strength between the two 
sides the vote was followed with the great- 
est interest by the members and the occu- 
ecupants of the crowded galleries. When 
the clerk had finished his task Speaker 
Crisp calmly said: “The clerk will call 
my name.”’ 

“Mr. Crisp,” said the clerk. 

“No,” was the short and distinct an 
swer. 

While the clerks at the desk were busy 
figuring up the vote the members left 
their seats and crowded down into the 
“well,” or open space in front of the 
speaker’s desk. The seats were vacant. 
There was hardly a word said, as everyone 
Was so intent on hearing the result. 

Just asthe speaker was preparing to 
give figures Bland changed his vote from 
“no” to “aye.” 

Then it was evident that the silver bill 

Had Met with Its First Reverse, 
as Bland’s object in changing his vote was 
to get on the winning side for the time be 
ing, and thus being given a chance to 
move a reconsideration, which he could 
not do if he was in the minority. 

The speaker then announced the vote, 
148 yeas and 148 nays. 

The speaker stated that the motion to 
lay on the table was lost. Outhwaite at 
once moved to adjourn, and on a viva vote 
there was a mighty “aye.” 

Bland asked the speaker whether, if the 
house adjourned, the silver bill would not 
lose its privileged place. 

“Yes,” defiantly shouted back Outh- 
waite; ‘‘that’s the object of adjourning, to 
defeat the bill.” 

The motion to adjourn was lost: Yeas, 
99; nays, 193. 

Johnson of Ohio moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the motion to lay on the 
table was lost. Bland then moved to lay 
Johnson’s motion on the table. 

A roll-call was then ordered on Bland’s 
motion to lay Johnson’s motion on the ta- 
ble.

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MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Middlesex Protests Against Parting with 
Cam bridge—Legislative Proceedings. 


Boston, March 25.—The green room was 
| crowded at the third hearing on the Cam- 
bridge annexation question. Mr. Ros- 
nosky acknowledges that he doesn’t ex- 
pect any legislation this year, and the city 
of Boston, in its corporate capacity, is not 
moving in the matter. The county of Mid- 
| dlesex is up in arms against this attempt 
to rob her of her shire toyn with all the 
public buildings which it implies. If the 
question were submitted to the citizens of 
Cambridge, it is said, Cambridge would 
vote three to one for annexation. 

In the senate two important bills were 
enacted at the opening of the session. One 
was the bill fixing the salary of the gov- 
ernor at $8000, and one to amthorize the 
operation of steam railroads by electricity. 

The committee on public charitable insti- 

| tutions reported a $10,000 appropriation 
| for buying land and buildings and for a 
silo at the Westboro insane asylum. 

The public service 2ommittee reported 
bills making the salary of the clerk of the 
Lynn police court $1500, and of the justice 
of the first district court of eastern Wor- 
cester $1200,

committee reported 
| against a revision of 


the lawsas to the 
sale of intoxicating liquor, and leave to 
withdraw on the petition for legislation 
to more effectually prevent the use of li- 
censes other than those of first class. 

The committee on election laws reported 
reference to the next legislature,on voting 
in sealed envelopes; the same as to pro- 
hibiting the payment of taxes of voters 
by political committees or others. 

Another batch of reports came into the 
house. Among them wasa bill from the 
committee on labor, making ten hours in 
twelve consecutive hours a day’s work for 
all conductors, drivers and motormen em- 
ployed by any street railway company, the 
act to take effect Jan. 1, 1893. Leave to 
withdraw was reported by the committee 
on military affairs on the petitions that 
regularly organized camps of Sons of Vet- 
erans may parade as armed bodies or bear 
arms on parade. 

The committee on labor reported inex- 
pedient on the order remitting fines for 
imperfect weaving. The same report was 
made by the committee on public health 
on the order prohibiting the manufacture 
of household articles, in which arsenic is 
used. Leave to withdraw was reported by 
the public service committee on the peti- 
tion fora more equitable adjustment of 
the civil service rules in use in the city of 
Boston. The labor committee reported 
a bill making ten in eleven consecutive 
hours a day’s work for railroad employes; 
in case of extra work, extra pay will be 
given. 

The order offered on Wednesday, and 
laid over, providing for an investigation 
by the committee on the judiciary of the 
state house postoffice, was adopted with- 
out debate. 

The committee on railroads reported a 
bill granting a charter to E. H. Clapp and 
others to build a railroad from Plymouth 
toa point on the Ola Colony railroad in 
Marshfield, to be known as the Plymouth 
County railroad, with a capital stock of 
$250,000. 

The house voted to restrict a railroad’s 
charges to 2 cents a mile. 

The bili to keep saloons 400 feet from 
churches was passed to a third reading in 
the senate; a move to include hotels was 
defeated.

[QUARTERLY MISSIONARY LESSON.] 

1. “Comfort ye, comfort ye, my people 
Buith your God.” This chapter begins th 
kecond section of this great prophecy, 
which is so frequently quoted from by 
the New Testament writers as words of 
Isaiah the prophet that every believer 
should be perfectly satisfied that the same 
Isaiah wrote, by the Spirit, the whole book. 
See Math. viii, 17; xii, 17; Luke iv, 18, 19. 

2. “Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, 
and cry unto her that her warfare (appoint- 
ed time margin) is accomplished, that her 
iniquity is pardoned.”” This is Jerusalem, 
the throne of Jehovah, the principal city 
in the Holy Land, representing God’s peo- 
ple in the days of Isaiah, Judah and bs- 
rael; and these words are for their hearts, 
with special reference to days yet future 
when their appointed time of deliverance 
shall come, and the iniquity of the land 
shall be removed in one day. (Zech. iii, 9.) 
Gabriel spoke of this to Daniel in the reve- 
lation of his seventy weeks which should 
end in the bringing in of everlasting 
righteousness, and making an end of in- 
iquity, transgression and sin. For the 
seventieth week or period we still wait. 
(Dan. ix, 24-27.) 

3. “The voice of him that crieth in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make straight in the desert a highway for 
our God.”

HIGHLAND CLANS. 


The Sabject of an Essay and Discussion 
Before Clan McGregor Literary Society. 


“Highland Clans’’ was the title of an 
essay read before this society last Saturday 
evening by Mr. Donald McKenzie. The 
vice-president, John Ross, occupied the 
chair and the attendance was fairly good. 
The subject of the essay is one of exceed- 
ing interest to Scotchmen and their de- 
scendants, and it is needless to say that it 
was ably handled by the learned ex-editor 
of the society. ! 

At the outset the essayist defined the| 
term Clan and proceeded to give an account | 
of the various forms observed by the | 
Clansmen on the selection of their chiefs. | 
He then went onto speak of the customs | 
which prevailed among the Highlanders, 
and gave some graphic illustrations of their 
chief characteristics such as their fidelity, 
bravery, powers of endurance, and love of 
their native country. 

In referring to the national music, Mr. 
McKenzie said, the bagpipes were sacred 
to the heart of every Highlandman The 
soul-stirring strains of this instrument had 
animated them on many a battle-field and 
brought to memory, thoughts of the heath 
clad hills of Scotland, when away in 
Crimea or traversing the burning sands of 
India. 

The essayist closed by reciting a verse 
from Burns “‘Cotter’s Saturday Night” a 
poem which never fails to find a responsive 
echo in the breast of every true Scotchman. 


“Oh Scotia! my dear, my native soil, 
For whom my warmest wish to heaven is 
sent, 
Long may the hardy sons of rustic toil } 
Be blest with health and peace and sweet 
content. 
And oh nay heaven their simple lives pre-| 
vent 

From luxury’s contagion weak and vile, | 
Then howe’er crowns and coronets be rent, 

A virtuous populace may arise the while; 
And stand a wall of fire around our much | 

loved isle,”’ 

In the discussion which followed various 
opinions were expressed upon the merits | 
and demerits of Highland Clansman. 

Some members thought that Highlanders | 
often got a larger share of honor than they | 
were entitled to. There are certain regi- | 
ments in the British army called highland 
but which as a matter of fact are largely 
composed of Englishmen, Irishmen, and 
lowland Scotchmer, now when honors are 
being given it is usually the highlandmen 
who are spoken of and the others are dis- 
regarded who may have done equally as 
much to uphold the credit of the regiment 
as those who get all the honors. | 

One member whose combative faculties 
are somewhat abnormally developed, went 
a good deal farther than this in criticising 
the Highland men, He thought that as a 
rule they were a set of ignorant, ill bred 
cattle thieves and their courage and brav- 
ery were best displayed when they had 
visions of rich plunder to incite them on. 
This gentleman’s remarks were severely 
censured by the patriotic descendants of 
clansmen present, and some of them told 
rather longwinded stories of the bravery 
shown by Highland men on many battle- | 
fields. Generally speaking, however, the 
remarks of the members were favorable to

DYNAMITERS AT WORK. 


Anarchists Let Their Enemies 
What They Intend to De. 
Paris, Murch 28.—At 8 o'clock yester- 
day morning a dynamite explosion oc-

leurred at 39 Rue Clichy, a structure of 


four stories, with a shop in the basement. 
In the house resided Mr. Bulot, one of the 
prosecuting counsel in the recent anarchist 
trial. The explosion was immediately 
followed by frenzied shrieks from the oc- 
cupants of the building. The main stair- 
case was completely wrecked. A number 
of half-dressed women and children es- 
caped hurriedly by the servants’ staircase, 
The fire brigade extiguished a small fire 
Yhat broke out in the debris and rescued 
some of the inmates. Seven persons were 
reriously injured. Infernal machines had 
apparently been deposited at a door on 
the second floor, which was occupied by 
M. Bulot. 

The whole interior of the building was 
wrecked, and in the two adjacent houses 
all the doors and windows were smashed. 
Much furniture was broken to fragments 
and the courtyard was strewn with debris. 
Several workmen engaged on a new build- 
ing opposite were injured by flying frag- 
ments of stone and glass. M. Buiot and 
his family escaped uninjured. 

The explosion caused 4ntense excite- 
mentin Paris. Apparently nobody feels 
safe. M. Girard, an analyist, believes that 
the contrivance used contained from seven 
toeleven pounds of dynamite.

SEVEN VESSELS SUNK. 
A Sea of Burning Petroleum Envelopes 
the Harbor of Barcelona, 


BARCELONA, March 28.—During the 
transfer of an American cargo of petro- 
leum to a lighter yesterday one of ‘he 
lightermen accidentally dropped a match 
ona barrel of oil. Almost instantly the 
lighter was ablaze from stem to stern and 
the men aboard barely had time to escape 
with their lives before the vessel along- 
side was in flames. The hatches were open 

nd the flames were soon issuing from 
every porthole and crevice of the vessel. 
The timbers of the hull broke away, and 
soon blazing petroleum converted the 
waters of the harbor into a seaof fire. 
Vessels hastened in every direction to 
leave the harbor and many escaped, but 
six were encircled by the flames and were 
destroyed. The corvette Ehyra was the 
first to catch fire, followed by the steam- 
ers Cassilla, Abono, Waller and Pisoon. 
Then the man-of-war Lepante, which was 
lying at anchor, was enveloped, with the 
launch Caiman. All seven vessels were 


sunk. The spectacle from the shore was 
one of terrible grandeur. The loss is 


enormous. No personal injury is reported. 


GRAY ASKED TO RETIRE 


And Leave the Indiana Field Clear for 
Ex-President Cleveland. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 28.—The ‘Sentinel, 
which has hitherto supported Governor 
Gray, today demands that he withdraw 
from the presidential race in favor of 
Cleveland. The Sentinel says that it has 
taken especial pains to ascertain the drift 
of Democratic opinion throughout In- 
diana on the presidential question. It as- 
serts that in many counties the Democrats 
are practically unanimous for Cleveland, 
and that, taking the state through,it is an 
exceedingly modest estimate to say that 
75 per cent. are in favor of Cleveland as 
against the field, and that 90 per cent. are 
forfor him as against anybody but ex- 
Governor Gray.

That, in case the arbitrators shall decide in 
favor of the government of the United 
States, that government may ask them to de- 
cide further whether the British government 
have, since 1885, taken any action in Behring 
sea directly inflicting wrongful loss on the 
United States or their lessees, and if so te 
rssess the damages incurred thereby. 


THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Free Coinage, Tarif and the Bebring 
Sea Affair Will Have the Floor. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Owing to the 
absence of Mr. Catchings and the desire 
that there shall be a full representation of 
members when the rule making the Bland 
free coinage bill and pending amendments 
a special order is taken up, the house rules 
committee will not report and call up the 
special order until tomorrow. The silver 
fight will then be renewed and fought toa 
finish one way or the other. 

District of Columbia matters will be 
considered by the house today. The re 
mainder of the week not devoted to con: 
sideration of the silver question will be 
consumed in debate on the tariff question 
or in consideration of one or more of the 
regular appropriation bills, no decision 
having yet been arrived at as to whether 
or not the tariff question shall be further 
interrupted. Interesting proceedings of 
the senate this week will turn upon the 
disposition to be made of the Behring sea 
arbitration treaty, and it is expected the 
senate will again exclude the public from 
the chamber for many hours. In thecourse 
of the legislative business the Indian ap- 
propriation bill will be further consid- 
ered. Other measures which will be con- 
sidered are the West Virginia girect tax 
bill, Senator Stanford’s bill to determine 
the value of a legal tender dollar and the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill.

THE SAVING ELEMENT. 


Rey. H. A. Philbrook Tells What It is in 
American Civilization. 

A large congregation listened to. Rev. 
Mr. Philbrook’s lecture in the Universalist 
come Sunday evening. The subject was 

The Saving Element in American Ciyili- 
zation.” 

In considering the peculiar form of 
American civilization, the preacher re- 
ferred to some of the evils growing out of 
it, or attached to it. Some serious prob- 

‘lems are presented to us. Indeed, all the 
| problems of society grow more complicated 
and formidable as new and potent agents 
are introduced into them, such as educa- 
tions and equality, freedom and fran- 
chise, sovereignty and Christianity. Once 
the problem was a simple one, like two 
j}and two make four. Now it more nearly 
resembles a quadratic equation and a bi- 
| nominal theorism. Hence to boast, dogma- 
| tize or prophesy is not a very wise thing to 
do. America, freedom, civilization, seem 
to be only tentative, experimental, not yet 
conclusive and determined quantities. 
The unknown x must still be worked out, 
and in the best way we can. 

| Weare living in a new world and we 
have a new form government in operation. 
So too, we have a new fusion of the races 
and nation, and it would be remarkable if, 
under such circumstances, some unlooked 
for consequences did not arise, and the 
predictions of the most sagacious become 
contradicted. Worse or even better for- 
tunes may come to us than we have 
dreamed, or imagined. 

Calling people free will not save them 
from despotism. We have had experiences 
enough as a Nation toadmonish us that we 
j}have a very perplexing complication of 
powers to deal with in American society. 

Other nations have shown what they can 

be and do. In our country we have hardly 
begun to solve the great problems. The 
elements are so large and various that we 
can only guess what many of the results are 
to be. But we ought, by close study and 
| devoted work, to surprise the world by 
| showing how good and great we can make 
| civilization in this new world. 
It is wisely thought that the effect of 
| civilization is to increase man’s intellectual 
}and moral power. All knowledge is good, 
land it is power. But temptation comes 
| with every new victory of freedom, every 
| forward movement of the car of progress. 
| The Barbarian is poorer in every means of 
|a refined existence, but he is exempt from 
|some of the Circean allurements, The 
jtemptations of business, of politics, of 
society come with civilization, and they 
complicate every social problem with new 
difficulties and dangers. 

In our perils what can save us? What 
| shall impart consecration to the accumulat- 
ing capital of intelligence, service, com- 
|merce invested in American civilization? 
What is the saving element? In 
affirming that christianity furnishes the 
| only available safeguard, the speaker did 
not wish to be misunderstood. He did not 


There must be a coming down to realities. 
There must be an application of christian 
| principle and precept to our social problems. 
|Here is our hope and our salvation. 
|The light christianity casts upon our 
nation’s darkest problems may be compara- 
tively feeble now, but it is destined to grow 
| stronger and lighter until it shall burst 
| upon our country in the full splendor of its 
glorious meridian.

WHITMAN IS DEAD. 


and Peacefully He 
His Last. 


Caimly 
Breathes 


ONE OF THE GREAT POETS, 


Story of His Wanderings Over the Coun- 
try, His 
Fame in the Literary World and the 


llis Various Occupations, 


Great Struggle with Poverty. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—Walt Whit- 
man, the “‘good grag poet,” died Saturday 
evening at his home in Camden, N. J., at 
6.43 o’clock. His end was peaceful, and 
he was conscious until the last. The aged 
bard has been struggling with death 
since Dec. 14, when he was seized with 
pneumonia. His death was looked for 
daily, but his vitality was so great that 
he rallied from the attack, although his 
physicians said he was very weak and 
liable to expire at any time. 

About 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon he 
was growing worse, and Dr. McAlister 
was sent for. He saw the poet was dying 
and remained until the end. 

The other persons by his bedside were 
Mrs. Mary Davis, his housekeeper; War- 
ren Fritzinger, his nurse, and Thomas B. 
Harned and H. Traubel,two warm friends. 
Dr. McAlister asked Whitman if he was 
in pain,but the dying poet answered “no.” 

Whitman’s last words were a request to 
his nurse to shift him in bed. Then, 
while reaching for his handkerchief, 
respiration ceased, although his heart 
beat for ten minutes afterward. 

The remains of the poet will be placed 
in the recently completed tomb in Mar- 
leigh cemetery on the outskirts of the 
city of Camden. 

The funeral will take place Wednesday 
at 2 o'clock, There will be no religious 
services. 

An autopsy disclosed the fact that the 
poet’s left lung was entirely gone, while 
of the right there was but a breathing 
spot left; the heart was surrounded by a 
large number of small abscesses and 
about two and a half quarts of water. The 
pain in the left side was found to have been 
caused by peritonitis. The brain was ab- 


normally large and in a fairly healthy con- 
dition. 


Lh i 
WALT WHITMAN 

It is with regret that the world hears of 
the ‘Good Gray Poet’s’’ death. His con- 
temporaries were not always kind to him. 
The critics “cut him up” with their pens, 
but the sturdy old man never deigned a re- 
ply or a defense. 

His chief crimes in the eyes of his oppo- 
nents were his utter lack of convention- 
ality, his use of words not often sounded 
in ‘ears polite,” and his total disregard of 
the laws of versifying. But Whitman 
calmly ignored the onslaughts made on 
him and insisted that he had merely in- 
augurated a new style. 

“T dismiss,” he said, ‘‘without ceremony 
all the orthodox accouterments, tropes, 
haberdashery of words, feet, measure that 
form the entire stock in trade of rhyme 
talking heroes and heroines. My meter is 
loose and free. The lines are of irregular 
length, apparently lawless at first perusal, 
but on closer acquaintance you will find 
that there is regularity, like the recur- 
rence, for example, of the lesser and larger 
waves on the seashore, rolling in without 
intermission and fitfully rising and fall- 
ing.” 

The Struggle for Fame. 

Abroad there is no question as to the 
feeling which will be called out by the 
news of his demise. In the darkest hours 
of his struggle for fame it was Whitman’s 
consolation that he was appreciated in 
Europe. The English people particularly 
hailed him as a genius, as the true Ameri- 
can poet, greater than Bryant or Long- 
fellow. In America, when “Leaves of 
Grass” appeared, in 1855, there was prac- 
tically no one to utter a good word for it 
except Ralph Waldo Emerson, who said 
of it in a letter written to the author: 

“J find it the most extraordinary piece 
of wit and wisdom that America has yet 
contributed.” 

But there was no other prominent Amer- 
ican writer to echo the sentiment. In 
Great Britain, however, the literary world 
accepted the work at Emerson’s valuation, 
and when Whitman subsequently fol- 
lowed it up with his other poems, he was 
accorded a singularly exalted place in the 
foreign world of letters. 

Tennyson and Browning and Sir Edwin 
Arnold all wrote of himin the highest 
terms, and no English writer visiting 
America ever neglected to call at the poet’s 
Camden home. His first interview with 
Sir Edwin Arnold two years ago was 
almost pathetic in its earnestness. The 
two men literally fell intoeach other’s 
arms, and the distinguished English liter- 
ateur afterward related that he had spent 
one of the happiest days of his life in the 
company of the septuagenarian poet. 

Admired by Englishmen. 


Nearly all the British literary men of 
note were equally enthusiastic in their 
praise of the American bard. He was 
held up again and again in the English 
magazines as the long looked for apostle 
of a new and perfect school of poesy, and 
when it became known that the poet was 
actually in want the depth of the English 
admiration for him was manifested in the 
most convincing manner. An appeal for 
aid was printed in nearly every paper pub- 
lished in the kingdom. 

The response tothis call was prompt 
and generous, and saved the poet from 
any future fear of actual hunger. In view 
of this general admiration and esteem 
awarded him, it is no wonder that Whit 
man held the English in high regard, and 
it would seem that he would have sought 
an asylum among them. But he nevet 
once dreamed of such @ course, He was 
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beyond everything an American, proud of 

his parentage, and pronder still of his 

country. 

“My tongue, every atom of my blood, 
formed from this soil, this air. Born here 
of parents born here, from parents the 
Same, and their parents the same,” is his 
boast in one of his compositions. And there 
are few Americans who hada greater right 
to be proud of their Americanism, for his 
family on both sides counted back over 
nearly 300 years’ residence in the New 
World, His father came of English stock, 
and his mother of Dutch, her maiden 
bame having been Van Velsor. He was 

A Born a Farmer's Son 

at West Hills, L. L, on May 31, 1819, and 

received a common school education, 

partly at his birthplace and partly in 

Brooklyn. Subsequently he entered a job 

oflice in the latter city and learned the 

trade of printer, to which he clung with 
more or less regularity for some years. 

Incidentally, however, he interspersed 
his typesetting with school teaching and 
literary work. He edited several Brook- 
lyn papers for short periods, among others 
The Freeman and Eagle. But his: restless 
disposition did not content itself with any 
regular pursuit, and in 1848, accompanied 
by his brother, he made a trip to. New Or- 
leans, traveling by easy stages, sometimes 
walking, sometimes driving, and when 
convenient proceeding by steamboat. For 
a year he came to anchor in New Orleans, 
doing editorial work on The Crescent most 
of the time. June of 1849 found him back 
in Brooklyn, where,oddly enough, he went 
to work as a carpenter. He followed this 
business for five years, without, however, 
discontinuing his writing entirely. 

Early in 1885 he issued the first edition 
of “Leaves of Grass.” The contents of 
this singular book were neither verse nor 
prose, but a series of ejaculations and 
aphorisms presenting 

Many Original Ideas, 

and appealing to the common feelings of 

mind in favor of the natural enjoyment of 

life, the exercise of the active powers of 
mind and body and the frank reception of 
wholesome influences. 

At first the critics did not notice this 
work, either to praise or condemn. They 
ignored it entirely. In a few months, how- 
ever, a copy fellinto the hands of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. He wrote a letter (from 
which a quotation is made above) to Whit- 
man praising the work in the most un- 
restrained manner. This letter was pub- 
lished shortly after its receipt and at once 
attracted the attention of the reviewers to 
the book which they had entirely over- 
looked before. On all sides the work was 
condemned, and in Boston and other cities 
it was declared unfit for circulation in the 
public libraries because of its alleged im- 
moral tone. 

But Whitman defied all hiscensors, and 
between other writings continued to make 
the “Leaves of Grass” his special work. 
In 1856 he published a second edition of 
the work, and four years later a third, 
followed between the yearsjof 1867 and 1882 
by five other editions, and in 1889 by the 
last and ninth, with the final authentic 
text. All of Whitman’s readers agree 
that on this work his fame will rest. 

A good idea of the poet’s peculiar style 
and the quaint strength of his lines is 
given in this, entitled 

“Animals.’’ 

I think I could turn and live with animals,they 
are so placid and self contained; 

I stand and look at them long and long. 

They do not sweat and whine about their con- 
dition, 

They do not lie awnelke in the dark and weep 
for their sins, 

They donot make me sick discussing their duty 
to God, 

Not one is dissatisfied,not one is demented | 
with the mania of owning things, H 

Not one kneels to another, nor to his kind that 
lived trousands of years ago; ¥ 

Not one is respectable or unhappy over the 
whole earth. 

The period of the poet’s life most pro- 
lific of experience and suggestions for stir- 
ring verse was certainly that from 1862 to 
1865. Inthe former year he went to the 
front as a volunteer nurse, and until hos- 
tilities ceased between the north and 
south he remained at his post. He person- 
ally attended nearly 100,000 wounded sol- 
diers of both sides, and his tender sym- 
pathy eased the last days of many a poor 
fellow who but for him 

Would Have Died Friendless. 

His ceaseless labors in fieid and hospital 
afterward told on him, producing the dis- 
ease from which he died. During all his 
active life in the war he managed todo 
sufficient writing to support himself, and 
on the occasion of Lincoln’s death he 
brought out the famous ‘“‘O Captain! My 
Captain!” which is, probably the best 
known of all his writings. 

When the war was over, Whitman was 
appointed to a clerkship in the attorney 
general’s office in Washington, which 
placed him in comparatively easy circum- 
stances for the first timein years. Until 
1873 he remained at the capital one of the 
principal figures in the city. Th.en the 
disease contracted in the army manifested 
itself in a dangerous form known ai; “pro- 
gressive paralysis,” and he had to retire 
from all active work. He took up his 
abode in the poor little frame cottage at 
$28 Mickel street, in Camden, N. J., just 
across the the river from Philadelphia. 
There he remained until death came to 
relieve him. 

It was there, paralyzed and unable to 
work, that 

He Almost Starved, 

until the English appeal in his behalf 
awoke the American people to a sense of 
his condition, and led to sonae efforts at 
raising funds for hissupport. But some- 
how the “benefits” and o/zher affairs given 
never yielded the results they should, and 
asmall circle of hisintirnate friends were 
the chief providers. Through their efforts 
he was enabled to end his days in the 
moderate way that cont ented him. 

On April 14, 1887, Mr. Whitman spoke 
for the last time in pulolic. He lectured 
at the Madison Square theaiter, in New 
York, on Abraham Lir:coln. 

To all who visited him at Eds home he 
never expressed a worlof reproach against 
the American public,. and his 

Final Address to the W’orld 
breathes only most fervent gratitude. It 
was published just before his last sick- 
ness, which threatened at the time to 
carry him off on the journey fo:r which he 
has long been so well prepared, and which 
he viewed with the utmost co: mplacency:

UNIFORM SCHOOL TAX. 


A Bill Now Before the Legislature to 
Equalize It in the State. 


The Journal says,—‘‘The Legislative 
Committee on Taxation and Education has 
before it a very important matter. This is 
the bill to equalize the school tax. The 
bill proposed would assess each city and 
town at the rate of $3.69 on $1000, and | 
would grant to each $20 per child of the 
amount so raised; thus insuring, according 
to its advocates, an equal chance for good 
teachers and a fair share of schooling and 
educational facilities to every child in the 
State. This table shows how the cities of 
the State would be affected by the change. 
Under this arrangement the uniform tax} 
for school purposes throughout the State} 
would be $3.69, and the uniform amount} 
expended per scholar would be $20. 

The Journal! here presented a summary 
of the cities of the State based en the re- 
turns of 1888. Quincy had 3,296 children 
between the ages of five and fifteen; the 
amount raised for school purposes was 
$51,160, while under the proposed charge 
it would be $65,920. The rate per $1,000 
was $5.24; amount per child $15.24, 

An analysig of the foregoing table shows 
some strange results. Boston Representa- 
tives in the Legislature will be likely to 
oppose the bill vigorously, for, whereas the 
‘*Hub’’ now raises but $2 58 per $1000, 
she would have to raise $3 70, and at the 
same time will have $517,130 less available 
for schools. Salem, Worcester, Lynn, 
Newburyport, Lawrence, Fall River, 
Haverhill, Somerville, Fitchburg, Holyoke, 
Gloucester, Brockton, Northampton, Quin- 
cy, Woburn, Pittsfield, Chicopee and Marl- 
boro would benefit by the proposed bill. 
On the other hand Lowell would be cut 
down $10,000; Cambridge, $15,000; New 
Bedford, $13,000; Springfield, $37,000; 
Chelsea, $14,000; Taunton, $2,000, Newton, 
$51,000; Malden, $27,000, and Waltham, 
$14,000. 

The Quincy report of 1891 shows 4,045 
children. The amount appropriated this 
year is $65,500, which is over 38 per cent. 
of the total raised for current city ex- 
penses. Twenty dollars a scholar would 
however give us over $80,000.

FREE SILVER’S DEFEAT. 


Antis Think It is Permanent, but Its 
Friends Think Differently. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The tumult 
and excitement which characterized the 
proceedings of the house Thursday night, 
and which were continued up to the hour 
of adjournment, having subsided, the 
leaders in the great battle between silver 
and anti-silver are disposed to take a 
philosophic view of the situation. The 
anti-silver advocates regard the silver bill 
as practically killed. They do not believe 
it can be resusciated into life. The victory 
is regarded as a most remarkable one, for 
when theyentered into the preliminaries 
of the struggle which was to follow, they 
did not expect to secure more than follow- 
ers enough to carry out their dilatory mo- 
tions and tactics. But when they found 
that the Republican side of the house 
came solidly to their support, they were 
greatly assured and felt that defeat of the 
silver advocates was barely possible. 

Bland and his free silver advocates 
freely admit that they were greatly sur- 
prised at the vote which was recorded 
against the bill. They have claimed all 
along that they hada majority of from 
thirty to forty in favor of free silver. 
Therefore, the closeness of the vote was 
not only a surprise, but showed they 
could only carry their scheme, if at all, 
by the favorable rulings of the speaker. 
Bland says their defeat is only temporary, 
that the bill will ultimately pass the 
house. 

As soon as Representative Catchings re- 
turns, the speaker has promised to bring 
in a new rule making the bill a special or- 
der at 2s early aday as practicable. The 
rule will be so framed that debate will not 
be allowed and a vote will be forced.

JEWS MUST KEEP OUT. 


They Will Meet with Death if They 
Cross the German Border. 

BERLIN, March 25.—The Breslau Zeitung 
publishes an imperial decree prohibiting 
the passage of Russian Jews through 
Germany. The decree is very rigorous. 
Jews to whom the frontier committees 
guarantee support, and those provided 
with money and tickets for passage on 
steamers, ire refused entry in German ter- 
ritory, equally with Jews who are desti- 
tule and friendless. The policeare warned, 
under penalty of severe punishment, to 
carry out the instructions contained in 
the decree. 

As itis impossible to make the decree 
known throughout Russia, thousands of 
Jews, ignorant of the prohibition, are cer- 
tain to arrive at the frontier, where it will 
be impossible to provide accommodations 
for them. A few Jews, endeavoring to 
get into the country despite the warnings 
they received, have been shot down by 
frontier guards. 

The committee formed for the purpose 
of providing relief for these unfortunate 
people, say that 400,000 Jews are trying to 
leave Russia. 


DAY OF MOURNING. 


Funeral of Many of the Victims of the 
Hill Farm Mine Disaster. 

DUNBAR, Pa., March 26.—All the ad- 
joining mines and coke works shut down 
yesterday, and hundreds of the employes 
attended the funerals of their dead com- 
radesat Dunbar. The remains of the vic- 
tims were pluced in caskets in the mine, 
and early yesterday morning the first cas- 
ket was brought out. This work was not 
completed until 10 o’clock. Each casket 
was then opened, and the coronerand jury 
again viewed the remains. A number of 
the male relatives of the dead were per- 
mitted to view the bodies, all of which 
were identified but one. Requiem mass 
was held in the Catholic church. Father 
Mallady preached the sermon at the cem- 
etery. Rev. Mr. Stewart of the Presby- 
terian church conducted the services of 
the Protestants. It will take ten or more 
days to get the other six bodies out. The 
recovery of the bodies and reopening of 
the mine hascost the Dunbar Furnace 
company about $20,000. The coroner's 
jury returned a verdict that the men met 
their death by suffocation. 


MACKEREL AND MENHADEN. 


A Bill Expected to Cover Points Which 
Have Heretofore Been Overlooked. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—In the house 
Representative Lapham of Rhode Island 
introduced a bill providing that men- 
haden and mackerel may be taken with 
purse seines by citizens of the United 
States in all navigable waters within the 
jurisdiction and control of the United 
States, where the tide ebbs and flows so 
far as the United States has the right to 
regulate the rights of fisheries therein, 
any state law or usage to the contrary 
notwithstanding. This bill, Mr. Lapham 
hopes, will meet the constitutionai objec- 
tion urged toa bill previously introduced 
by him on the same sub ject, as it will 
leave tothe courts the ascertainment of 
the particular waters over which the gen- 
eral government has power to legislate, 
should such a difference of opinion in re- 
gard thereto arise. 


From Argentine by Way of London. 

LONDON, March 26.—The Times’ Beunos 
Ayres correspondent says: The government 
has been obliged to decline Mr. Blaine’s 
special reciprocity proposal which, if ac- 
cepted, would have shown animus against 
the natural markets of Argeutinein En- 
rope.

BROAD STATEMENTS 


Brought Out by the Refusal of Negroes 
to Sing the National Hymn. 

Cuicaco, March -F. L. Barnett, a 
colored aitorney, who figured conspicu- 
ously in a meeting at which a number of 
colored people day night protested 
against the singing of “America,” says 
that a permanent organization will proba- 
bly be formed here to employ detec- 
tives who would investigate lynchings of 
colored men in the southand bring the 
perpetrators to justice. “There was a 
great hubbub over the protection of 
American citizens in Chili,’”’ said he, “‘but 
there are 8,000,009 American citizens on 
American soil unprotected and nothing is 
thought of it because of theircolor. To 
them the American flag or a national 
hymn means nothing substantial.”

New York, March 29.—John J. Linge- 
ian, the youthful crank, who on Dec. 27 
last called at the mansion of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and demanded the million- 
aire’s brains, and who was committed for 
medical examination, has recently devel- 
oped 2 new munia which, for the past 
week, has been a source of great annoy- 
ance to the family of Jay Gould.

CANADA’S LABORING CLASS 


Asks the Government to Enact Strin- 
gent Legislation in Its Behalf. 


OTTAWA, March 29.—A deputation rep- 
resenting the Dominion trades and labor 
congress waited upon the government 
and called attention to a number of mat- 
ters vitally a®ecting the interests of or- 
ganized labor. They asked that Mr. Tay- 
lor’s alien bill be passed, not from motives 
of retaliation upon the United States for 
excluding Canadian labor, but from a de- 
sire to prevent the importation of men 
from the United States under contract, 
who tuke the places that would otherwise 
be filled by Canadians. They also sup- 
ported Senator Gordon’s act to control 
Chinese immigration, on the ground that 
it increased the tonnage limit from one 
Chinaman for every 50) tons burden to 
one for every 100 tons.

MORMONS’ LIBERTY. 


Prosident Eliot Sayg They are 
Entitled to “it. 


VIEWS PLAINLY EXPRESSED 


tn Which He of the Unjust 


Treatment of Mormons by the United 


Speaks 


States Government and Declares Polyg- 


amy to Be a Thing of the Past. 


SAN Francisco, March 29.—President 
Eliot was interviewed at the Palace Hotel 
here on his defense of the Mormons at 
Salt Lake, which has caused such great 
interest. He said what he meant by com- 
paring the Mormons tothe Pilgrims was 
that they had traveled thousands of miies 
of trackless plains instead of ocean, and 
had braved death by starvation and In- 
dians—all for conscienc,, sake. President 
Eliot boldly proclaimed himself to an Ex- 
aminer representative,.who called upon 
him. He said that he had said that there 
was a Mormon colony at Harvard, and its 
members were a very desirable class of 
students. He arose from his chair, and 
thus standing, he enunciated the position 
he had taken. 

“Why are not the Mormons entitled to 
as much liberty,” he said, ‘‘as people any- 
where? The Mormons have themselves re 
nounced polygamy. They have none of it, 
nor want it, now, and tbey should be 
treated just like any other religious de- 
nomination. 

“Religious liberty is for people we do 
not agree with,” said he, ‘and not for the 
people we do. The evidences of enduring 
hardships for conscience’s sake, and the 


Success of the Mormons 
in planting this colony is simply extra- 
ordinary. The Puritans wanted liberty 
for themselv®:,” said President Eliot, “but 
wouldn’t grant it to others.” As 

“But do you consider them perfectly 
sincere in their faith?” 

“Certainly they are;and being sincere they 
are entitled to just as many rights in this 
country as any other religious people. As I 
have said, they have renounced polygamy 
and made itacrime. Not more than one 
in eleven ever were polygamists anyway.” 

“There are people in Utah who cannot be 
brought to understand that polygamy is 
over; a thing of the past; but they keep up 
the fight when it long since should have 
been ended. It is the waving of the bloody 
shirt.”’ 

“Do you think that the Mormons are the 
equalin advancement, intellectually, re- 
ligously and iu other ways, with almost 
any other people?” 

“Where have you ever seen their equal?” 

He called attention tou Mormon mani- 
festo in which Mormons denied ever hav- 
ing killed anybody. Mr. Eliot then talked 
of 


The Edmunds-Tuacker Law. 

“Under this law,” said he, “the United 
States government has seized in fee sim- 
ple all the property of the Mormon church 
in Utah. It has also seized some of its 
school property, as, for instance, the 
university there. It has been placed in 
an embarassing condition because of this, 

“Now, this government has no right to 
do this whatever. It has no more right to 
seize the property of ee Mormon church 
in Utah than it has te seize the property 
of the Catholic churchin New Mexico. 
The government could not seize church 
property ina state, but under the terri- 
torial lawit has done Now in New 
Mexico the Catholics have acquired a 
large amount of church property. 

“The government bas just as good ground 
for seizing this as it has for taking the 
property of the Mormons, Then, it has 
confiscated the school property in Utah 
and proposes to turn it over to the state, 
but the state doesn’t need Mormon schools. 
It has plenty of schools of its own. 

“IT may be excused for my religious be- 
lief, in a measure,’’ said President Eliot 
with asmile, by way of conclusion, ad- 
verting tothe Pilgrim Fathers, *‘because 
if Thad lived in Msssachusetts at that 
time I should have been burnt.”

WOMEN AND HOME. 


THE INFLUENCE THAT CHILDREN’S 
AMUSEMENTS HAVE UPON THEM. 


Mothers and Married Chiidren — How 
Kate Field Looks—A Woman of Wide- 
spread Influence—What Women Like 
in Men—Matters of Interest to the Fair. 


“Tt isn’t the fault of the children, it is 
the fault of their mothers,’’ said a bright 
woman the other day in a discussion on 
children’s social pleasures. ‘Children nat- 
urally will enjoy simple entertainments, 
just as they will find diversion in simple 
toys, if parents would recognize the fact 
and not spoil their tastes by too generous 
giving.” 

Any one who has watched the rapid 
progress of elaborate parties, coupled with 
late hours, for young folks, will understand 
that such asubject was not out of place 
and will see why it drew forth many in- 
stances of the fact. 

One mother told how her child, not yet 
five, was invited to a party of a child just 
five, the hours specified being 7 to 10, which, 
of course, seemed ridiculous to those whose 
children were in the habit of going to bed 
at 7, but not at allso when they had been 
allowed to sit up at home until 9 or 10. 

Instances were given where children of 
fifteen had invited to 10 o'clock 
dances, and others more incredible still 
and more inconsistent with common sense, 
all the details being on the same grand 
scale with which entertainments for grown 
people are planned. 

“It’s all wrong,” said a woman with old 
fashioned ideas on the subject of early to 
bed and early to rise. “It is wrong from 
a health view, and besides there is nothing 
left for such children when they grow up. 
I can count a half dozen girls whose edu- 
cation is called finished at seventeen, who 
goto balls, partiesand theaters all winter.”

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


[tems of Interests Before the Senate 
and House—Comniittee Reports. 
Boston, March 29.—Mattersin the house 
were taken out and thus disposed of: 
Tabled—The adverse report on limiting 
the number of liquor licenses, the bill 
to amend the law relative to the dis- 
charge of small loans, and the lfll to 
amend the law relative to sales of furni- 
ture on the instalment plan; the adverse 
report on a form of charter for large 
towns; the billto prevent liquor selling 
where billiards are played was assigued 
to Thursday; the adverse report on in- 
creasing the number of liquor licenses 

was postponed to Friday. 

The house engrossed the senate bill to 
authorize educational and religious asso- 
ciations to define grounds and ways under 
their control, and to enforce regulations 
concerning the same. 

The senate took from the table and put 
in the order the bill asto private grade 
crossings, and took from the table and re- 
ferred the annual report of the general 
superintendent of prisons and the report 
of the commissioners on the reformatory 
prisen for women. 

The senate adopted the pending amend- 
ments and ordered to a third reading the 
house billin relation to the granting of 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in towns which are summer resorts. 

The public charities committee reported 
a bill for licensing and regulating board- 
ing houses for infants. Noperson can 
keep such a house without a license from 
the state board of lu:tacy and charity. The 
penalty is $100 or a year’s imprisonment, 
or both. 

Inexpedient was reported by the com- 
mittee on fisheries and game on the bet- 
ter protection of lobsters; leave to with- 
draw on the petition for the protection of 
spawning places in Bass river. 

The committee on public service re- 
ported ought to pass on the bill on leave 
requiring the secretary of state to give a 
bond and to report annually the transac- 
tions of his oflice. 

The public service committee reported a 
bill to provide for the retirement of jus- 
tices of the superior court, after ten con- 
secutive years of service, and over the age 
of 70, upon three-fourths pay, if they 
choose to resign. 

The prison committee reported a re- 
solve appropriating 350 for sewerage im- 
provements at the Sherborn prison; also 
an appropriation of $8500 for the right to 
eonnect the system of the Sherborn prison 
with the Framingham sewerage system. 

The committee on labor reported a bill 
providing a form of complaint for viola- 
tion of the law regulating the employ- 
ment of women and minors in manufactur- 
ing establishments. 

The committee on charities reported a 
bill providing that the mayor and alder- 
men shall, in January, 1893, appoiut three

fire commissioners, who ure to hold office: 


for three years, compensation to be fixed 
by the city council of Malden. 

The committee on water supply reported 
a bili authorizing Andover to issue $40,000 
additional water bonds on the same terms 
as those authorized in 1887. 

Onayeaand nay voteof 79 to 54, the 
house passed to engrossment the bill to 
provide for the appointment of license 
commissioners in the several cities of the 
commonwealth. 

A bill to prevent intimidation of voters 
was passed toa third reading, and to be 
engrossed. 

The bill to protect shores of the harbor 
was passed by the senate. 


New England's Share. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Senator Vest, 
from the committee on judiciary, reported 
favorably the bill to pay the United States 
district attorneys fixed salaries in lieu of 
the salaries, fees and percentums now al- 
lowed by law.

DRAINAG* OF A COUNTRY HOUSE. 


Some Hints on Theory and Practice by 
D>. W. King. 
by Amcrivan Press Associa 
tion. 

Che proper drainage of 2 country house 
is often niore difficult than it might at 
first appear For example, if the building 
stands on wet or springy soil oron a side 
hill where the water may pass through the 
rocks, the cellar in all probability will be 
wet. A damp cellar isaserious matter to 
the occupants of the house, as it is likely

| to cause fever, rheumatism and other ills, 


Building operations, especially in the 
country are usually commenced in the 
summer. when the ground is comparative: 
ly dry, and little notice is taken of possi- 
ble dampness at the time when excava- 
tions for the foundations are made. When 
the fall rains set in, however, it is soon 
found that something must be done te

carry off the water. Itis always safest, if 
there is any danger of the accumulation of 
water under the foundation, to dig a 
trench two or three feet below the top of 
the cellar floor and place porous draintiles 
in the bottom. These should be carried to 
the lowest point of the vrounds so that the 
water may be drained off The trenches 
should be filled with small cobblestones 
well pounded down, so asto givea firm 
bed to the footing stones of the foundation 
walls. The walls should be thoroughly 
plastered on the outside with good cement, 
and the trenches made wide enongh to let 
the walls be exposed to the air and become 
thoroughly dry <A good coating of hot 
coal tar will be an advantage. 

After the walls and mortar are thorough- 
ly dried out the earth may be rammed and 
packed tightly against the walls, and 
should be graded so as to carry away all 
surface water If the house is located on 
level ground, where it is not possible to 
grade the drainpipe so as to take away 
the water, a tight cellar can be secured by 
covering the outside of the wallsand the 
cellar bottom with asphaltum. But this 
isa very expensive method, and {s rarely 
done except in important buildings. It is 
always well in such cases to keep the 
foundations as high as possible. Some- 
times a deep cesspool can be made in close 
proximity to the building which will take 
away the water from the cellar. 

As regards the plumbing of a house, the 
drain within should be of cast iron, and 
the pipes should be carried along the side 
of the walls or suspended from the ceiling

in full view The iron pipe should extend 
outside the wall at least six feet. It is 
even better to curry it clear tothe cesspool, 
if possible, as the earthen pipes used for 
the purpose are brittle and liable to be 


broken. The only thing to be saidin favor 
of earthen «drainpipes is that they are 
cheap 


Unless a drain is laid with a proper fall 
it is not possible to make the joints secure, 
as the ends of the lengths of pipe will not 
fit. In laying drains so as to secure the 
proper fall first measure the distance from 
the cesspool to the point where the soil pipe 
is to join the drainpipe. Then calculate 
the depth of the cessporl inlet. A fall of 
one-eighth of an inch in a foot is the least 
grade allowable, and the more fall the bet- 
ter. 

In putting down the pipes the workmen 
should commence at the cesspool and work 
toward the house. A running trap should 
be placed close to the front wall, inclosed 
in a brick box with a wooden cover, 80 as 
to be easy of access, Thetrap should have 
aclearing out hole and a branch for fresh 
air ventilation. In cases where the soil is 
very wet it is difficult to construct a cess 
pool which will be water tight, and one 
which fills with water is liable to set back 
in the pipes and force sewer gas into the 
honse. 

The best way to make a cesspool water 
tight is tocover the exterior and interior 
walls with a heavy coating of asphaltum. 
The bottom should have one layer of brick

first, laid in a bed of good cement with the 
joints left open, upon which the first coat 


of asphalturm is put. Then another layer 
of brick is placed and a second coat of as- 
phaltum is applied. Sometimes it is not 
possible to get the asphaltum, especially 
in country districts. A friend of mine who 
had a great deal of trouble in making & 
brick cesspool water tight lost patience 
after having spent a great deal of money 
without success, and finally abandoned the 
brick cesspool and sunk a large oak hogs- 
head inthe ground. This he covered with 
locust timbers and planks and said he had 
no further trouble. D. W. Krxe.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Mr. Pierce of 
Tennessee, who had been trying to secure 
the signatures of a majority of the Demo- 
cratic members of the house to a petition 
asking the committee on rules to report a 
cloture rule in connection with the silver 
free coinage bill, announced late yesterday 
afternoon that the petition was withdrawn 
and that the free coinage men had given 
up the fight in the house.

The silver bill now appears to be quite 
dead. There are at least forty-five silver 
Democrats who announced their deter- 
mination to vote against the cloture propo- 
sition if it should be brought before the 
house. This settled the question, and the 
indications are that no further serious 
efforts will be made to pass the Bland bill 
or any other free silver measure. The Re- 
publicans and the anti-silver Democrats 
are jubilant and feel that under the cir- 
cumstances they have accomplished agreat 
victory. 

There is muchill feeling expressed by 
the silver men on account of Speaker 
Crisp’s stand yesterday on the claim that, 
by deciding against reporting a cloture 
rule, unless supported by a majority of 
his party, he has broken his word given to 
Mr. Bland, Mr. Pierce, Mr. Stone and 
others. 

Mr. Bland said yesterday afternoon that 
Thursday night, just before he moved to 
adjourn the house and thus lost the sup- 
port of the special order for voting on his 
bill, he hada consultation with Speaker 
Crisp, and that Mr. Crisp assured him 
that if he moved an adjournment the com- 
mittee on rules would bring in another 
special order providing for a direct vote 
on the bill and pending amendments and 
also a provision for cloture. 

Satisfied with this, Mr. Bland moved to 
adjourn, and next day, under the guid- 
ance and advice of the speaker, drafted 
the resolution which he introduced,setting 
apart yesterday for a vote on the hill, and 
also providing for a cloture. Mr. Crisp 
assured him, says Mr. Bland, that he 
would vote for this order in the commit- 
tee on rules, and that it would undoubt- 
edly be brought in. In view of these as- 
surances Mr. Bland thinks the speaker’s 
present attitude is inconsistent and hard 
to explain, and he says he cannot under- 
stand why Mr. Crisp went back on the 
promises he gave to himself and the other 
gentlemen mentioned. 

Speaker Crisp, when shown Mr. Bland’s 
statement, said he was surprised that Mr. 
Bland shonld have endeavored to mislead 
the public by sucha statement. A major- 
ity of the Democrats voted against tabling 
the bill, and thereby demonstrated that 
they favored its The speaker 
had ussumed that gentlemen so voting fa- 
vorel a rule which would bring the house 
toadirect vote on the bill and prevent 
filibustering, and so believing, had said to 
Mr. Bland that he had no doubt the com 
mittee would report a rule. 

Mr. Crisp further declared that if a ma- 
jority of the Democrats in the house signi- 
fying a desire that the committee on rules 
make a report which will enable the house 
to come to a direct vote on the silver bill, 
the committee will make a report. If they 
donot so signify the committee will un- 
derstand that the majority do not desire 
itand the responsibility will rest with 
the majority of the Democrats of the 
house and not the committee on rules.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The president 
and his cabinet are well pleased with the 
conciliatory tone of Lord Salisbury’s note 
of the 26th inst., especially as it is held 
to concede the point that has been the 
principal cause of contention, viz: A re 
newal of the modus vivendi of last year 
for the protection of the seal fisheries, 
This alleged concession is believed to be 
impliedin his proposition to agree toa 
modus, in case the treaty of arbitration is 
ratified, under the condition that each 
government shall guarantee the other for 
damages incurred through the suspension 
of sealing operations. 

One official, who had been consulted by 
the president in regard to the negotiation, 
said he was especially pleased with Lord 
Salisbury’s admission that Great Britain 
would hold itself liable for damages re- 
sulting to the United States because of 
the modus vivendi, in the event that the 
verdict of the arbitrators is averse to its 
contention. He said that taking it alto- 
gether Lord Salisbury’s note is satisfac- 
tory as indicating a good prospect for an 
amicable settlement of the questions at | 
issue.

SANDY Hook, Mare 30.—The new dis- 
appearing gun cirriage which has been in

The machine is a triumph 
for American skill and genius and is the | 
first carriage of its kind that has been guc- | 
cessful.
